esau H E favourable Reception our Farriers 
| Nit New Guide, has met with from the beft 
S Bxel| fudges, bas not only occafioned the fpee= 
iatee|| dy Publication of this Treatife of Medi- 
yl cones, but encouraged us to lengthen it 
* out, fomewhat beyond what it was at 


We were unwilling to incumber that Book, which was 
defigned as an Inftitution and Guide to the Knowledge of 
Difeafes, and their Method of Cure, with any thing that 
might be an Hindrance to the Reader’s Progrefs therein, 
otherwife a great deal might have been crowded into it 
concerning Medicaments; but we judged it much more to 
the purpofe, as any one will find upon a ferious Perufal, 

to infert nothing there, but a fufficient Number of fit 
Examples fuited to the feveral Intentions of Cure, with- 
out falling into fuch Digreffions as muft have drawn the 
Mind from that, which was its proper Objett, into the 
Cinfideration of fomethiug elfe. | 

And we were the rather encouraged to purfue this Me- 
thod, becaufe the Want of fuch an OEconomy had led 
fome of our bef) Authors into innumerable Inconveniencies, 
who, by endeavouring to make their Books complete Sy- 
ftems, have not only rendved them much more perplexed, 

than otherwife they would have been, but fo tedious in ma- 
ny Places, that they are enough to deter any unaccuftomed 

Reader from the leaft Perufal of them: For what can 

be more prepofterous, or contrary to good Method, than 

to interrupt the Series of a Cure with long Difcourfes 
concerning Medicines? or to fillup whole Pages with Chy- 

michal ProcefJes, which ought rather to have been the Bu- 

finefs of another Treatife. | withse 
Og ae A4 As 
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"As the Materia Medica of itfelf makes up a com- 
plete Branch of Phyfick, it has therefore been confidered 
by the beft Authors, deftintt from other Branches there- 
of, as the only Way to avoid Confufion, and the proper- 
eft Means to arrive at a competent Skill in the Kunow- 
ledge of Medivines ; and therefore, fince thofe to whom 
we owe the moft ufeful Difcoveries of their Virtues and 
Operations, have conftantly followed this Method. We 
do not fee, why the fame Regularity ought not to be ftu- 
died by fuch as lay down Inftruétions for the Cure of 
 Horfes. ei, 

But tho’ thefe Reafons were alone fufficient to juftify 
our prefent Undertaking, yet there are others of no lefs 
Confequence, that have encouraged us to it, namely, the 
great Improvements that have been made in that Branch 
of Science; for as we are indebted to the laft Age for 
many ufeful Difcoveries in the Animal OEconomy, 
and the Difeafes to which it is obnoxious, fo we are no 
lefs beholden to fome late Inquiries, for a more perfect In- 
fight into the Virtues, Properties, and Operations of Me- 
dicine, than to, all the preceeding Times, whereby many 
things, formerly of great account, are now defervedly laid 
afide as ufelefs ; and thofe only are efteemed in Prattice, 
that afford us fome Tokens of their Virtue and Efficacy. 

But if we were yet further to confider the many In- 
fiances, wherein all our Authors have erred, or been de- 
jective i what relates to Medicines, it would plainly ap- 
pear, that fuch a Treatife, as we now cffer to the Publick, 
is very much wanting ; for as moft of the Medicines 
which are adminiftred to Horfes, have originally been ta- 
ken from Books of Phyfick, by Perfons but little acquaint- 
ed with that ftudy; fothey have neither made a judi- 
cious Choice, in she vaft Number they have recommended 
to the Publick, many of them being altogether needlefs 
aud infignificant ; nor have they affigned the proper Do- 
fes, or laid down the neceffary Cautions in adminiftring 
thofe, from which we might expeét any tolerable Efficacy. 

Ln this lwft- Refpett, the beft Authors have even been 
blameable in many Circumftances, but with Regard to 

7 the 
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the Dofes all have greatly erred; and, for want of a 
true Knowledge of the thinzs they adminifter, the Dofes 
of fome soe fiiiiel, fmall, where the Ingredients confift. 
of Herbs, and other Vegetables that differ but little frum 
their common Food, aud may therefore be given at difcre= 
tion; whereas, on the other hand, the moft powerful Al- 
teratives are fometimes prefcribed in over great Quanti- 
ties, tho’ the Accidents arifing from thence .are generally 
attributed to fome other Caufe; and thefe Miftakes have 
yun thro all their Powders, Balls and Drenches, ex- 
cepting thofe that are purgative, and work by a fenfible 
Operation, where inthe main they can hardly err, after 
the Experience of fo many Ages, unlefs it be thro? their 
own Rajhnefs aud Fully. ) 
| But nothing. is more ufual, beth in the Books and Pra- 
ice of Farviers, than the mixing Drugs of different and. 
oppofite Qualities in Compofitions, that are only defigned 
to anfwer in fome fingle Intention; and many are fo inju- - 
dicioufly put together, that the one cannot fail of deftroy- 
ing the Efficacy of the other, and fome are fo ftrangely 
contrived, that it is impoffible to unite them into any 
Form, which is not only troublefome to the Maker, batin 
many Cafes deprived them of that Efficacy, which other= 
wife they might have, if they were compounded according 
to Art. " 
To thefe might be added divers other Circumflances, 
wherein the Farriers Prattice is defective in what rel.ites 
to Medicines, from which it would alfo appear, that none 
of the Methods hitherto taken, have been fufficient to put 
at upon a better Footing ; and this is not my bare Opinion 
only, but of feveral others, particularly Blundevill, whofe 
Judgment was, that the Medicines ought to be confidred 
apart, and fays, they would imploy ano fmall Volume to 
be undertaken by fome other Hand, if not by himfelf: 
And it is indeed fomewhat odd, that among all the Books 
that have been compiled for the Inftruttion of Farriers, no 
. one has been hitherto thought of, to render that Branch of 
their Profeffion more eafy and ufeful 5 but moft of their 
Writers have aimed at complete Syftems, or elfe have 
| | been 
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been only bare Publifbers of Receipts ; fo that both the OMes 
and the other, have deprived us of that Benefit we might 
have expetted, had a more regular Method been taken. o. 
And therefore, confidering all thefé Reafons, we could not 
fully difcharge our good Intentions to the Publick, by what ~ 
we had alveady done towards the Advancement of the Far 
viers Art, until we had alfo beflowed fome pains on a Trea- 
tife of Medicines, wholly fuited to the Prattice of Farriers 5 
and as we have. good reafon to believe our other Performance 
will be a Benefit, to thofé who are unacquainted with the 
Animal OEconomy, fo we doubt not but this will have the 
like Effect, as it teaches the true Knowledge of thofé things, 

that are the Inftruments made ufe of to reftore Health, — 
As to the Order and Method, we chofé that of a Difpen- 
fatory, becanfe it is the moft extenfive, and the beft {united 
to thofe who have not the Leifire or Ability to read many 
Books. St is divided into three Parts. In the Firft, is an 
Account of the Medicinal Simples, Vegetable, Animal and 
Mineral; wherein we have followed the Example of the bef 
modcrt Authors, not only in rejecting thofe that are ufelefs, 
and of no account, but alfo in having afcribed no other Qua- 
lities to any of them, without giving them a Title to the Cure 
of all Difcajes, as is common in many Books, which ferve 
only to lead the Unlearned into a deal of Confufion, it being 
by this means impoffibie for them to diftiuguifh in which Cafes 
they are the moft proper. ‘he Second Part, contains the 
molt ufeful and (imple Preparations of all thofé things, whe- 
ther Chymical or Galenical, in which plain Inftruttions are 
given for making feveral of the latter without much Charge 
or Difficulty. dad the Third, all thofe Compofitions that 
ae gnaged the moft ufeful, and the beft [rite to the Difea- 
fes of Horfes, wherein are great Number, both of our own, 
and fuch as were communicated by the beft Hands, never be- 
fore publifhed, as alfo thofe from the beft Authors, fuch as 
Solley‘ell, Ruini, avd Blundevill, azd fome have like 
wife been gleaned from the Writers of lefs Note: All which 
are vanked under their feveral Denominations of Powders, 
Bails, Drinks, Ountments, Charges, gc. Only, with 
refpett to thefe Authors, we have made fome <lterations and 
Amena~ 
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‘Amendme..ts in feveral of their Compofitions, by leaving out 
Ingredients that are hurtful, or contributing nothing to the | 
main Defign of the Medicine and by adding others as often 
as was neceffary: Put in all Cafes, where this Liberty has 
been taken, we have conftantly inferted the genuine Receipt, 
that the Prattitioner might be fully fatisfied of the Reafons of 
fuch Alterations. ) 
We have been no lefs careful threughout the whole, to 
guard againft all fuch Errors and Defetts, as have been al- 
ready hinted at, by explaining every Medicine, whether fim 
ple or compound, fo far asis needful to the right Admini- 
ftration thereof, having alfo laid down the neceffary Cautions, 
with a particular Obfervation on all [uch Symptoms as re- 
guire a Change or Alteration: Neither have we been lefg 
felicitous in what relates to the Mixing and Compounding 
of all fuch Medicines, as require a more than ordinary Art, 
to bring them. into their due Form and Conjiftence, efpe~ 
cially where that contributes to their Succe/i, as inthe Café 
of many outward Applications. | | 
All the moft ufial Terms and Operations, both in the 
_Chymical and Galenical Pharmacy, are here alfo explain- 
ed; and likewifé the Terms and Denominations affigned to 
Medicines, as Alteratives, Evacuators and Reftoratives, 
svith the ufnal Terms included under thefe, and many other. 
chings, which make Studies of this kind irkfome to Be- 
LUIMET Se . . Whe 
And becaufe a particular Regard ought to be had to 
the Price of all fuch Medicines, as are accommodatod to 
the Prattice of Farriers, a due Exattne/s has alfo been obfer- 
ved in that refpett; having conftantly taken notice of thofe - 
Compofitions of our own, or any other Writer, that might 
be too expenfive for ordinary Horfes; and for that Rea 
fon we have abvays annexed thofe of {mall Value, which 
come the neareft to anfwer in the fame Intentions, fo that

Of VEGETABLES. 


NDER this SeGion are 
U contained Roots, Herbs, 
Leaves, Flowers, Seeds, Fruits, 
Gums, and harden’d Juices, na- 
tural Balfams, Woods, and Barks, 
But before we proceed to their 
particular Defcription, we fhall 
premife fome few general Hints 


concerning their gathering’ and- 


keeping. 

And firft, as to Roots. Thefe 
are beft taken up in the Begin- 
ning of the Spring, before the 
Leaves fhoot forth. 

Herbs are at their beft when 


they begin to flower, and fhould 


be gather’d when there is neither 
Rain or Dew upon them, and 
ought to be dried in the Shade. 


Some may be kept much longer 


than others, but whenever any 
of them begin to lofe their frefh 
Colour, they are then no better 


than ill-got Hay; and fhould 


therefore be rejected as ufelefs. 
Moft Herbs yield more of their 


_ Virtues in Deco&ion and Diftil- 


dation when dry, than when they 
are frefh gathered, becaufe the 
phlegmatick Parts which intangle 
their medicinal Virtues are eya- 
porated by drying, 


Flowers and Seeds fhould in like. 
Manner be gathered when there 
is neither Rain nor Dew upon 
them ; but as Herbs are dried beft 
in the Shade, thefe ought always 
to be fpread eut, and dried in the 
Sun, for the quicker they dry, the 
better they preferve their Scent 
and Colour, They ought always 
to be kept ina dry Place, and if 
they feem to grow dampifh, they 
muft again be laid in the Sun. 
Thefe alfo lofe their Virtues, 
with their Scent and Colour. 

Moft Fruits are beft when they 
are full ripe, but thofe whofe 
Efficacy depends on the Rough- 
nefs of their Juices, as Sloes,Quin-. 
ces, exc. are chiefly of Ufe before 
they are quite ripe. | 

Woods and Barks fhould alfo be 
carefully dried, and afterwards 
kept in a dry Place. , Thefe may 
be preferved good a confiderable 
Time; but the frefher they are 
the more efficacious, . 

Gums and hardened Juices are 
moft of them a foreign Produé, 
and may be kept a confiderable 
Time.. Thofe are the beft and 
fitteft for Ufe that haye the leaft 
Mixture and Drofs,

% NGELICA, This Root is fel- fell preferibes its Decoction in the 


dom ufed alone, but makes 
avery good Ingredient in feve- 
ral Compofitions; there are di- 
vers Virtues afcribed to it, but 
its chief Effect confifts in ex- 
pelling of Wind. The beft is 
from Spain. 
Aromatick Reed, See Reed Aro- 
matick. 
Afparagus, See Sparow-Gra/s. 
Birthwort Long andRound, Thefe 
are both of the fame Efficacy, 
having feveral Virtues afcribed to 
them, but particularly, that they 
refift Poifon and Malignity, and 
have therefore taken Place in di- 
vers Compofitions of that Inten- 
tion. They are among the prin- 
_ cipal Ingredients in the Diapente, 
fome ufing the long, fome the 
round. They are alfo faid to be 
cleanfing and healing, and for 
that Reafon are ufed in outward 
Applications, being incorporated 
into feveral Ointments and Plai- 
fters, and drawn off in Tin@ures 
with other Ingredients to wath 
Wounds and Ulcers, in which 
Intentions they have been found 
fometimes very ferviceable. 
Briony, This is very opening 
and cleanfing, and is good in all 
obftinate Obftruétions in the 
Bowels, and fome Diforders in 
the Nerves, ¢9c. 
China, This Root is brought 
to us from Spain, though for- 
merly from that Country, from 


whence it 'takes its Name. «It is 


- Verydrying, and greatly promotes 
Perfpiration, and therefore Solley- 


Farcy ;it is likewife good to open 
Obftrudtions, or difcufs Swellings 
in the Spleen, Liver, and other 
Vifcera, but, becaufe of its Coftli- 
nefs, can only be given to Horfes 
of Value, That is accounted the 
beft, which is white within, light, 
and mealy. . 
Contrayerva, \t is of a reddifh 
Colour, rough and wrinkled, ha- 
ving many {mall Fibres fhooting 
from it, not unlike what we fee 
in fome Radifhes, It is extremely 
ferviceable in all malignant and 
peftilential Fevers, andtoa Horfe 
of Value may be givenin Powder .. 
with any proper Liquid to the 
Quantity of half an Ounce, or 
made upinto a Pafte with Flower 
and Liquorice-Powder, or it may 
be given in a leffer Quantity, 
when mixed with other inevade 
ents of the fame Intention.

Dittany of Crete, This has the 
fame Virtues as the Birthwort, 
and is ferviceable in all diforderly

* Dock fharp pointed, This is an ex- 
cellent Ingredient in Drinks for 
the Yellows, and all Obftruétions 
in the Liver, and likewife in the 
Farcy, and all Foulnefs of the 
Skin, efpecially when it is boiled 
with other Ingredients, as fhall 
be fhewn in Part III. It ts alfo 
ferviceablein the fame Intentions 
of Cure outwardly in Ointments, 
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Roots. 


Elecampane, This is a moft exes’ 


cellent Root, and very well adapt- 
ed to Horfes, and is to be met 
with in great Plenty, in feveral 
Parts of this Kingdom. It is very 
Warm, opening and cleanfing, 
and of great Efficacy in removing 
Ooftructions in the Lungs, occa- 
fioned by Colds, Surfeits, or any 
other Mifmanagement, caufing 
‘Purfivene(s ; itis alfo reftorative, 
heals inward Ulcers, and gives 
frefh Subftance and Vigour to the 
Solids, after they have been waft- 
ed by heétick and confumptive Dil- 
orders, The beft Way of ufing 


it. is in Powder, or made into. 


Balls; as fhall be fthewn in its 
proper Place. It is alfo of Ser- 


vice outwardly in Ointments, in 


the Mange, Leprofy, and all 
Foulnefs of the Skin. 3 

Eryngo, It has feveral Virtues 
afcribed to it, but is chiefly own- 
ed as a Reftorative, in which In- 
tention it is not inferior to the

ney is very ferviceable in clean- 
fing foul Ulcers, and deftroying 
Tetters, and other Eruptions on 
the Skin.

Scabioys, This is reckoned as

Shepherd’s Purfe, or Shepherd's 
_ Pouch, It heals and agglutinates, 
and is therefore of Service in 
all Hemorrhages from the Nofe, 
Fundament, or Yard.

catrifes, and cures them. 
‘Smallage, This is a Kind of 
Parfley; its Root is one of the 
five opening Roots. 
_ Sorrel, This is fufficiently in 
the Acquaintance of every one, 
both what grows in the Gardens 
and the Fields; it is gratefully 
cooling, and its Root diuretick. 
Speedwell, or Paul’s Betony, It 
flowers in Fune; it is cleanfing 
and yulnerary, and very much 
approved in Obftructions in the 
Lungs. Solley/ell commends it as 
a good Febrifuge. a4 
Spleen-Wort, This has been 
accounted a powerful Cleanfer, 
_ efpecially of the Spleen, and is 
_.therefore recommended by fome 
Authors for that Purpofe, and 
whimfically prefcribed to Horfes 
of a heavy and dull Difpofition. 
_ Its only chief Virtues confift in 
- binding and ftrengthening: 
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Succory, This Herb is deter- 
five and cleanfing, and therefore 
reckoned good in Obftructions in 
the Liver.and Kidnies, bur efpe- 
cially in all cholerick Cafes. 

Southernwood, This has been in 
great Efteem, and is faid to refift 
Poifon,open inwardObftru@tions, 
promote Urine, and kill Worms; 
but it is not fo much in Ufe now 
as formerly. 

Thyme, This is prefcribed in 
fome Books of Horfeman hip, as 
a Cordial Herb, but it can do no 
great Feats by itfelf. The Wild 
Thyme is preferable to that 
which grows in Gardens. 

Dodder of Thyme, This is ac- 
counted a good Sweetener of the 
Blood, “em is fometimes joined 
with Purgatives for that Purpofe. 

Tobacco, This is very little ufed, 
excepting fometimes to make a 


Horfe draw. up its Smoke from 


a Pipe,.into his Fundament in 
violent Cholicks, but its Decoc- 
tion is much better to be given 
by Way of Clyfter; it is often 
applied outwardly to good Pur- 
poie, and is inferior to none 
in drawing and ripening of Tu- 
mors. The beft Way of ufing 
it, is to foak it in Oil, and lay it 
to the Part. The Ointment of 
Tobacco has been alfo very much 
in Ufe, both by. Surgeons and 
Farriers, for cleanfing Ulcers 5 
and the Water, wherein it has 
been fteeped, is oftentime found 
ferviceable in the Mange, and 

other Foulnefs of the Skin, 
Vervain, This flowers in Sune 
and Fuly, .It is very deterfive and 
cleanfing, and accounted good 
n all Obftructions of the Liver, 
ipleen, and other Vifcera, Out- 
Sardly it becomes of Seryice 
, ink 
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itt the Form of a Cataplafm to 
femoye violent Pains, and Stiff- 
nefs in the Joints. 

Vine, The Leaves are grate- 
fully cooling, and fomewhat a-

Wall-navel-wort, This is very 
cooling, and therefore fometimes 
applied to Burns, eve.

Wormwood, Of this there are 
two Kinds, the Roman Wormwood

Worms; but often proves un- 
fuccéfsful in that Intention.

Melilot, Thefe blow moft Part 
of the Summer; they are very 
ufeful in difcutient Fomentations, 
_. Marigold, Thefe blow almoft all 
the Summier; they are efteemed 
cordial, but in a much inferior 
Degree to Saffron, to which they 
are by fome compared. 

_ Peach - Bloffoms, Thefe yomit 
and purge fo gently, that. they 
_ are only given to Infants in fuch 
Intentions, and to firong Ani- 
mals can only be reckoned de- 
terfive and cleanfing : they ftand 
in the Catalogues of fome out- 
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Flowers. 
landifh Authors, for Horfes, but 
are fo {carce here, as not to be 
complied with. 

Peony-Flowers, They blow in 
May and Fune ; they are reckon’d 
good in all nervous Diforders, 

Poppies, The Corn-Poppy- 
gbwer are chiefly ufed; they 
blow in June, and are accounted 
gently anodyne, and narcotick, 
and therefore ferviceable in Cho- 
lick-Pains, ec. 

Damask Rofes, Their diftilled 


‘Water is accounted cordial, but 


its chief Ufé is in Diftempers of 
the Eyes, in which Intention itis 
not fo often prefcribed alone, as 
when other Medicines of greater 
Efficacy are joined with it. The 
White Rofe-Water is feldom 
made Ufe of in any medicinal 
Intention, though often called 
for by the common People. 

Réd Rofes, They are defervedly 
the moft in Efteem, being a very 
effectual Aftringent: their Decoc- 
tion is ferviceable in all Loofe- 
nefles and Hemorrhages, Catarrhs 
and Defluxions. The Conferve 
is a very good Remedy in Dif- 
orders of the Lungs; and their 
Powder anfwers very well in all 
the fame Intentions, The Honey 
of Rofes is a very,excellent Bal- 
fam for Wounds, and may be, 
with the greateft Safety imagi- 
nable, applied to the Bones, 
when expofed and laid bare, and 
likewife to the Sinews and ner- 
vous Parts, where moft other 
Applications might be hurtful. 

Rofemary, Thefe blow in April,

Citrons, Thefe are gratefully 
cooling, and agreeable to the Sto- 
mach; and therefore their Juice 
is very proper in thofe Compofi- 
tions the Farriers call Armans, in 
order to promote a good Appe- 
tite ; they have a Place in Solleya 
fell, but are {carce in this King- 
dom. 

Cloves, Thefe are the Fruit of a 
very large Tree; they are hot and 
Aromatick, ftrengthen the Sto- 
mach and Guts, being of Ufe to 
expel Wind and Flatulences; they 
are alfo agreeable in all Com- 
plaints, arifing* from Diforders 
in the Nerves, and their effential 
Oil is often a Corrector of purg- 
ing Pills, andis by fome very ju- 
dicioufly prefcribed in purging 
Horfe-Balls, for the fame Pur- 
pofe. , ) 

Cubebs; Thefe are a hot Spice,

rally looked on as moderately 
deterfive aid cleanfing, and of 
Service not only in all Obftric- 
tions in the Vi/cera, but in our- 
ward Foulnéfles; and thérefore 


the Syrup made of théir Juice 


may be a Very proper Liquid to 
make up divers Finds of Medic 
cines into Form. 

Figs, Thefe are ufeful in feveral 
medicinal Intentions, but efpe- 
cially in Diforders of the Lungs, © 
being very foft and balfamick: _ 
they were in great Efteem among 
the Ancients in outward Appli- 
cations to Carbuncles, and pefti- 
lential Buboes; and are ftill 
found very ferviceable to ripen 
Boils, and feveral Kinds of in- 
flamed Swellings. 

Galls,. Thefe are rough and 
aftringent, and therefore enter. 
into the Compofition of fome 
ftrengthening Plaifters, their 
Powder is alio ufed as an Aftrin- 
gent in fome Ointments, 

Gourd, See the Seed. 

Hips, Thefe are the Fruit of 
the common Briars when made 
into a Conferve, they miay be. 
kept all the Year, and they are 
an excellent Balfamick; and of 
great Service in all Diforders of 
the Breaft ; and may thérefore 
be very properly worked up, 
among other firtable Ingredi- 
ents, into pectoral Balls. 

Fujebs, Thefe are pretty much 
of the Nature of Figs, but drier, 
and are ufed in moft of the fame 
Intentions. 

Funiper-Berries, They are very 
deferyedly in Efteem, both for 

oak Man 
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Man and Beaft ; they have many 
Virtues, affigned to them, but 
their chief confifts in deterging 
and cleanfing the Vifcera ; where- 
fore they are fingularly good in 
the Yellows, and all ObftruGtions 
of the Liver, Spleen, and Mefen- 
tery; and by Reafon they have,in 
_ ¢ommon with all the other Ever- 
greens, much of the Turpentine. 
Kind in them, they alfo fcour the 
' Kidnies, and urinary. Paflages, 
and, by their Warmth, are very 
ferviceable in all Diforders pro- 
ceeding from Wind, and Flatu- 
Iency in the Bowels. : 

_ Laurel or Bay-Berries, Thefe are 
ferviceable in all Cafes proceed- 
ing from Wind, and, by their dif- 
fufive Warmth, they. ftrengthen 
both the Stomach and Guts ; they 
likewife contribute very much to 
the promoting of Urine, and out- 
wardly they are of Ufe in difcu- 
tient Applications. 

Lemon, This is a Fruit known 
by all. Its Juice has an agreeable 
Roughnefs in it, whereby it be- 
comes of Service in all Diforders 
of the Stomach, caufed by an 
over Relaxation of its Fibres; it 
may be conveniently made up 
into Armans, and fuch other 
Compofitions as are deyifed to 
promote a good Appetite. 

Melons, Thefe have the fame 
Virtues and Properties as the 
Cucumber, See Cucumber. 

Myrtle- Berries, Thefe are rough 
and aftringent’, and therefore 
proper in all Hemorrhages and 
Loofeneffes: they are alfo of 
Ufe in ftrengthening Plaifters, 

Nutmegs, Thefe are very ufe- 
ful in all nervous Obftructions, 


Fruits, &c, 
powerfully expel Wind, and pros 
mote Urine: they are likewife 
of Ufe in feyeral Intentions out 
wardly. Opa RES 
Oranges, Thefe are clafs'd with, 
the Lemons and Citrons, only, - 
that the -fweet Orange is fitter 
for Food, andthe bitter has fome- 
what exceeding agreeable to the 
Stomach beyond the other, but 
not altogether fo aftringent asthe 
Lemon and Citron: they may all 
of them be put to the fame Ufe, © 
viz.,to moiften an Arman Pafte,; 
for removing that Nau/eum and 
Loathing of Food, which is very 
often obfervable in Horfes. 
Pepper, The black is the true 
genuine Pepper, for the white is 
only fmoothed and whitened in 
Holland, and impofed on us as a 
different Kind. It is ufeful in 
moft Diforders of the Head_and 
Stomach, and in all Crudities, 
and Flatuleacies_ of the Bowels s 
the long Pepper is endowed 
with the fame Virtues, but not 
in fo eminent a Degree'as the 
common Pepper, | 
Pimento, or Famaica-Pepper, it 
is alfo very much known by the . 
Name of .All Spice, as it-has a 
very great Variety, both in its 
Tafte and Flavour, whereby it 
refembles moft Spices, It is very 
grateful to the Stomach, comforts 
the Bowels, and is of Service in 
moft Diforders of the Nerves. 
‘Pomegranates, This is prefcribed 
by Jtalian and French Authors, 
but their Scarcity here obliges us 
to fubftitute other Things in their 
Room: they are cooling, and 
very aftringent, their Virtues 
coming near thofe of the Quince, 


being great Comforters, both of See the Bark. 


the Head and Stomach; they 


Poppies, Of thefe there are two 
; Sorts 
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midi Fruits, &c. 

Sorts which grow in our Gardens, 
viz, the Black and the White : 
theyabound witha gummy Juice, 
which may be extracted into an 
Opium; their chief Virtues con- 
‘fift in their’ narcotick Quality, 
- whereby they eafily induce Slee- 
-pinefs; and indeed Reft and 
‘Quiet is chiefly aimed: at by all 
fich Remedies, as that not only 
gives Relief in all diforderly Mo- 
tions in the Spirits; but alfo in 
‘their Languors.’ For the fame 
Reafon they become exceeding 


ufeful in all tormenting Pains ;' 
‘efpecially in the Bowels, and are’ 


therefore profitable in that In- 
tention, not only in Decoction 
for Drinks, but likewife in Clyf- 
ters, and as all fuch Things are 


apt to promote a Breathing thro’ 


the Pores ; they alfo give a very 
effectual Check to Hemorrhages 
and Loofeneffes, by diverting and 
turning the Humours another 
Way. . si 
Prunes, Thefe are cooling, and 
gently laxative. : 
Quinces, Thefe ripen at the 
latter End of Summer: they are 
very rough, and aftringent, 
ftrengthen the Stomach, and con- 
tribute to ftopFluxes of all Kinds, 
The Syrup made of their Juice is 
gratefully cooling, and very pro- 
per to {weeten feveral Kinds of 
Drinks in Fevers, exc. ee 
Raifins of the Sun, Thefe are 


a dried Grape; they are deter- 


five and ‘cleanfing; ‘and are 
therefore ufeful ia all Foulneffes 


in the Lungs, occafioned by 

tough mucilaginous Phlegm ; they 

alfo cool, and relax the Bowels, | 
and promote the Difcharges by 

Urine. . 

Malaga-Raifins, Thefe are more 
balfamick than the Raifins of the 
Sun, and therefore more fuitable 
where the Conftitution is wafted, 
and ftands in Need of Repairs., 

Sebeftians, Thefe are in the 
Prefcriptions of fome foreign 
Marefchals, but they are feldom 
made Ufe of in this Kingdom to: 
Horfes. They are brought from 
Syria and &gypt, and reckoned 
cleanfing, and are made Ufe of 
in the fame Intentions as Figs. 

Sloes, Thefe are commended 
for their Roughnefs andAufterity, 
and are therefore ferviceable in _ 
all Foulnefles proceeding from 
an over-great Relaxation in the 
Bowels ; they fhould therefore be 
gathered before they are full ripe, 
The Way of ufing them is by 
making their Juice into a Syrup, | 
which may be made a very pro- 
per Liquid to mix with other 
aftringent Ingredients, but when- 
ever thefe rough Juices are given 
in any Form, there ought always 
to be other hot Ingredients along 
with them as Corre¢tives, : 

Tamarinds, Thefe are the Fruit 
of an Indian Palm-Tree ; they 
are gratefully cooling, and mo- 
derately relax the Bowels, 

Walnuts, Thefe have much the 
fame Virtues as the {weet Al- 
mands aboye defcribed.

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A* NISEED,Thefe are chiefly 


ufeful to comfort the Bow-- 


els, and.expel Wind, and are 
“often exhibited as Correétors in 
purging Medicines, 
Barley, It is very cleanfing, 
‘and at the fame Time foft and 
emollient, whereby it blunts the 
Acrimony and Sharpnefs of tick- 
ling Rheums; it is alfo cooling, 
and therefore proper for all hec- 
tive and broken-winded Horfes, 
when boiled in their Water with 
Liquorice: It 1s likewife com- 
fortable to the Bowels, and upon 
that Account it becomes fervice- 
able in all Cholick Diforders,

Seed, They are faid to purge vifcid 
and watery Humours, exc, 
Beans, Thefe make a confide- 
rable Part of a Horfe’s Food, and 
are the moft nourifhing Grain 
they eat: they agree beft with 
Horfes that are clean, and free 
from Humours, and have Exer- 
cife, for when it is otherwife, 
that. a Horfe is foul, a Diet of 
Oats is preferable, as thefe are 
More deterfive and cleanfing, 
but neither is proper without the 
neceflary Reftri@ions. The Bean- 
lower is very often ufed out- 
wardly in Cataplafs, and to 
good Purpofe, ABN i 
Carraways, Thefe haye the 
fame Virtues with the Aynifeeds.

Carrot, The Seed of the wild 
Carrot is ufed in the fame Inten- 
tions as the Annifeeds and Car- 
raways. 

Carthamus. See Baftard-Saffron. 

Citruls, Thefe are emollient and 
foftening, and take Place among 
the greater cold Seeds; they are 
good in all Diforders from fharp 
and cholerick Humours; they 
likewife abate the Heat and Actri- 
mony of the Urine. 

Coriander, Thefe are clafled 
with the Annifeeds, esc. and are 
ufed in the fame Intentions. 

Crefs-Seeds, Thefe are deterfive 
and cleanfing, and ufeful in all 
grofs and foul Habits. 

Cummin-Seeds, Thefe are alfo 
clafled with the Coriander, Annis, 
and other Carminative Seeds, 
and ufed in the fame Intentions. 

Cucumber, Thefe have the fame 
Virtues as the Citruls, and are 
ufed in the fame Intentions. 

Dill, They are clafled with the 
Annifeeds, Carraways, and other 
Carminatives. See Annifeeds. 

Fennel, Thefe come alfo undex 
the fame Rank. 

Fenigreek, Thefe are very much 
ufed to Horfes, and feem to 
agree bid well with their ro- 
buf Conftitutions; they abound 
with a mucilaginous Juice, where- 
by they foften and heal inward 
Sores, and are very ferviceablein 
all broken-winded confumptive 
Cafes; and, for that Purpofe, they 
have a Place in Markbam’s Balls, 
and many other Compofitions of 
the fame Nature. Outwardly 
they are not only much ufed, but 
very ferviceable in difcufling , 

| ripening, 
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Seeds. 
ripening, and digefting Tumors, 
and their Decodction is no lefs 
ufeful in emollient Clyfters. 
Grains of Paradife, See Carda- 
mums. 

Gromwell, Thefe are powerful 
Diureticks, and force very much 
by the urinary Paflages, and 
therefore are given with good 
Succefs in all Stoppages in thofe 
Parts. | 

Hemp-Seed, Thefe are by fome 
given to fatten Horfes; and 
Markham fays, they are hot, and 
drive away all Colds: But they 
are commonly claffed among the 
Coolers. a 

Linfeed, Thefe are foft and 
emollient, and greatly abound 
with a fine Mucilage, which 
blunts and fheathes the Afperity 
of the Juices; and though it do 
not always agree with fome par- 
ticular Conftitutions of Men and 
Women, yet it has always been 
found of the greateft Efficacy, 
with Refpe& to Horfes, in all 
Colds, and other Difeafes affea&- 
ing the Lungs, and other Parts: 
they are no lefs ferviceable in 
Cholicks, and Diforders of the 
Kidnies, and urinary Paflages. 
The Oil has the fame Effed ; 
they are alfo of the greateft Ser- 
Vice outwardly, in’emollient and 
ripening Cataplafms, ec, 

’ Muftard, This is of excellent 
Ufe in all Diforders arifing from 
too much Humidity ; it ftrength- 
ens the Stomach, deftroys thofe 
Vifcidities which occafion ner- 
vous Diforders, and which bring 
on the Vertigo and Staggers, and 
other Difeafes of the Head : It is 
alfo very ferviceable in Diforders 
of the Lungs, in Dropfies, and 
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Seeds. ‘ 
all Obftru€@tions in the urinary 
Paflages ; and,applied outwardly, 
removes aching Pains in the ner- 
vous and fenfible Parts, cc. 

Oats, Thefe are a moft excel- 
lent Part of a Horfe’s .Food, 
efpecially as as they are fome- 
what deterfiye and cleanfing; the 
older they are, the better for 
Nourifhment, if fo be they are 
not mufty; but, when they are 
not new, they are apt to caufe 
Surfeits, and other Diforders, 

Peafe, Thefe are much of the 
fame Nature with Beans, and, if 
they be old and dry, may fome- 
times be given, when Beans are 
not to be had, ' 

Rye, This is the moft cleanfing 
and deterfiye of al] the common 
Grains, and therefore is fome- 
times ufed with good Succefs to 
cleanfe and fcour fome grofs and 
foul-bodied Horfes ; but its chief 
Service is in fuppuratiye and dif- 
ceutient Charges, or Cataplafms, 

Seeds of Baftard-Sajfron, See 
Carthamus-Seeds. 

Wheat, Its Virtues are fuffici- 

ently known: the Bread of this 
Grain is a good nourifhing Diet 
for Horfes that are taught to eat 
it, and is of Service fometimes 
when upon Travel: the Flour 
is ufed to bind and knit together 
moft of the Horfe-Balls now in 
Ufe: It is alfo of Service out- 
wardly in Charges and Poultices, 
CIC. ' 
_ Worm-Seed, This is the Seed of 
a Wormwood, brought from the 
Levant; It is reckoned among 
the Stomachicks, but chiefly pre- 
{cribed againft Worms, in which 
Intention it is very {eryiceable. 
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LoES, This is fufficiently 
known, as it is the moft 
common and ordinary Drug ad- 
miniftred to Horfes as a Purge. 
It is the Juice of a Plant, of which 
there are two Kinds; the one 
called Szccotrine-Aloes, and the 
other, Hepatiek-Aloes, The firt 
is brought to us from Arabia and 
Egypt in Skins of a blackifh Co-. 
lour, but is of a fhining Afpe& 
when broken, and its Powder yel- 
lowifh, with little or no Smell, 
The other comes chiefly from 
Barbadoes in large Shells like 
Gourds : Its Colour, when broke, 
refembling that of a Liver, from 
whence it has its Name. It is of 
a rank offenfive Smell, and of a 
more rough Operation than the 
Succotrine-Aloes, and is therefore 
in moftCafes preferr’d to Horfes, 
‘but the other is much.the fafer, 
and may be made to work as ef- 
fectually, by enlarging the Dofe. 
They are both powerful Purgers 
of grofs and watery Humours; 
But, in Cafe of Worms, the He- 
patick-Aloes is fo effeCtual, that it 
{eldom or never fails to deftroy 
them, either given them as a 
Purge, or by Way of Clyfter: 
It is alfo fo hot and penetrating, 
that it is faid to fufe and thin the 
Blood, and therefore very proper 
to fome young robuft Horfes. 
Ammonicum, This is very 
Opening and attenuating, and is 
ufed with good Succefs in all Dif- 
orders of the Lungs, The pros 
_ pereft Form is to give it in Balls ; 
it is alfo a very good Ingredient 
in Plaifters; That is the beft 


which is of a yellowifh Colour,

Affa fetida, This is drawn by

is of a very rank ftinking Smell, 
but of great Service in all Difor-

Balfam Capivi, This isa very 
fovereign Balfam, in all Difor- 
ders of the Breaft, and in all Ul- 
cerations of the Kidnies and urt- 
nary Paflages. .

tions. 
Barbadoes-Tar, ‘This is a very 
good Balfamick, though of an 
unpleafant Tafte and Afpeét, but 
it is given to Horfes with very 
good Succefs inColds, and in moft 
Diforders of the Lungs. It is al- 
fo of Service in many outward 
Applications.

Benjamin, This is the refinous 
Gum of a Tree; that which is 
of the Colour of Frankincenfe, 
and of a fragrant Smell, is ac- 
counted the beft: It is a very 
good Balfamick, and of great Ser- 
vice in all broken-winded Cafes, 
It is alfo a very good Ingredient 
in Plaifters, which are intended 
to difcufs and ftrengthen, 
Burgundy-Pitch. See Pitch. . 
Camphire, This is a pellicid 
Gum, andis brought to us chiefly 
Winer |: ee ‘ from 
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from China, and the Ifland of in all inordinate Diforders of the. 


- Borneo in the Eaft Indies, it is 
a moft excellent Remedy in all 
Kinds of Fevers, and greatly 
promotes both the fenfible and 
 infenfible Tranfpiration, when 
moft other’Things fail. It may 
be given from a “Scruple to two

_ner of giving it fhall be fhewn

Dragon's -Blood, This is very 
anc in Ufe, by “Reafon of its 

agglutinating Quality, and is 
therefore often given in Fluxes 
and Hemorrhages, and, for the 
fame Reafon, it becomes a good 
Ingredient in ftrengthening ‘Plai- 
*fters, 

Euphorbium, This is of extra- 
ordinary Heat and Subtilty, and 
therefore obtains a Place among 
the Cauftick Medicines. Its Tinc- 
ture is often applied to Bones 
that are laid bare and foul, to 
haften an Exfoliation; but it is 
chiefly made Ufe of in Plaifters, 
and Ointments, 

Frankincenfe, This is alfo very 
much ufed, but chiefly in outward 
“Applications, as a Ripener, or 
Drawer; it being of a warm pe- 
netrating Mature, it is very ad- 
hefive and flicking, and therefore 
becomes a very good Ingredient 
in all Plaifters that are of the faid 
Intention. It is likewife a good 
Perfume, when burnt, to’ prevent 
Infection, or noifome Smells, 
Vide Olibanum. 

Galbanum, This is warm and 
emollient, | and of great Service

Gujacum, Thisis drawn ras 
the Gujacum W ood, and is indu’d 
with the fame Virtues, but in a 
much higher Degree, as the Vire 
tues of the Wood confift chiefly 
in its refinous Parts. It isa great 
Promoter of infenfible Perfpira- 
tion, and, upon that Account, 
comes in as a Sweetener of the 
Blood: It’s too coftly a Medicine 
for Horfes of {mall Value, but to 
thofe of a high Price, it may be 
complied with. to extraordinary 
good Purpofe in the Mange, Le- 
profy,Farcy, and in all Foulnefles 
of the Skin, and in many other 
Diftempers of a long ftanding,. 

Tfinglafs, This is the Jelly ‘ofa 
Fifh dried into the Confiftence 
of aGum: It is very glutinous, 
and binding, and is therefore of 
Service in all Weaknefles ; ; it is 
alfo of Ufe in all Defluxions and 
Hemorrhages, eve. 

Maflich, This comes to us in 
light Granule or Grains,which are 
hard and white ; itis accounted a 
very great Strengthener in all 
Weaknefles, and therefore is of- 


ten adminiftred in Fluxes and He- 


morrhages ; It is alfo of Service 
in broken-winded confumptive 
Caies, s, in Diforders of the Kid-

Meconium, This is the Extra& 
sznade from our own Poppies, 
which -has the fame Virtues as 
the Opium, though in a lower 
Degree.

Myrrh, This is fo ufeful and 
excellent a Drug, that there are 
but few Intentions wherein it is 
not of fome Account: It is warm 
- and. bitterifh, and is therefore 
oftentimes ferviceable in Difor- 
ders of the Stomach; it is no lefs 
ferviceable in moft inward Sick- 
nefles, and thofe Foulnefles which 
caufe Eruptions in the Skin, as 
the Farcy, Mange, exc. In Difor- 
ders of the Breaft and intermit- 
ting Fevers, it is of excellent Ufe, 
as alfo in thofe of the Reins and 
Bladder. ItsTindure, either alone, 
or with Aloes, is of the greateft 
Importance in all outward In- 
tentions; where the Bones or Si- 
news are foul, it enters into the 
Compofition of moft Plaifters, 

‘ Olibanum, This isa Gum not 
unlike Maftich, only, that it is

Common Pitch, This obtains 
chiefly among the Ripeners and 
Drawers, from its adhefive and .

Burgundy. Pitch, This is alfo of 
the fame Intention, ‘but as it 1s 
of a more compat and folid 
Body than the former, it is there- 
fore of Ufe fingly by itfelf in 
fome Intentions, and will fit, fo 
clofe, as to raife {mall Blifters 
upon the Skin, ) 

Rofin, This is indued with 
many of the fame Properties as 
the common Pitch: - But, as tt 
has. moft of the fame Virtues 
it is often 
given inwardly to Horfes, and 
proves effectual in opening Ob- 
{ftructions, and outwardly it en- 
ters in the Compofition of a 
great many Plaifters. 

Sagapen, This is brought to us 
chietly from Alexandria. It is of . 
a pungent Tafte, and acute Smell, 
and is faid to have moft of the 
Virtues of the Opoponax above- 

deferibed, 
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defcribed, and, as it is a mild Pur- 
ger to Horfes, it becomes a good 
opening and aperient Medicine. 

Sarcocol, ‘This is granulated 
fomewhat like Maftich, of a pun- 
gent, but fweetifh Tafte: It is 
warm and drying, but its chief 
Ufe is in Plaifters, 

Scammony, This is the infpiffate 
Juice of a Root, and is of great

Sorts, viz; the Storax Calamita, . 


and the Liquid Storax;. the for- 
mer of which is chiefly ufed, be- 
ing an excellent Balfamick and 
Pectoral: It is alfo of a moft 
fragrant and agreeable Scent, 
and very penetrating, which 
makes it no lefs efteemed in ma- 
hy nervous Diforders, efpecially 
thofe that chiefly affeét the Head. 
Jt is wonderful good in broken- 
winded confumptive Cafes, and 
in all inward Diforders, It is alfo 
of Ufe in divers Plaifters. 

Tacamahac, This is a refinous 
Gum, which. diftils from a tall 
Tree like the Poplar, and comes 
chiefly from New Spain, It is 
of a very offenfive rank Smell, 
which makes it but little ufed in- 
ternally, but when it is made up 
into Balls, it becomes of very 
good Service to Horfes, both in 
the Difeafes of Head and Breaft ; 
_ and, asit is very penetrating and 
_ fubtile, it is alfo ufeful in external 
Applications, to fuppurate or dif- 
folye Tumors, 
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Gums, Balfams, &c. 
Tragacanth, ox Dragant, The 
beft is white and light; it is 
fmooth, foft, and agglutinating, 
and therefore exceeding proper. 
in all pe&toral Diforders ; and in 


Rheums,Defluxions, and Hemor- 


rhages ; it diflolves in Water, and 
makes a very proper Cement for 
all fuch Horfe-Balls as are of the 
above-mentioned Intentions, © 
Turpentine, This.is produced 
from the Larch-Tree, which is 
of the Fir or Pine-Kind: that 
which comes tous is chiefly from 
Strasburg or Venice. It is of very 
extenfive Ufe in Phyfick, and ts 
defervedly accounted good in all 
outward Ulcers, and therefore 
makes a very proper Ingredient 
in all Medicines that are fuited to 

Yiforders in the Lungs, Liver, 
and Kidnies; but is in a more 
particular Manner adapted to the 
taft, as, by its-extraordinary de- 
terfive Quality, ic fcours and 
cleanfes the renal Paflages. It 
is no lefs ufeful in many external 
Applications, but efpecially in 
Wounds and Ulcers. _ Its Oil is 
deterfive and cleanfing, and an- 
fwers in the fame Intentions as 
the Turpentine, and outwardly, 
by its extraordinary Penetration, 
it proves fuccefsful in many old 
Griefs proceeding from Wounds 
or Bruifes, 

" Cyprus-Turpentine, This and the 
Chio-Turpentine are both from the 
Turpentine-Tree : thefe are fome- 
what more aftringent than thofe 
of the Larch and the Laf?, more 
fo, and harder than the firft ; 
for which Reafon they are often 
found ufeful in divers Weaknef- 
fes, but efpecially thofe of the 
Reins’and urinary Paflages. 


Of 
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su, This is but little ufed 
A in Phyfick, only that its 
Afhes are fometimes boiled in 
Fomentations, to put a Stop to 
Gangreness . 

Box-Wood, This is accounted 
a great Drier, and is ufed in the 
fame Intentions as the Guwjacum, 
which fee, 

Cinnamon, This is of a very 
Aromatick Flavour and Tafte, 
and is fomewhat rongh upon the 
Palate. It is wonderfully grate- 
ful to the Stomach, which it helps 
to ftrengthen mightily, as alfo 
the Bowels, and it is no lefs fer- 
viceable in all Rheums and De- 
fluxions, and in all Loofenefles. 

Gujacum, or Lignum Vita, It 
comes from the Weft Indies ; that 
which is heavieft is moft in Aw 
count. It is very hot and dry- 
ing, and a great Promoter of in- 
fenfible Perfpiration, wherefore 
it becomes a great Sweetener of 
the Blood, and ferviceable in all 
Blotches, and Deformities of the 
Skin, as the Mange, Farcy, eve. 
It is alfo of Service in Dropfies; 
and in all Cafes where there is 
too much Humidity and Moifture. 
The Bark js ufeful in all the fame 
Intentions as the Wood. 

Sefuits Bark, Vide Peruvian 
Bark, ; ; 
. Suniper, This has much the 
fame Virtues with Fir and other 
Evergreens; only it is fomewhat 
more warm ; it abounds with a: 
Gum, which-makes it deterfive 
and cleanfing, and of fome Ufe 
in outward Ulcers and W eaknel-

Lemon-Peel, This is of an agree- 
able bitter aromatick Tafte, and 
moderate Warmth, whereby it 
becomes exceeding grateful to. 
the Stomach in all bitter Infu- - 
fions, or when its Powder is 
made up with other Ingredients 
into a Stomachick Arman, 

The Barks of Oranges and Ci- 
trons have the fame Effect. : 

Mace, «1t comes off from the 
Nutmeg, and is a Sort of outer 
Rind and Cover to it, and is alfo 
endowed with the fame Virtues, 
Its expreffed Oil is fomewhat 
more penetrating than that of 
Nutmegs. ‘i 

Oak-Bark, This is very aftrine 
gent, and its Deco¢tion fo rough, 
that it proves very effectual in 
{topping Fluxes and Hemor- 
rhages : Its Streams are alfo ufe- 
ful in the Re-union of Wounds, 
and in drying of Ulcers: And, 
when given in Powder, itis 
faid to be of Ufe in the Cure 
of Agues, and intermitting Fe- 
vers. 

Peruvian Bark, or Sefuits Bark, 
This has not hitherto obtained 
very much in Praéice among 
Horfes, except by fome Country 
Phyficians, who have given it to 
their own, with good Succefs, in 
intermitting Sicknefles, and when 
there has been a continual Pro- 
penfity to Sweat. There are but 
few, who are not in fome Mea- 
fure acquainted with its Virtues 
in Agues, and in moft Diftempers 
accompanied with a Weaknefs 
and Relaxation of Body. How

are neceflary in thefe Refped&s, 
may be feen in the laft Commen- 
tary on Sanctorius’s Aphorifms, 
lately quoted by Dr. Quincy in 
his Difpenfatory, where its me- 
chanical Operation on the ani- 
mal Body is accounted for.

Cantharides, or Spanifh Flies ; 
Thefe abound with a fubtile cau- 
ftick Sale, whereby they foon 
raife the Skin into a Blifter: they ° 
are therefore in Ufe in cauftick 
Ointments, to drain off thin fe- 
rous Humours; and to diflolve 
hard Excrefcences in the Nerves 
and finewy Parts, which they 
chiefly perform, by burning and 
ftimulating the Parts to which 
they are apply’d: they are alfo 
of great Efficacy inwardly to

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{cour the urinary Paflages from 
Slough and flimy Matter; but 
they are not very fafely given 
to Horfes in thefe Intentions, as 
they are apt to caufe an into- 
~ lerable Strangury, unlefs they be 
well guarded by foftening and 
oily Remedies. 

Caftor, This is the Subftance 
of a Kernel, which grows in 
the Hind- Parts of the Beaver, 
and is therefore, by a common 
Miftake, thought to be the Bea- 
ver’s Stones; fome of it comes 
to us from New England, and 

- fome from Ruffa ; but the latter 

is much the beft, the other being 
generally look’d upon as adulte- 
rate and fattitious: the Rufia- 
Caftor is inclofed in round hard 
Cods, whereas the other is in 
Cods that are long and crumpled: 
the beft is of a reddifh Colour, 
and a volatile pungent Scent; it 
revives the Head, and is of great 
Ufe in all Diforders of the 
Nerves, and muft, no doubt, be. 
of great Service in the Staggers, 
only, that its Price will make it 
feldom complied with, otherwife 
than as an Auxiliary to Medicines 
of the fame Intention. 

Cows-Dung, This is very pro- 

‘per in Cataplafms, to remove 
hot, inflam’d, and hard Swel- 
lings, by rarefying the inclofed 
Humours, and helping them to 
tranfpire through the Pores: It 
is, therefore, often applied, with 
good Succefs, to ftiff, goutyLegs, 
and likewife to the Soles for 
foundering,wherein it oftentimes 
fucceeds, efpecially if it be mix'd 
with Brandy and Oil, to prevent 
its hardening upon the Parts: It

and Soles growing too hard; 
But Solley/fell takes Notice of this 
as a vulgar Error, and what he 
has obferved, for the moft Part, 
to have a quite contrary Effea,

unlikely, for, altho’ its Heat and 
Penetration may render itfervice- 
able in difcufling Obftrutions in 
thofe Parts, proceeding from any 
common Caufe: yet, bythe fame 
Qualities, it may become hurtful, 
and have the fame ill Effect (after 
a long continued Ufe) which Sol- 
ley/ell has obferved. 

Cows-Pifs, This is feldom, or 
never, given inwardly to Horfes, 
but is fometimes apply’d out- 
wardly to ftiff and tir’d Legs; 
in which Cafe it does Service, as 
it is penetrating, It alfo pro- 
motes Dung plentifully, when 
given by Way of Clyfter, 

Crabs-Claws, Thefe are account- 
ed great Abforbents, and for that 
Reafon are often exhibited to 
{weeten the Blood: they are allo 
very ferviceable in fweetening 
the Juices of the Stomach and 
Guts, and, by thatMeans, become 
ufeful in all Cafes where the Ap- 
petite is depraved; and, as they 
are abforbent and drying,they be- 
come of Service in Loofeneffes, .. 

Crabs-Eyes, Thefe have the 
fame Virtue with the Claws, * 
only, that they are accounted - 
fomewhat more efficacious. , 

Cuttle-Bone, This is the Bone of 
a Salt-W ater-Fifh,when levigated 
and prepared on a Marble: It 
may,no doubt, have the fameVir- 
tues as the preceding ; but it is

Space given it to its Rarefa@ion, 
fo as to return back again into 
Circulation, or turn to Putrefac- 
tion, and thereby become fitted 
for a Difcharge, and all thefé 
Things are judged to be more 
or lefs powerful, according to 
their feveral Degrees of Confift- 
ency; and as they are more or 
lefs penetrating, there being 
fome, as the Viper’s Fat, which 
abound more than others with 
volatile Parts, 

Dog’s Turd, or Albuin Gracum, 
This is accounted good in Cata- 
plafms, outwardly to abate Swel- 
ings and Inflammations, efpeci- 
ally in the Vives; or other Dif- 
orders about the Throat. The 
Fat or Greafe of a Dog differs 
not much from that of a Horfe. 

Eggs, The Ufes of thefe in Food 
are fufficiently known: their 
Yolks are fometimes given to 
help a Horfe's Wind, which they 
may do, as they are both emol- 
_Jient, and cleanfing; but they 
very much difagree with fome 
Horfes, and altogether take a- 
way their Appetite: the Yolks 
mixed with Turpentine make a 
very good Ingredient, to foften 
and abate the Sharpnefs of the 
Turpentine, which, when uféd 
by itfelf' as a Digeftive, it draws 
fo powerfully, as to hinder the 
Re-union of Wounds, or Ulcers,

all which is prevented by the 
above-mentioned Virtues of the © 
Eggs: the Whites are of no lefs _ 
Service in outward Applications; 
for by their Tenacity they bind 
and dftringe, and are therefore 
proper to keep down a Swelling, 
and prevent a too great Relaxa- 
tion of the Parts after a Wound 
or Bruife: they are alfo of Ser- 
vice to the Eyes, when beat into 
a Fome with Alum, and heip 
greatly to abate Heat and In- 
flammation, ere. | 

Fat of a Goofe, or Tecate 
This is foftening and emollient, 
and therefore in Ufe to ripen or 
difcufs. See Bear’s Greafe, 

Frogs, Thefe are feldom in any 
medicinal Compofition, except 
the Frog-Plaifter : their Spawn 
is accounted a greatCooler, and, 
by fome, a Strengthener. 

Hart’s Horn, The Shavings are 
efteemed ‘very ftrengthening ; 
and its Jelly is, no doubt, extra- 
ordinary proper to knit and bind 
all Sorts of Horfe-Balls, that are 
exhibited in broken-winded con- 
{umptive Cafes ; and in all Cafes 
where ftrengthening and binding 
is neceflary, The calcir’d, of 
burnt Hart’s Horn, is alfo very 
ufeful in all Loofenefles proceed- 
ing from a Sharpnefs and Acri- | 
mony of the Juices, and in many 
other medicinal Intentions. 

Herrings, Thefe are only ufed 
when pickled, in fome outward 
Intentions, viz. to make a Re- 
yulffon by drawing. They are . 
alfo applied to hot and inflamed 
Tumors, and to invenomed Bites 
and Wounds: But the medicinal 
Virtues of this, and the Rind of 
Bacon, and feveral other Things 
of that Kind, is chiefly owing Ki 

the 
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the Salt. And thefe are only proper 
Bodies to incorporate it with, 
Honey, Every one knows more 
or lef{s of the Efficacies of Honey : 
that is accounted the beft, which 
is clear and tranfparent : But for 
Horfes, it is certainly not the 
worfe, if it is not altogether pur- 
ged from the Wax ; it being then 
more deterfive and cleanfing,and 
therefore of more Service in Dif- 
orders of the Lungs, and in all in- 
ward Ulcerations. Honey is of no 
lefs Account outwardly, in deter- 
ding and cleanfing all W ounds and 
Ulcers, wherein it is both fafe and 
efficacious ; and very proper to 
give a fit Body and Confiftency 
-to other Ingredients, exc, 
Hog-Lice oy, as {ome call them, 
| Wood-Lice,, They are very deterfive 
and cleanfing, which Quality is 
faid to proceed from a nitrous 
Salt, which they derive from 
what they live on: they open 
all Manner of Obftru€tions, and 
even thofe of the minuteft Paf- 
fages; for which Reafon they be- 
come very ferviceable, not only 
in Diforders of the Reins and 
Kidnies, but alfo in thofe of the 
Liver, as the Yellows and Jaun- 
dice; and likewife in Affections 
of the Nerves: they being of 
fingular Efficacy in the Vertigo, 
and Staggers, Epilepfis and Pal- 
fies, exc, they are no lefs fervice- 
able in many Diforders of the 
Eyes, and are often obferved to 
prevent Blindnefs, when there is 
any Symptom of an approaching 
Gutta ferena: the fimpleft Pre- 
parations of thefe Infects are the 
moft eligible and efficacious, fo 
that there needs no other than 
ftamping them in a Mortar, and 
making them into Balls, with 
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Flour, and the other Ingredients 
that are proper in the fame In- 
tentions; but the Reader may 
confult Part IIT. 

Hogs-Dung, This abounds with 
a pungent, nitrous Salt, as the 
Infeéts above defcribed; and is 
therefore accounted very deters 
five and cleanfing, and is ufed in 
the fame Intentions; but is not 
of fuch remarkable Efficacy. 

Ivory, The Shavings are ufed 
in all the fame Intentions as the 
Shavings of Harts-horn, and often 
enter in Compofition with them. 
See Harts-Horn. 

Lard, or Hogs-Lard, This is 
indued with the fame Virtues as 


_ the Boars-Greafe above taken 


Notice of, and is chiefly made 
Ufe of in all Ointments and 
Plaifters, inftead of Oil. 

Lungs of a Fox, Thefe have 
been thought to be of Ufe in Dif- 
orders of the Lungs, and have, 
very probably, been introduced 
into Phyfick, as Dr. Quimcy ob- 
ferves, ‘‘ From no better Grounds 
«‘ than the imaginary Efficacy 
‘¢ fimilar Parts have over each 
“<* other: So, becaufe a Fox is a 
Creature, which can run a 
great Way, and long together, 
therefore his Lungs muft be 
good, to mend thofe which 
are hardly able to refpire,”, 
They are feldom us’d now, but 
by Nurfes; nor are they often 
given to Horfes, altho’ we find 
them enough recommended for 
the above-mentioned Purpofes, 
in fome old Farriers Books. 

Milk, All Kinds of Milks are 
accounted Reftoratives, but they 
are feldom given to Horfes on 
that Account, tho’ I do not. fee, 
why they may not be as fafely 
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and profitably comply’d with, as 
Broths and Eggs; thefe being fel- 
dom found to agree with Horfes, 
whereas, Milk is their firft Food 
and Nourifhment, and may 
therefore be of Service. in their 
weak and decay’d Eftate, efpeci- 
ally when fuch Things go along 
with it, as are proper to prevent 
its cruddling in the Stomach, eve. 
But whatfoever Service Milk may 
be of in inward Intentions, it is 
often ufed outwardly to good 
Purpofe in Poultices and Cata- 
plafms; and, as itis foft and e- 
mollient, it fometimes abates 
Heat and Inflammation; and 
fometimes proves very affiftful 
in ripening Tumors and Abfcef- 
fes, ere. 
Millepedes., See Hog-Lice. 
Mules- Fat, This is but little 
different from that of a Horfe or 
Dog, and is therefore intitled to 
all the fame Virtues. 
Mutton-Suet, This is thought 
to be fomewhat lefs penetrating 
than Deers Suet, but in other 
Refpedts differs no more from it 
than Venifon, in the common 
Efteem, does from Matton. Its 
chief Ufe is in Plaifters, and o- 
ther Forms, for external Appli- 
cations, | 
Oifter-fhells, The white Infide, 
or, what fome call Mother of 
Pearl, is faid to have all the me- 
dicinal Virtues of the Pear irfelf, 
and: may therefore be {craped 
off, and calcin’d, and afterwards 
prepared as fuch It is reckoned 
cordial, and therefore good in 
all Fevers, efpecially where there 
is an Acidity and Sharpnefs in 
the firft Paflages, 
The fame Virtues intitle them 
toa Place among theAbforbents,

being very ferviceable in all Di- 
feafes proceeding from too much 
Moifture and Humidity : they 
may alfo be ufed inftead of Pearl, 
in Ointments or Powders, to 
dry up Rheums and Defluxions 
in the Eyes : And in the like In-. 
tentions, in other outward Appli- 
cations. , 
Ox-Suet, This is intitled to the 
fame Virtues as the Mutton-Suet, 
only, that it is thought to be. 
fomewhat more penetrating, as 
itis not altogether fo hard and 
compa, 3 
Parmafity, or Sperma Ceti, This 
is an Oil, which comes from the 
Head of a certain Kind of Whale, 
which, being firft boil’d, and af- 
terwards fet into a cold Place, 
by fome peculiar Management, 
fhoots into Fleaks, like a Chry- 
ftaliz’d Salt: that is accounted 
the beft, which is the whiteft, 
and has the leaft Ranknefs of 
Smell, It is a moft admirable 
Remedy in many inward Difor- 
ders, efpecially thofe of the 
Lungs, Ureters, and Bladder ; 
and by its emollient foftening, 
and at the fame Time, deterfive 
Quality, it not only cleanfes, but 
alfo defends thofe Paflages from 
Acrimony atid Sharpnefs of the 
vitiated Juices : In fhort, ‘there 
is not a better Remedy in all in- 
ward Wounds, Bruifes, and Ul- 
cerations, or to dry up any fu. 
perfluous Moifture proceeding 
from the Glands, ¢c. 
Peacocks-Dung, This abounds 
with fharp, penetrating, nitrous — 
Salts, as the Dung of all other 
Birds ; and is accounted good in 
all Diforders of the Head, and 
may therefore be given in the 
Palfy; Staggers, or Lethargy. 
The 
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‘The fmall Knowledge, Farriers 
have had in thofe Things, has 
made them, from a prevailing 
Opinion, account Goofe-Dung, 
Hens-Dung, and the Dung of 
feveral other Fowls, poifonable 
to Horfes ; and we find, in moft 
of their Books, Remedies to pre- 
vent the Accidents proceeding 
from their fwallowing any fuch 
Dung. But that, which has led 
them into thofe Miftakes, is the 
-Diforders, that happen to fome 
Horfes, who are turned out to 
feed on bare Commons, where 
_thére are great Numbers of Geefe, 
and where they are injured, not 
from what they eat, but by being 
ftarved; for many of them are 
fo nice and delicate in theirTafte 
and Smell, as not to eat what 
would keep a Sheep alive on fuch 
Paftures, but roam from Place to 


Place, to pick up what is free 


from the Scent: And I am of 
‘Opinion, there are but few, who 
have the leaft Acquaintance with 
Horfes, but muft at the fame 
‘Time kiow; that no Horfe will 
eat fo much of thofe Things, as 
to hurt himfelf with them ; we 
do not, however, recommend 
the Dung of any Fowl to be of 
fo much Efficacy, as fome have 
imagined. 

Pidgeons-Dung, This has much 
the fame Virtues as the former, 
but it is thought to be more hot; 
and penetrating; and is, there- 
fore, chiefly us’d in Cataplafms. 
to ripen, and difculs Tumors, 
See Cows-Dung, 

Puppies or Whelps, Thefe are, 
by fome Farriers, cut open, and 
apply’d hot to Parts that are 
ftrain’d, or bruis’d, and their Oil, 
whichis made with Earth-worms, 
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and other Ingredients, is, by 
fome, accounted very emolliesc 
ahd foftening. 

Sheep’s Suet. See Mutton-Suet. | 

Spanifh Flies. See Cantharides. 

Stone-Horfe-Dung , This is ac- 
counted good in all fudden Difor-_ 
ders of the Breaft, that are ac- 
company’d with Inflammations; _ 
in which Intentions it is often- . 
times very ferviceable to human 
Bodies; but how far it may be 
fo to Horfes, we fhall not deter- 
mine, until we have had an Op- 
portunity to try it: We are, 
however, of Opinion; it has fully 
as good a Right to be ufed in- | 
Wardly to Horfes, as human Pifs 
to Meri and Women. 

Toad, There have been feveral 
medicinal Virtues. afcribed to 
Toads, but they are now, in a 
great Meaftire, laid afide, nor 
have they ever been much ufed 
to Horfes in any Intention; on- 
ly, that we find them in a Com- 
pofition of De Grey, towards the 
latte¢ End of his Book; where 
they are joined with many other 
Things as loathfome as them- 
felves. He fays, that Secret was 
communicated to him by an emi- 
nent Surgeon; but any one, who 
perufes that. Prefcription, may | 
eafily guefs how the poor Mah 
has been impos’d on; for, we 
are of Opinion, no one. ever 
made it but himfelf. 

Viper, This is the fame with — 
our common Adders, which, in 
the Summer, are plentiful enough 


in dry Commons, and are to be 


mét with in moft Countries ; but 
the largeft, we have, are in Kent, 
Surrey, and Effex: they have 
Tufhes exceeding fharp, and will 
pierce the Iron itfelf; fo that 
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their Bite becomes fuddenly mor- 
tal, efpecially when they touch 
the nervous, and fenfible Parts. 
Under their Tongue there is a 
little Cyit, or Bagy where the 
Poifon is depofited, which drops 
forth as often as they are en- 
raged : this is thought to abound 
with very corrofive and volatile 
Salts, which render it fo deadly ; 
but when the Head is cut off the 
Body of the Viper, it becomes 
an admirable Medicine, being 
one of the moft efficacious in 
the World againft all invenom’d > 
Bites, and other Poifons, and in 
all malignant and peftilential Fe- 
vers; in all Obftrudtions of the 
Glands, and Foulneffes of the 
Skin, in inward Ulcers and Im- 

ofthumations, and, in fine, in 
all the Waftes and Decays of Na- 
ture; but their Scarcity in this 
Country makes them become fo 
very chargeable, that they can 
hardly at all be comply’d with, 
in the Difeafes of Horfes, yet, 
there may be enough of their 
Fat procur’d for the Cure of ve- 
nomous Bites, wherein it is.in- 
fallible, if us’d immediately : It 
has the Preference of all other 
Fats whatfoever ; and if it could 
be had in fufficient Plenty, as it 
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is the moft volatile and pene- 
trating, might be of the greateft 
Service imaginable in many o- 
ther outward Applications. 

Urine or Chamberlee, It abounds 
with volatile Salts, which makes 
it very penetrating, and, when 
boiled to the Confiftence of Ho- 
ney, it becomes ferviceable in» 
moft aching Pains in the Mufcles, 
and nervous Parts. | 

Urine of a Cow, See Cows-Pifs. 

Wax, Every one knows how 
this is produc’d ; it is chiefly us‘d 
in external Applications, and 
takes Place in divers Plaifters, 
not only, as it is a good Ripener 
and Drawer, but alfo, as it is fit 
to give them a good Body and 
Confiftency : the white is only 
bleach’d, and made fo by Art; 
by which Means it is rendered 
more mild in its Operation than 
the yellow. pina we 

Worms, The Earth-Worms are 
only made Ufe of : they abound 
With nitrous and earthy Parts i 
and are therefore ferviceable in 
all Diforders of the Lungs; and 
the Oil, which is made of them, — 
is of fome Service in neryous

and Dr. Quincy fays, he had it 


from a yery worthy Perfon, that 


he had cur’d a great many poor 
People in the Country of Agues 
with a large Nutmeg, and its 


equal Weight of Alum powder’d, 
and divided into three Dofes, 


giving one, every Morning, faft- 


P ing, and that it never fail’d ; but 


he obferves, that, upon fome 


- Trials he has made of it himfelf, 
he has been difappointed, tho’ it 


has anfwer’d in many Inftances, 
When it was given to {trong ro- 
buft Conftitutions, The Reafon 
this proves effectual in fuch Dif 
tempers is, becaufe of its Rough- 


' nefs; for, by that Means, it not 


only conftringes the Glands, but 


draws up the Solids, when they 


are too much relax’d to their due 


It may, 


matick Ingredients, prove a very 
good Medicine to Horfes, when 
they are troubled with Loofé- , 
nefles, when their Stomachs and 
Bowels are much relax’d, or, in 
thofe Weaknefles, which render 
them feeble, and inclinable to 
Sweat. 

Amber, This is a bituminous 
Juice, or Refin of the Earth,which . 
at firft, has plainly been in a 
State of Fluidity, by the Straws, 
Flies, Motes, and other foreign 


Bodies, that we often fee inclos’d 


in it. It is found chiefly in the 
Perfian Gulph, the Italzaz Shore, 
and the Currents near the Baltick 
Sea: that whichis the whiteft, 
and the moft tranfparent, is ac- 
counted the beft for medicinal 
Purpofes ; tho’ in fome Ufes, the 
yellow and the black are account- 
ed nothing inferior to it. It is ac- 
counted a good Balfamick and 
Aftringent, us’d in Subftance; 
but its Chymical Preparations are 
the moft efficacious. See the Pre- 
parations of Amber, Part Il. 

Arfenick, This is a ponderous 
Mineral, loaded with corrofive 
Salts: there are three Sorts, the 
yellow, call’d Orpiment ; the red, 
Sandarach ; and the white, which 
fome call Ratsbane ; it is made, 
by mixing the red with equal 
Parts of equal Salt, and fubliming 
them together: It is no Way 
us’d, but in outward Applicati- 
ons, as a Cauttick, to deftroy Ex- 
crefcences, €7¢,, 
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Borax, This is, by fome, 
thought.to be“a mtineral Produc- 
tion of Nature; and by others, 
to be made of Nitre and Sal Ar- 
snoniac. It has fomewhat of the 
Virtues of the Sal _Armoniac, aid 
is good in Rheums and Inflam- 
mations in the Eyes, when dif- 


_ foly’d in Water; and likewife to 


abate Heat in the Mouth, and dry 
up fuperfluous Moifture in any 
Part of the Body. 

Copperas, See Vitriol. 

Nitré, or Salt-petre, ‘This is ex- 
tracted out of the Earth; it is alfo 
found in Clefts and Caverns un- 
der Ground, and in Vaults be- 
tween the Joinings of the Bricks 
or Stones. It is brought to us 
chiefly'from the Eafé Indies. \ It 
is faid to be comipos'd of near an 
equal Quantity of fixed, and vo- 
latile, nitrous, aerial Salts, which 
makes it very cooling and din- 
retick, See the Preparations of 
Nitre. aaa 

Orpiment. See Arfenich, 

Petroleum, This is common! 
known by the Name of Oil of 
Petre. It isa Mineral diftill’d by 
a fubterraneous Heat, in feveral 
Mountains of Italy and Naples, 
from’ whence it drains down, and 
Ves upon the*Surface of Lakes 
and Fountains. ° i 

It is accounted very penetra. 
ting, and therefore pas been 
much us’d in ourward Applicati- 
ons, to remove violeht and ex- 
ceflive Pains, and hard Swellings 
in the Joints, and nervous Parts’; 
and, in thefe Intenttons, it is alfo 
very frequenily us’d to Horfes. 

Sal Arvzoniac, This is found 
in very hot Countries, when the 
Earth has imbib’d the Urine of 
Animals ; but very little of that 
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comes to us. What we find in the | 
Shops is chiefly fictitious, being 
made of Urine, Sea- Salt, and 
Wood-Soot: this works both by — 
Sweat and Urine, and is alfo- 
very excellent in many outward 
Applications; but its chymical 
Preparations are moft in Ufe, 

Common Salt, Of this there are 
three Sorts; Salt-Gem, ‘which is 
clear and tranfparent, like pre-— 
cious Stones. It comes from the 
North-EaftCountries, where there 
are great Rocks of it: the Sea- 
Salt, which is in all Parts of the 
World ; and the Fountain-Sale, 
which is made of Salt-Fountainss — 
they have all much the fame Vir- | 
tues, but are little us’d, except 
in Clyfters, and in fome outward 
Applications, until they have un- 


dergone fome Changes, by the © 


Chymift’s Art, and then they are 
chiefly of Service in other chy- 
mical Preparations. What is fold, — 
for Epfom-Salts, is only made of © 
the common Sea-Salt. is 
 Salt-petre. See Nitre.. r 
Vitriol, Of this there are fix 
Sorts, the Hungarian, Dantzick, 
Roman, Englifh, German, and 
White Vitriol : the Hungarian 
and Dawtzick are green, but of 
a deeper Colour than the Englifh 
Copperas; the Roman is’ blue ; 
thefe are all fomewhat alike in 
their Virtues, and only differ in 
Degree, and are moft of them 
made Ufe of in Chymiftry, but 
the White and the Roman chiefly: 
thefe are alfo us’d in Powder, or 
Solution, for Rheums and In- 
flammations in the Eyes, drying 
up watery Ouzings and Tranfu- 
dations through the Skin : the 
Roman is often us’d to ftop He- 
morrhages of Blood, and: to de- 
can ah eee {troy 
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ftroy fuperfluous Flefh, and in 
other Intentions; the white is 
faid to kill Worms in Horfes, 
and, by fome, has been given to 
promote a good Appetite, which 
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it may do, (if given with Dif- 
cretion) by contraéting the Fibres 
of the Scomach, when they hap- 
pen to be at any time over-much - 
relaxed, 


Of METALS, 


NTIMONY, This is fo well 

known by all, who have had 
any greatConcern among Horfes, 
that we need not fpend much 
Time in defcribing it. It is a 
metalline Subftance, made up, 
and compaéted together, like 
Jong fhining Needles: Its mee 
talline Parts approach fomewhat 
to the Nature of Lead, but its 
medicinal: Virtues arife from its 
fulphurous Parts: to human Bo- 
dies it is frequently prefcrib’d by 
the ableft and beft Phyficians, in 
Decoétion, with the Woods and 
Barks, and is of great Service in 
all {corbutical Cafes: to Horfes 
it is commonly given in Subftance 
for the Cure of the Farcy, which 
has fome Affinity with the Scur- 
vy; It is alfo adminiftered in 
many other chronical Diftempers, 
_ but particularly to a Horfe, when 
he is foul, and full of grofs Hu- 
mours. It is an excellent Me- 
dicine in all fuch Intentions, as 
_ it opens Obftructions in the fmal. 
jeft Veffels, and promotes the 
natural Tranfpiration through the 
Pores of the Skin; but it has 
- been obfery’d in the human Bo- 
dy, thatit is apt to change with 
the Humouts, when given in Sub- 
flance, and continu’d any con- 
fiderable time, and then it caufes 
Vomiting ; for, by this Means, 
the moft active Parts of the An- 


timony, which are involv’d in 
Parts more grofs, are fet at Li- 
berty by fome proper Menfiruum 
in the firft Paflages: fo that thofe 
Particles ftimulate the Fibres of 
the Stomach, in fuch a Manner, 
as to raife Convulfions in ir : but 
it has a fomewhat different Effect 
on Horfes ; for, when it is given 
in large Dofes, and repeated 
often, it often caufes Scouring, 
whereby I have known fome de- 
licate, tender Horfes weaken’d, — 
and have not recover’d, until 
the Ufe of the Antimony has 
been laid afide; bur I have, at 
the fame time, obferv’d the fame 
Quantity given to others, with- 
out any fuch Effect. See the Pre- 
parations of Antimony, Part II. 
Cinabar, Of this there are two 
Sorts, the native, and factitious ; 
the true Cizabar is very heavy, 
and of a beautiful red Colour, 
having a great deal of Sulphur 
and Quickfilver in its Compofi- 
tion, which renders it one of 
the moft efficacious Remedies 
in the World, and is of the 
greateft Importance in moft Di- 
feafes of the Head, as the Ver- 
tigo, and Staggers, the Falling- 
Evil, exe. and, as a late Author 
very well obferves; <‘* It con- 
“© duces in fuch Intentions, as, 
‘¢ by its Subtilty and Solidity, tt 
«* is enabled to pafs through the 
D4 ¢ minuteft 
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* minuteft Paflages, and by its 
“< Momentum to break thro’ the 
€¢ little Obftruations, which in 
«© the Fibres, and nervous Me- 
** anders, are the Occafion of 
s¢ fuch Diforders.”” Itis, for the 
fame Reafons alfo, of the great-

-eft Efficacy, in opening all Ob- 


ftructions in the Capillaries and 
{mallet Veffels in any other Part 
whatfoever, in fcouring and 
cleanfing the Glands, and open- 
ing the Pores of the Skin, by pro- 
motingTran{piration; wherefore, 
it becomes of admirableUfe in the 
Mange, Farcy, and al] other Foul- 
neflesinfecting the outwardParts: 
the beft comes from Hungary, 
and from feveral Parts of Ger- 
many, where it is fo plentiful, 
that it is faid, the Peafants know 
how to extraé& the Quickfilver 
from it: the faGitious Cinabar 
is made of Sulphur and Quick- 
filver, and is that we commonly 
meet with in the Shops: It is 


not fo bright and beautiful as the 


other, neither is it fo mild in its 
Operation, but is very fuccefs- 
fully made Ufe of in all the fame 
Intentions. 

' Iron, This is feldom made Ufe 
of to Horfes in Subftance; but, 
fome of its Preparations, as the 
aftringent ‘Crocus of Iron, is 


given, with other Ingredients, to

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ftrengthen, in Cafe of Debilicy 
and Weaknefles, and to dry up | 
Loofenefles and Hemorrhagess 
and the Smiths Forge-Water, 
wherein their hot Irons have 
been quench’d, is alfo ferviceable 
in the fame Intentions ; but efpe- 
cially, when it is adminifter’d by 
Way of Clyfter. 

Lead,This is cold, and drying, 
but is of no inward Ufe, otherwife 
than when it is prepar’d. See the 
Preparation of Lead in the fol- 
lowing Part. 

Native Cinabar. See Cinabar. 

Quick{ilver, This is a fluid Mi- 
neral, Which runs in certainV eins 
of the Earth: Its Operation is 
very eflicacious, not only upon 
Account of its Weight, but alfo, 
its Subtilty, and Aptitude to Mo- 
tion, whereby it eafily infinuates 
itfelf into the fimalleft Paflages, 
and forces through their Obftruc- 
tions, and, by thefe Means, be- 
comes of great Service in many 
obftinate chronical Diftempers : 
It is feldom, or never, given in 
Subftance. See the Preparations 
of Mercury. 

Silver, It is never made Ufe of 
unprepar’d, See the Preparations 
of Silver.

Afhes of Green Twys, They 
are all very much of the fame 
Efficacy, as their Virtues are 
chiefly deriv’d from the Fire, and 
are accounted ufeful in Difeafes 
of the Spleen, Liver, and Kid- 
nies, and in dropfical Indifpo- 
fitions ; and are, for that Pur- 
pofe, often infus’d in Ale, with 
other Ingredients: Outwardly, 
they are of no lefs Service in 
Fomentations, to prevent Gan- 
grenes and Mortifications, cc. 

Broth, That which is made of 
Tripe is, by Reafon of its Soft- 
nefs, accounted very good in all 
Cholick Diforders, and is pre- 
{crib’d by Solley/ell in thefe In- 
tentions. The Broths made of 
the other Parts of Animals, in 
many Refpetts, are not fo foft 
and flippery, but yet come very 
near the former in their Efficacy. 
Some Farriers commend their 
Ufe in Fevers, and other Diftem- 
pers, that hinder a Horfe from 
feeding; but the above-menti- 
onedAuthor alrogether condemns 
ss ot them 
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Drugs. me 
them from frequent Experience ; 
and, in this Refpe@, he is cer- 
tainly very much in the Right, 
as they are. different from the 
‘natural Food of Horfes; and will 
therefore create fuch Diforders, 
as cannot be eafily be remedy’d: 
the chief Ufe of Broths is pro- 
perly.in Clyfiers, when a Horfe 
1s coftive ; for, by their Softnefs 
and Fat, they loofen their Vifci- 
dities, which caufe the Dung to 
ftick too faft to the Guts, and 


may be often had in Readinefs, 


when other proper Ingredients 
are not at Hand: the lefs Sale 
there is in them, the more mild 
is their Operation; but, when 
the Guts are very full, and re- 
guire a ftrong Stimulus, the Salt 
may then be of Service, efpe- 
cially when the harder Excre- 
ments are firft brought away by 
Raking, 

Flax, or Fine Hurds, Thefe 
are only ufed in Pledgits, Fents, 
and Doffils, to convey proper 
Remedies to Wounds or Ulcers, 
and to fill up all vacant Interftices 
and Spaces, which may any Ways 
hinder the Re-union of the di- 
vided Parts, by caufing a too 
great Afflux of Matter towards 
them. The Hurds, or Dreflings 
of the Flax, when cleanfed from 
the Skins, are preferable to the 
Flax itfelf, as it is more conve- 
niently made into fuch Forms, 
as are neceflary in the above- 
mention’d Intentions; all which 
will foon be learned, by a mo- 
derate Experience. 

Flocks, or Shavings of Cloth, 
Thefe are chiefly ufed to fpread 
over Plaifters, that are apply’d 
warm, out of the Pan or Skellet, 
tothe Pare affe@ed; which we

judge a much better Way, in 
making Applications of this Kind 
to Horfes, than fpread on Lea- 
ther, or flaxen Cloth; they 
fhould be laid on very thick,

{tick to it, or pull off any Part — 
of it; and are the more decent, | 
the nearer they approach the 
Colour of the Horfe. Some

Glafs-Wort, This is extremely 
hot and penetrating, and a moft 
powerful Promoter of Urine. 

Lamb-Skin, This is the moft 
convenient Application to be 
made over Dreflings, that are 
to ripenTumors; and, therefore, 
it is fometimes apply’d over Ca- 
taplafms, laid tothe Throat and 
Jaws, for theVives and Strangles, 
Iris no lefs ferviceable in Pains 
and Stiffneffes of the Joints, pro- 
ceeding from cold Caufes, asthe _ 
Warmth (wherein its Virtue . 
chiefly confifts) muft needs con- 
tribute to diflolve thofe Obftruc- 
tions, by promoting a Tranfpi- 
ration and Breathing in the 
Parts: the flefhy Side of the Skin 
fhould be well beat, or rub- 
bed, to make it limber, and the 
woolly Side apply’d to the di- 
feafed Part.

Lees of Wine, Every one knows

two-fold Refpe&, wiz. not only 
as it abounds with Spirits, but 
as it has fome Share of Sharp- 
nefs from the Tartar, whereby 
it forces the relax’d Fibres to 
contra& themfelves, The Tar- 
tar is the harden’d Part of the 
Lees, which fticks to the Bottom 
and Sides of the Cask, when the 
,thinner Parts are evaporated. It 
is aperient. and opening; and

_ divers Plaifters, and particularly, 
the Diachylon : it is accounted a 
very good Repellent, and its 
Powder is therefore oftentimes 
_us’d outwardly in Cataplafms, 
to abate inflam’d Tumors, eve. 

Red Lead, This is only Lead 
calcin’d to Rednefs: It is of a 
very drying Nature, and is there- 
fore of Ufe in Plaifters and Oint- 
ments of that Intention. See the 
Preparations of Lead in the en- 
fuing Part. 

Realgar, Refaigar, ox Refigalla, 
‘It is compounded of Sulphur, 
Orpiment, and unflak’d Slime;

Soap, This is a Compound of 
Oil, Tallow, and other Subftances, 
with Afhes: The Venice, or 
Ca/ftile-Soap, is only made Ufe 
of inwardly ; which, as it is both 
very penetrating and deterfive, 
it is therefore of greateft Efficacy 
in cleanfing and fcouring the ~ 
Glands and fmalleft Paflages, 
and rarifying the Juices cone 
tain’d in them : Upon which Ac- 
count, when difcreetly given, it 
becomes of great Service in fe 
veral Difeafes of the Vifcera 5 
but particularly, in thofe of the 
Liver and Kidnies, and is {aid 
to be a very great Specifick in 
the Jaundice; and is therefore - 
adminifter’d, with admirable Suc- 
cefs, to Horfes labouring under 
that Diftemper ; its Dofe being 
from half an Ounce to an Ounce. 
The black Soap has fo much of 
Pot-Afh Lixivium in it, as ren- 
ders it extremely penetrating ; 
wherefore, it is feldom to be. 
made Ufe of, but in outward 
Applications, to remove exceflive 
Pains in the Joints and nervous

Soot, This is accounted a great 
Aftringent, and is therefore often 
apply’d in Cataplafms, to dry up 
the too great Moifture and Hu- 
midity of fome Kind of Ulcers ;

Sugar, The Sugars of all Sorts 
are fufficiently known, but they 
are feldom us’d in any Intention 
to Horfes, except in Syrups, The 
Sugar-Candy,which is often given 
in Colds, and other Intentions, 
is only cleans’d from its Impu- 
rities, by boiling it in Water, 
and clarifying it with the Whites 
of Eggs. The brown and the

TT: whole Materia Medica 
has been very proper! 

divided into three Claffes, 
by the Writers in Phyfick, viz. 
into Alteratives, Evacuators, and 
‘Refloratives. Thofe are termed 
Alteratives, which have a Power 
of chatiging the Conftitution, 
“without any fenfiblé Increafe, 
or Diminution of the natural E- 
vacuations. The Evacuators vi- 
fibly promote thofe Difcharges, 
and the Refforatives render all the 
common Difcharges lefs, by a 
. fudden or gradual Abatement : 
But this Divifion being in’ itfelf 
too general, each of thefe have 
been fplit into Sub-divifions, that 
‘might more particularly denote 
the feveral Intentions that are 
heceflary, for Inftance, in alter- 
ing the Conftitution infenfibly or 
_ fenfibly, by a Difcharge of what 
is hurtful or fuperfluous, or by 
adding and repairing what is 
Wanting; and this is the more 
neceflary, by reafon of the dif- 


ferent Degrees of Strength and. 
Efficacy in Medicines of the fame _ 


general Intention. 
Now, as all Alteratives differ 
“Only in Degree from thofe which 


caufe a fenfible Evacuation, fo. 
thefe differ alfo from one ano- 
ther in their feveral Efficacies, 
and, according to frequentObfer- 
vation and Experience, are found 
adapted in different Ways to con- 
tribute to that general End, viz. 
of procuring Health; So alfo 
thofe, which work by fenfible O- 
peration, differ from one ano- | 
ther; as fome are peculiarly ad- 
apted to work by Sweat, fome 
by Urine, and others by Excre- 
tion of the Foeces or Dung; and 
thefe.alfo allow of feveral Gra- 
dations, fome being ftronger, 
and fome weaker than others. 
The fame Difference is in like’ 
Manner to be obferv’d, with Re- 
fpe& to the Refforatives, fome of 
which, by their peculiar Proper- 
ties, being term’d Agglutinants, 
or Binders, and fome Ab/forbents, 
viz. {uch as ferve to drink up {ue 
perfluous Moifture and Humidity;

HOSE SIMPLES which come 
firft under our Confideration, 
as Alteratives, are call’d Cardiacks 
and Cephalicks. . ; 
They are fo term’d from a pe- 
culiar Efficacy in them, whereby 
they comfort the Heart, and re- 
lieve the Head in all Diforders, 
where the Nerves and Spirits are 
affected, and that they are made 
up.of Parts, which are extremely 
volatile and fubtile ; for, albeit, 
all Animals receive the moft per- 
manent and lafting Stock of Spi- 
tits from theic common Faod, 
while in a State of Health, as 


*that augments the Quantity of 


Blood; yet in Sicknefles of di- 
vers Kinds, the Nerves are fo 
much diforder’d by the Indifpo- 
fition the Body lies under, that 
Medicines of the greateft Subtilty 
and Penetration are neceflary to 
fet the Spirits at Liberty, and 
help to feparate them from the 
diftemper'd Mafs; and hence it 
is eafy to conceive how a Cordial 
becomes a Cephalick, fince moft 
of thofe Spirits, which animate 
the whole Body, have their O- 
rigin from the Brain, 


But the Medicines indu’d with 
the above-mentioned Properties 
are juftly term’d Cordials, or Ce- 
phalicks, upon another Account 5 
and that becaufe the Stomach, in 
Time of Sicknefs, fuffers in Pro- 
portion to the reft of the Body, | 
whereby it is rendered unable to 
receive a fufficient Quantity of 
Food, neither can it digeft, or 
turn to Nourifhment what it re- 
ceives, fo that the Body would 
be apt to languifh, and the ani- 
mal Faculty come near to a Cef- 
fation, from the Want of Spi- 
rits, was it not for thefe acceflor: 
Helps; this is fo plain in ail 
lingering Sicknefles, that it needs 
no Manner of Proof, where the 
Body becomes emaciate, and the 
animal Spirits exhaufted, from the 
Want of that Matter out of which 


they fhould be formed. 


To this Rank are intitled moft 
of all the Aromazicks, and {weet 
flavour’d Simples; as they ftrike 
the Nerves with a fomewhat fur= 
prizing, and, at the fame Time, 
pleafing Senfation ; and they are 
more or lef{s fuited to this End, as 
they are more or lefs yolatile and

But, according to Dr. Quincy, 
whofe Method we have follow’d 
in this Diftribution, feveral Sub- 
{tances come into this Clafs upon 
another Footing; befides thofe 
that only fupply the Deficiency 
of the animal Spirits; and thefe 
are fuch as have fomewhat of a 
deterfive Quality in them, join’d 
with fuch a Stimulus, that altho’ 
they dre too fine to be percep- 
tible in the larger Veffels, yet 
when they enter into the fmaller 
Fibres, which are alfo endowed 
with a tender Senfation, they fo 
‘irritate their Vibrations, as to 
prevent any ufelefs Matter lodg- 
ing in them to clogthem, The 
fame Quality, which makes thefe 
Medicines Cordial aid Cephalick 
in the Senfe above exprefled, 
renders them of another Kind, 
while they pafs thro* Parts that 
aré more grofs, and therefore 
they may alfo prove vulnerary 
Diureticks, or the like, according 
to the different Subftances where- 
in they refide. The fame Author 
alfo takes Notice, that many Dri- 
ers and Abforbents come under 
this Head, by Reafon they pre- 
vent thofe fuperfluous Moiftures, 
with which the Nerves are fre- 
quently over-charged, caufing 
Rhewunis and Defluxions upon the 
Glands ; and upon the fame Foot- 
ing many others might alfo be 
eritimerated, fince there is no 
Remedy whatfoever that is bare- 
Ty fuited to one fingle Intention, 
_ but a&s differently, according to 
, the different Configuration and 
Make of its Parts, and of thofe 
through which it pafles, or with 
Which it unites; and this is alfo 
agreeable to the animal Oceco- 
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Simple Cordials.

Wind confifts of Matter «that is 
perfpirable, and the whole ani- 
mal Body porous and open; 
therefore when it is thus rari- 
fy’d, and its Parts divided and 
fubtiliz’d, it is thereby fitted to 
make its Way infenfibly through 
the minuteft Paffages of the Sto- 
mach and Guts: But, as all fuch 
Things are warm and difcuffive, 
they are chiefly us’d in purging 
Compofitions, as Corretters, e- 
{pecially thofe of the rougher 
Sort, to render their Vellications 
more mild and eafy. From the 
fame Properties they are alfo fre- 
quently made Ufe of in difcuti- 
ent Topicks, in Plaifters, Cata- 
_ plafms, ec. to warm the Parts,

the Liver, Spleen, Kidnies, exc. 
For when thefe have been any 
Time in Diforder, the Lungs, for 
the moft Part, become alfo af- 
Facted wc. 

Now all thefe Medicines have 
their feyeral Properties adapted 
to their feveral Intentions : For, 
firft, Emollients are made up of 
fuch foft Parts, as fheathe and 
foften the Afperity of the Hu- 
mours, which we oftentimes ob- 
ferve to be attended with tickling 
Coughs, and, by involving and 
wrapping up* their fharp Points, 
preferve the Veflels from being 
abraded by thém, while they pafs 
through them, unto their utter 
Difcharge out of the Body. _ 

Reftoratives, Though they are 
brought under the general Deno- 
mination of Alzeratives, yet in 
many Refpects they feem to re- 
femble thofe that bind and ag- 
slutinate, only as they are indu’d 
with fomewhat different Proper- 
ties; for as thefe feem to ope- 
rate, by conftringing the Glands 
and Fibres, or by adding fome- 
thing to the Juices, whereby the 
Bulk of the Solids becomes foon 
increas’d; thofe, viz. that are 
here term’d the Refloratives, feem 
only to a& ina Degree higher 
than Emollients, by filling up all 
the vacant Spaces that have Bean 
made by any Wafte or Decay of 
Body, and tend chiefly tothe 
Nourifhment of the remote 
Parts, by Vertue of a more fub- 
tile and adhefive Quality, than 
what we meet with in Aggluti- 
nants, which approach the neareft 
to Food, , 

Vulneraries differ only in De- 
sree from Detergents; for, as

thefe are by the Configuration of 
their Parts, capable to mix with, 
attenuate, and wear away thofe 
mucous and vifcid Colleétions of 

Humours, which are apt to ad- — 
here to, aiid obftru& the Veflels 
in inward Abfceffes and Ulcers, 
fo thofe term’d Vulneraries, a& in 
a lower Degree; and at the fame 
Time they wear away fuch Filth, 
they alfo fill up the vacant Spaces, 
their competent Parts not being 
fo active, and confequently, not 
difpos’d to fo quick a Motion in 
the animal Canals as the other.

HE firft, we fhall rank under 
; T this Denomination, are all 
fuch Medicines, as exert their Ef- 
* ficacy on the Stomach and Bow- 
els, by Vomit or Purgation; and 
thefe two Operations feem to be 
_ effedtuated by fuch, as are en- 
dowed with the fame, or the like 
Properties, only with this Diffe- 
_¥ence, that, as vomiting Medi- 
cines exert themfelves very foon 
after they come into the Stomach, 
many of the purging Tribe pafs 
into the Guts, without any fenfible. 
Change inthe Stomach, otherwife 
than to create a litrle Sicknefs, 
But, both the one’and the o- 
ther abound with fuch Parts as 
ftimulate the tender Fibres ; and 
‘if thofe ftimulating Parts be but 
little guarded, that is to fay, if. 
they be involy’d in others, that 
can eafily be drawn off by the 
Aétion of the Stomach, or its 
common Liquids, then their firft 
Senfe of Exertion will of Confe- 
‘quence be in the Stomach; bur, 
if they be involved in groffer 
Subftance, and fuch as cannot be 
eafily feparated, they will then 
require afl that is natural in Di- 
‘Anvacensk they can thorough- 
y exert themfelves, that is, the 
Medicine muft berubb’d, ground, 
and comminuted inthe Stomach, 
as the common Food, before its 
ftimulating Parts are fet at Liber- 
ty; but, as the Whole is, by De- 
grees, pafling into the Guts, there 
not being a fufficient Quantity of 
the Medicine to excite Vomiting, 


the Remainder only exerts intelf 


by gentle Vellications, which fo 
far difturb the Offices of the Sto- 
mach, as to caufe fick Qualms ; 
but the greater Part of the Medi- 
cine being now got into the Guts, 
its 


frequentV ellications, quicken the 
perftaltick Motion, fo that what 
is contained in them, becomes 
thereby fhook off; and, if the 
Medicine be of Strength, it will 
touch the fenfible Membranes of 
the Guts fo forcibly, as to caufea 
more than ordinary Derivation of 
Blood and Spirits into thofe Parts. 
fo that more than an ordinary” 
Quantity of Matter will be fepa- 
rated from the inteftinal Glands, 
and caft off with the Dung ; and 
this is the Occafion of all trong 
Purging. 

From the fame Way of Rea- 
foning,we may alfo underftand in 
what Mannera purging Medicine 
fometimes caufes Vomiting, and 
that can only be fuppos’d, when 
the Guts are yery much cramm/’d 
with hard Excrements, which are 
not eafily mov’d, but adhere clofe 
to them, and therefore detain the 


“Medicine in the Stomach, exc, 


longer than it ought to be, where- 


by it exerts its whole Force in- 


thofe Parts; or alfo, when the 
Stomach is under fome preyious 
Debility, whereby a very gentle 
Stimulus, during the Comminu- 
tion of the Phyfick, will draw ic 
into Convulfions, and make it 
throw off its Contents. 
And from hence it will be eafy

for any one to account for the 
Nature of Vomiting and Purging, 
and in what Manner a Medicine 
can have fuch Effeéts, as we ob- 
ferve from it in thefe Operations: 
But there yet remains one Thing 
very material to be known, and 
that is, How it comes to pafs, that 
a Horfe feldom or never throws 
up any Thing , that has once en- 
ter’d into his Stomach; for, the 
Water that rebounds backwards, 
and gufhes thro’ a Horfe’sNoftrils 
in drinking, or whatruns out foon 
after drinking, has never had Ad- 
mittance into. the Stomach, (as 
fome Farriers imagine) but pro- 
ceeds from, fome Defeat, or In- 


‘flammation of the Gullet, or Re- 


laxation of the Uvula, as I have 
more than once obferv'd. 

But we have, upon another Oc- 
cafion, taken Notice of a Horfe’s 
not Vomiting, and given fome 
Reafons forit, from the neceflary 
Make and Configuration of the 
Stomach, bur particularly, of the 
Gullez, which every one knows 
to bein a Horfe of a confiderable 
Leneth; and this alone 1s un- 
doubtedly a great Hinderance to 
Vomiting, as it is alfo an lacon- 
veniency to many tall Men, who 
labour, and ftrain hard in that 
Operation: But befides this, we 
alfo took Notice, that the Gullet 
of a Horfe is confiderably narrow 
near its Infertion into the Sto- 
mach; and likewife fomewhat 
contorted, with its Fibres, of a 
fpiral Dire€tion ; which Kind of 
Struture feems to be neceffary, in 
a Creature that feeds much with 
his Head towards the Ground, as 
all of them do,when at Grafs; for, 
if it kad been otherwife, fome 
Portion of their Food might, when 
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Evacuators, 
the Stomach is full, be, by its con- 
tinual A¢tion, falling back into the 
Gullet, which would be a conftant 
Inconyeniency, and Detriment to 
all fuch Creatures. 

But thereis yet another Reafon, 
why thefe Animals are not eafily, 
or at all, excited to vomit, and 
that is, becaufe of the Largenefs, 
and Weight of their Stomachs ; 
for, in vomiting it is requir’d, 
that the Stomach fhould be con- 
tracted and gather’d together like 
a Purfe; but ina Horfe, or any 
other large Animal, that cannot 
be done without a very powerful 
Stimulus ; and perhaps, very few: 
Things in the Materia Medica could 
be found fufficient to do that ef- 
fectually, though given in a large 
Quantity, and that alfo on ano- 
ther Account, viz. becaufe of the 
Thicknefs and Strength of its 
Fibres, which muft require fome- 
thing that is more than ordinary 
powerful, to make Impreffions 
{trong enough upon them to 


draw up fo greataWeight: Bur, 


when once a Medicine of this 
Kind has paffed the Stomach, and 
enter’d the firft Guts, by reafon 
of the Smallnefs of their Capacity, 
in Proportion to that of the Sto- 
mach, and likewife becaufe of the 
Thinnefs of their Coats; it there- 
fore twitches them on all Sides, | 
and,its Operation in them is more 
according to Nature, where, by 


quickening the periftaltick Motion 


only, they haften them to throw 
off their Contents, : 

And hence it is we may folye 
that important Queition, How it 
comes to pafs, that fome Medi- 
cines, as the Regulus, ov Liver of 
Antimony, have no fenfible Ope- 
ration on Horfes, tho’ the moft 

powerful 
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» Evacuators. 
powerful Emeticks, that can be 
given toMen. A few Grains of 
thefe, every one knows, will put 
the human Body into the greateft 
Diforders imaginable ; ahd the 
fame will happen, in taking two 
Ounces of the Emetick Wine; but 
fome ftrong Horfes will digeft 
two or three Ounces of the one, 
or two or three Quarts of the o- 
ther, without any tenfible Effea. 
Any one, who has made the 
Iufufion upon the Crocus Metal- 
lorum, or anv other vomiting Pre- 
aration of Antimony, muft needs 
be fentible, that the fame Quan- 
tity of the Crocus will, almoft for 
ever, communicate the fameQua- 
lity to every frefh Infufion made 


upon it, without any fenfible Di-, 


minution of the Subftance of the 
Antimony; which plainly demon- 
‘ftrates the infinite Smallnefs, and 
confequently, the Levity of thofe 
Particles in it, which excite Vo- 
miting, which, altho’ they are fuf- 
ficient to ftimulate the tender and 


delicate Fibres of a Man’s Sto-. 


mach ; yet they are not perceptible 
in that of a Horfe, which is plain 
enough, from the good Eftets 
many have found from the Liver 
of Antimony, and the Emetick 
Wine, given in large Quantities 
to Horfes; for altho’ it goes thro’ 
the firft Paflages without any fen- 
fible Operation, yet that Portion 
of it, which enters into the Mafs 
of Blood, when it arrives at the 
Capillaries, and fmalleft Veflels ; 
it then exerts itfelf with the great- 
eft Efficacy, and,’ by ftimulating 
_thefe {mall Veffels, it emables 
them to fhake off what is offen- 
five and burthenfome to Nature. 
And thuf fome of the moft pow-

The Ancients thought there was 
fome ejective: Property in all 
purging Medicines, whereby they 
were fuited to draw off particular 
Humours, as, Phle&@m, Choler, 
and Melancholy; and from hence 
have ftyl’d fome Chologogues, viz. 
Purgers of Choler; fome Phieg- 
magogues, Purgers of Phlegm ; and 
others, Hydr agogues, or Purgers'of 
Water, exc. Moft of thofe, who 
have wrote on the Difeafes of 
Horfes, but particularly Solley/edl, 
have, from Books ot Phyfick, 
fingled out the peculiar Purgers 
for all the feveral Intentions: But 
the modern Difcoveries allow of 
no fuch Properties in purging Me. 


dicines, but that they only act me-

S the Evacuators, more or lefs 
A diminifh and abate fomewhat 
from the animal Body,thefe which | 
come under this Title, add to the 
_ Bulk of the Solids, and this is ef- 
feGtuated in three feveral Ways, 
viz, either by agelutinating, bind- 
ing, and aftringing, or drinking 
up fuperfluous Moifture, which 
caufes a Delicacy, and Relaxation 
of Body. 

Thefe Medicines, which are of 
an adhefive glewy Nature, asthey 
pafs flowly thro’ the Canals and 
Veffels, are not only, by this 
Means, difpos’d to pur a Stop to 
~ the {wift Motion of a thin, fharp 
Blood, but alfo to make up the 
Decays and Wattes, which any 
fuch Difpofition creates in the 
' animal Body, and this they do, 
not only by the abovemention'd 
Property of ftopping the Hurry 
. of the Blood, but by giving it a 
more firm, and adhefive Texture, 
and likewife by obtunding, and, 
as it were, blunting the Acrimony 
of the Juices, which, by their 
Sharpnefs, abrade, and wear out 
the Solids. 

Aftringents alfo firengthen, and 
add to the Solids, but in a diffe- 
rent Way from the former; for, 
as thefe, by uniting with theBlood, 
communicate a confiderable deal 
of frefh Supply to it: Thofe, only 
by conftringing,-and drawing toe 
gether the laxed, loofe, and un-

But, to know, by what Means. 


a Narcotick is able to do this, it 
will be neceflary, to take a View 
of thofe Qualities, that have been 
obferv’d to be in Opium, viz.

allay’d by the Smoothnefs of fome 
that are lubricating, and oily, for, 
by this Means, they are reafon- 
ably fuppos'd lightly to rarify the 
Juices of the Stomach, and caufe 
a pleafant Titillation of its ner- 
vous Coat, whereby there is an a- 
greeable Plenitude, and the Mind 
is entertain'd with Ideas of Satis- 
faction and Delight. 

This Dr. Mead has. very ratio- 
nally and Jearnedly obferv’d,.con- 
cerning the immediate Effects of 
Gpium, upon the human Sto- 

_mach, which he illuftrates, by 
that agreeable Senfation that hap- 
pens, after eating a plentiful 
Meal : For, as Hunger is an un- 
eafy ‘Senfation, fo a moderate 
Plenitude is an agreeable one, 
' whieh over-balances the other, 
and fo compofes the Body, as to 
Narcoticks, ox brings it to a per- 
fect Indolence and Refts 

Now, when the Stomach is 

moderately diftended, it gently 


prefles the Trunk of the defcend- - 


ing Aorta, fo that a lefler Quan- 
tity of Blood goes downwards; 
and therefore, a greater Quantity 
muft afcend upwards, and the 
Blood-Veflels of the Brain being 
thereby fill’d, and diftended, prefs 
upon the Origin of the Nerves, 
fo as to hinder the Efflux of the 
animal Spirits; and this is the 
Caufe of that Sleepinefs, which is 
eccafion'd, either by a full Meal; 
er a Dofe of Opium : And thus,

Diffolution, Under this Term 
is reduc’d all fuch of the Materia 
Medica, as can be diffolv’d with- 
out the Affiftance of Fire; and. 
this chiefly concerns all thofe 
Subftances, that are diffolvible 
by Water; as Salts, and fuch 
open Subftances, as can eafily 
imbibe the Particles of Water. 
Salts are fometimes difloly’d per 


‘deliquium, that is, in the open 


Aix; but this is alfo by their im- 
Fa _ _ bibing 
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Digeftion. — 

bibing the aqueous Particles of 
the Air; and therefore, all fuch 
Solutions are eafilier made in a 
moift Air, and moift Weather, 
than at any other Time. | 

Digeftion, Hereby we under- 
ftand, fuch a Solution as is made 


by Fire, but then the Heat muft 


be moderate and gentle, that 
the moft volatile Parts may fepa- 
rate eafily, and as if it were ot 
their own Accord; for, a fierce 
Fire will force out the Faces and 
Dregs, as well as the finer Parts; 
and, if it does not do Prejudice 
te the Tin@ure in its Efficacy, it 
will fpoil its Comple€tion, Some 
Things are fo eafily digefted, and 


drawn into Tindure, that they | 


‘need little or no Fire to diffolve 
therm; others, as Myrrh, Amber, 
and other compact Subftances, 
yequite a confiderable Time to 
digeft; and therefore, all fuch 
Solutions are greatly forwarded 
by a convenient Mixture of Salt 
of Tartar, which opens their 
Body fo, as eafily to imbibe the 
Menfiruum, by which they are 
diflolv’d, | 

. That Liquor, which is tmade 
Ufe of to diffolve any particular 
Subftance,.is call’d a Menffruum ; 
but becanfe different Subftances 
‘require different Menftruums, 
therefore, fome are much more 
powerful than others; and thus, 
Salts require only an aqueous 
Menftruum, Refines a fulphure- 
ous one, as Spirits; but Metals 
cannot be diffoly’d but by a fa- 
Jine Menftruum, and fome only 
by fuch as are ftor’d with corro-

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Incorporation, Filtration, 
otherwife would take off from 
their Tran{parency and Clearnefs, 
as we fometimes obferve in Salts 
that are not, carefully made.Now, 
Salts are no other than a Conge- 
ries of faline Particles, which is 
_ caus’d by that attractive Force, 
Whereby Salts, which are near 
One another, do naturally ftrive 
to coalefce, and ynite together ; 
and hence it is, that they feldom 
pnire until moft of the Water is 
_ evaporated, that is, until it is, in 

a great meafure, dry’d up,, either 

_ by the Heat of the Sun, or fome 
_ artificial Heat, for, till then, they 
are remoy’d at too great a Dif- 
tance from the Point of Contact, 
Incorporation, 1s no other than 
the joining two Bodies together, 
_ which could not be eafily united, 
but by the Intervention of third, 
and thus, Syrups and Oils, which 
are difficult and hard to be mix’d 
of themfelves, may, very conve- 


niently, be united into one Body, 


by the Help of a {niall Quantity of 
Sugar, Salt, or any: fuch Thing 
~ with the Syrup, and then ftirring 
in the Oil by Degrees; by this 
_ Means, the Oil, which is a very 
light Body, and very coherent, 
has its Parts fo much divided and 
_ broken, thatit readily unites with 
the Syrup; the fame will alfo hold 
in other Subftances. 
Filtration, Thisvis the draining 
of Liquor through brown Paper 
put into a Funnel, that nothing 
ufelefs, or unpleafant to the Tafte

the fineft Refins, and volatile Sul. 
phurs drawn by a fpirituous Mez- 
 firuum, and where nothing is ne-

cially, becaufe {uch a Menfiruum 


unites with thofe Bodies, in fuch 
very {mall Parts, and attractsthem 
fo itrongly, when in Contad, 
that they will not part in the 
Filtre, but will be fine enough to 
pals through together. | 
Clarification, and Depuration, 
This relates chiefly to Decoctions 
of Plants and. Roots, which a- 
bound with many grofs and vif- 
cid Pajts, and is done, by beating 
up the Whites of Eggs with a 
Switch, until they come to a. 
Froth, which, upon boiling them: 
in the Decoétion, will intangle 
the groffer Parts, and raife them 
to the Top in a tough Scum, 
which may be taken off, either 
by pafling them thro’ a Piece of 
Flannel, or with a Spoon: But, 
Care ought to be taken, not to 
bring any under this Manage- 
ment, whofe medicinal Virtues 
confift in fuch Parts as are vifcid: 


and mucilaginous, as thofe made 


of the Roots of Marfh-Mallows, 
and fome others of the like Kind; 
as alfo thofe made of Poppies, 
whofe Virtues confift in.a refi- 
nous Gum, which, becaufe of its 
Levity, will eafily rife to the 
Top, and unite with any vifcid 
Body that is join’d with it; for, 
by this Means, all that is of any 
Efficacy in the Medicine may be 
{cumm'd off, whereby it will be 
defrauded of irs Intention; and 
therefore, in all fuch Cafes, the 
Method of fining per fubjidentiam, 
is the moft proper, that is to fay, 
by letting it ftand to fettle; for, 
by this Means, the ufelefs and 
heavy Parts will fall to the Bot- - 
tom, and the mucilaginous, or 
gummy Parts, which are lighteft, 
will be prefery'd, 

aie th Diffits, 
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 Diftillation, As this is one of 
the moft common Operations in 
Pharmaey ; every one mutt there- 
fore be fenfible, that it confifts 
in the Separation of the moft fub- 


tile, liquid Parts of Bodies, and; 


in the Senfé we are now {peaking 
of, by the Help of a Still. The 
Fire, put under the Still, fo far 
yarifies the Matter contain’d in 
it, by the Heat and Motion com- 
municated to it, that the moft 
fubtile and {pirituous Parts are fo 
divided into little minute Atoms, 
that they are render’d fpecifically 
lighter than the Air; and are 
therefore up-born by it, and 
{preading upon the Still, they 
unite together, and ate again 
condens’d by the Cold, and fall 
thro’ the Worm in little Drops 
Kke Dew; but, if the Fire be 
rais’d toa very high Degree in the 
Diftillation of fome Vegetables, 
much of the Phlegm, or Water, 
will rife, with the more fubtile 
and fpirituous Parts, efpecially, 
after the firft Running: But, in 
the Diftillation of Vinegar, and 
fome other acid Subftances, the 
Phlegm always rifes firft, becaufe 
it is {pecifically lighter than the 
acid Particles; but, in the Diftil- 
lation of Animals, as Harts-horn, 
and the Bones of other Creatures, 
though the Spirit that rifes from 
them is volatile and light, yet the 
Phlegm alfo rifes before the Spi- 


yk; the Reafon ts, becaufe the 


{pirituous Parts of Bones are 
Jock’d up, and confin’d in little 


Cells, which muft be firft broke 


open, before they can be at Li- 
berty to afcend; but the Phlegm, 
being difius’d every-where, is 
fooner drawn out, and rais’d b 
the Fire, though it is {pecifically 
lighter, PAT Leas an .

Sublimation, Fixation, — 

The Diftillation of Vegetables, 
as the Parts of all fuch Matter are 
eafily feparated, is term’d Right 
Diftillation, and is perform’d in 
any common Still, but the Diftil- 
lation of Metals and Minerals is 
call’d Oblique Diftillation, be- 
caufe their Parts cannot be ele- 
vated without a very ftrong Im- 
pulfe, which is therefore made in’ 
the Reverberatory. Kista 

And hence the Ufe of Diftilla- 
tion is, that the liquid Parts may 
be feparated from the more come 
pact, whether they come out in 
the Form of Oil, Phlegm, or Spirit. 

Sublimation, As the fluid Parts 
of Bodies are rais’d by Diftilla- 
tion, fo in Sublimation, nothing 
is rais’d but what is folid; and 
therefore, the Rarifation, which 
is fo neceflary in Diftillation, has 
hardly any Room in Sublimation ; 


for, the Subftances which are fub-" 


lim’d, being incapable of Rari- 
fa&tion, are only rais’d by Force 


and Impulfe; and this depends’ 
upon the Surfaces of the Parts of ' 
fome Bodies being much larger, 
in Proportion to their Weight, ' 


than the Parts of the Surfaces of 
others, fo that the Fire has not 
only a Power to enter into their 
Pores, and feparate their Parts 


from each other; but, becaufe of. 
‘their Breadth of Surface, to ele- 


vate and raife "them up, which 
could not be done to Particles of 
the: fame fpecifick Gravity, where

Fixation, This is the Reverfe of ' 


Sublimation, viz. where the Sur- 
faces of the Particles of Bodies 
are fo f{mall, in Proportion to 


their Gravities, that they cannot - 


be xais’d by the Force of Fire.

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Precipitation, 
Precipitation, This is the falling 
down of Particles to the Bottom 
of the Veflel, after they have 


fome Time floated, and been 


fufpended in a’ Menjiruum. 


Thefe Particles fometimes fink | 


of their own Accord, but oftener, 
by the Affiftance of fome other 
Liquor dropp’d into the Menftru- 
um, making it fpecifically heavier 
or lighter; for, a heavier Liquor, 
dropp’d into the Menjiruum, will 
carry down with it thofe Particles

ey tHE firft Thing that arifes moft 
T naturally, inthe Preparation 
of Vegetables, is the feparating 
their more fpirituons Parts from 
thofe that are grofs; and hereby 
We are to underftand, not only 
fuch as become fit for this Ma. 
‘magement in Vegetation, but 
thofe alfo thar are made fo by 
Fermentation and Art. . 

. Of the firft, are all thofe odori- 


ferousVegetables, whether {weet-’ 


{cented, or ftinking, which fhould 
be diftill'd green, or dry, as their 
Texture is fitted ro lofe, or retain 
thofe yolatile Parts; for thofe, 
whofe volatile Parts are fo loofe, 
that they fly off in drying, ought 
to bé committed to the Still, as 
foon as gather’d. Of this Kind 
are many Flowers of a tender 
Scent, and fuch Herbs, as Bawm, 
 Tanfy, exc. but ftronger Avoma- 
ticks, as Rofemary, “Marjoram, 


and Lavender, «which preferve 
their Scent and Flavour, may be. 
diftill’d dry, unlefs they be kepr 
too long. Thefe are all beft diftil- 
led in a Still with a Crain-Head, 
and the higher it be, ir is the bet- 
ter; and to preferve the aroma- 
tick Parts from making their E- 
fcape, the beft Way is, not only’ 
to lure on the Head very clofe, 
but alfo, to faften a Piece of Blad- 
der round the End of the Worm, 


‘and the Neck ofthe Bottle; but 


then Care mult be taken, to keep 
a moderate Heat under the Srill, 


otherwife, while itis kept fo clofe 


on all Parts, tt will be apt, either 
to carry off the Head, or bur 

the Bottle 
As for the Spirits of vegetable 
Subftances, made by Fermenta- 
tlon, but efpecially thofe from 
the Herbs. Dr. Quincy obferves, 
*¢ That they cannot be depended 
ye f* an 
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on, to have much of the Vir- 
tue of the Plant in them; for, 
-in the Fermentation of odos 
riferous Plants the Spirit flies 
away in that inteftine Motion; 
fo that what is afterwards pro- 
duc’d, has no Advantage be- 
yond thofe made from inodo- 
** yous Subftances by the fame 
“* Artifice.” He therefore very 
reafonably infers, that thofe Wri- 
ters exceedingly err, who teach 
to ferment any Plant whatfoever, 
in Order to draw out its medici- 
nal Virtues, becaufe, by the very 
Action of Fermentation, the Spi- 
ritis made; fo that it fignifies 
not fo much what Subftances furch 
a Spirit is drawn from, as what 
Properties are obtain’d to a Spi- 

rit made by fuch Contrivance, 
To all which the fame Author 
fubjoins, that the Waters exhal’d 
from inodorous. Plants are not 
worth Diftillation ; becaufe they 
cannot raife any thing butPhlegm, 
nalefs a very fmall Portion of a 
nitrous Salt, which is ftrain’d into 
them with their Nourifhment 
from the Earth, or imbib’d from 
the Air and Dew; for which Rea- 
fon he concludes, that fince there 
are fo many Ways of procuring 
all the medicinal Efficacies of fuch 


Salts to much better Advantage. - 


The Trouble and Expence of di- 
ftilling Plants, to obtain it from 
them, can never be juftifiable, 


Moft Apothecaries are now fo 


fenfible of this, that they diftil 
but very few Plants, excepting 
thofe that abound with aromatick 
Parts, and fubftitute on'y common 
Water in the Room of the other, 

The fimple Waters, that retain 
theVirtues of their proper Plants, 
and are of any great Ufe, are as 
follows ~~ > * an |

All the reft, though they have 
been formerly in fome Vogue in 
medicinal Intentions, are almoft 
now quite laid afide, as being 
little or nothing but Phlegm, and.

out turning mothery, as the Para 
fley, Camomile, Bawm, Fennel, 
and Lovage. Thofe therefore, that 
have. a Mind to obtain the Virtues 
of the other Simples, had better 
continue to give them inSubftance 
champ’d green, or in Powder, 
when carefully. dry'd, 

Effential Oils, 

Thefe are the Oils of Vege- 
tables, which are drawn off by 
common Diftillation in the fol- 
lowing Manner.

ty of any Simple to make bur a 
{mall Portion of Oil, that is, fo 
many Still-fulls, that it is hardly 
worth any one’s While to go a- 
bourit, but thofe who make a 
conftant Trade of it. We thall, 


however, fubjoin a Lift of thofe’ 
_ that are moft in Ufe, with a fhort 


Account of their Virtues. They 


are call’d effential, becaufe many 


of them contain the very Quin- 
teffence of the Plant, from whence 
they are drawn, and this is mani- 
feft, from their extraordinary Fla- 


- vour and Heat, moft of them be- 


ing like the Fire itfelf. in the 
Mouth; for which Reafon, they 
are never given fingly, but with 


_ Sugar, or in Compofition with 


other Ingredients, 

‘Oilof Anife, The Oil of ‘Ani- 
feeds has ‘exactly the Tafte and 
Smell of Seeds from whence it is 
drawn. It is a moft excellent 
Peoral, and of the greateft Ser- 
vice ‘in all Diforders proceeding 
from Wind; and has, “by fome, 
been very judicioufly added, as 
an Ingredient in. Markham’s Balls, 
it being very ferviceable in all 
the Intentions for which thofe 
are given. | | 

Ou of Carraways, This is alfo 


Effential Oils, 
a very excellent Oil, and is of 
Ufe in all the fame Intentions as 
the former. | 

Gil of Camomile, This is alfo 
us’d in Intentions to expel Wind, 
as alfo, in Pains and Stitches in 
the Breaft. The Plant affords but 
little of the Oil, as all thofe that 
do not fhoot much into Seed; 
wherefore, it becomes very ex- 
penfive, and cannot eafily be 
comply’d with to Horfes, who 
require pretty large Dofes. 

Oil of Cinnamon, This is a moft 
excellent Medicine, but a very ex- 
penfive one; however, to Horfes 
of Value, fome Drops of it may 
be inftill’d into purging Balls, in 
which :it makes:an admirableCor- 
rector, and anfwers in all the 
fame Intentions where the Cin- 
namon is prefcrib’d. It is a Cor 
dial, and very much ftrengthens 
the Stomach and Nerves. That 
which ‘is not adulterate finks to 
the Bottom, when dropp’d into — 
the Water; whereas, :moft other 
chymical Oils fwim at Top. - 

Oil of Cloves, The beft is of a 
pale Colour, and finks in Water, 
as the preceding; it is much 
cheaper than the other, and there- 
fore may be us’d as its Succedane~ 
wm in all the fame Intentions. 

Oil. of Dill, This is drawn from 
the Seeds, and has all the Virtues 
of the Plant, It expels Wind, 
and may therefore be us’d upon 
Occafion, as a Corrector to the 
other Medicines. 

Oil of Fennel, It is us'd in In- 
tentions to expel ‘Wind, deftroy 
Crudities, and promote Urine. 

Oil of Funiper, This is drawn 
from the Berries, and contains 
their Virtues. It is very much 
of the Turpentine Kind, and 1

Cafes where the Nerves are af- 
fected, being a great Cordial, and 
Reviver of the Spirits, 

Oil of Mace, \t has the fame 
Efficacy with the Oil of Cloves, 

Oil of Marjoram,This is a good 
Cordial, and Cephalick, having, 
in moft Refpedts, the fame Vir- 
tues as thé Oil of Lavender. It 
is alfo {aid to be of Service, to 
promote the Senfe of Smelling, 
when itis fomewhat diluted, and 
apply’d.to the Nofe. 

Oil of Mint; This is warm and 
ffomachick, participating of the 
Virtues of the Plant from whence 
it is drawn, tho’ in a fomewhat 
lower Degree. It is externally of 
Ufe, when apply’d to the Sto- 
mach, to remove Loathing, and 
Want of Appetite. 

Oil of Nutmegs, The Oil of Nut- 
megs contains the Virtues of the 
Spice.

Oil of Origanum, This is an ex4 
tremely hot Oil, and is therefore 
feldom us’d inwardly, but, as it 
is extraordinary penetrating, it is 
therefore in divers Intentions of 
outward Applications, and very 
often to remove old Griefs and 
Diforders in Sinews, and nervous 
Parts in Horfes. . 

Oil of Pennyroyal, This has the 
Virtues of the Plant from whence 
it is drawn. See Pennyroyal. 

Oil of Rue, This is of a difa-

It retains the Virtues of the 
Gum, and is mighty ferviceable 
in all outward Applications for 
Wounds and Ulcers, to cleanfe 
them from Filth, and help them 
to incarnate ; but, efpecially, to 
help the Exfoliation of Bones, It 
may be alfo made Ufe of to re- 
lax, and {often all Sorts of Horfe- 
Balls, that are given in Scourings, 
and thofe for the Farcy, the Yel«

Some make a Tincture of e- 
qual Parts of Myrrh and Aloes 
together, which is -fuccefsfully 
us’d in all the Intentions of the 
former. .

it may be, very conveniently, ei- 
ther diffolv’d in Syrup, orin a 
Drench; but the fure¢ Way of 
Siving it to Horfes, fo as neéithée 


to exceed or fall fhort of what is 


neceflary, is to mix it up in Balls, 
that being a Form the heareft 
to its own Confiftence, 

It is a moft adinirable Remedy 


‘in many Intentions, there being 


hardly a Difeafe wherein it may. 
not be of fomie Service in one 
Period, or another, as it gently 
compofes the whole Oeconomy 
to Reft and Quiet : It is ufeful in 
allexceflive Pains, but efpécially 
Gripes in the Guts, wherein it 
hot only gives immediate Eafe, 
bur likewife puts a Stop to Scour.

This is no other than a Tinc- 
ture, drawn trom Opium, with 
Spirit of Wine, or Canary, fetting 
it in Digeftion in hot Sand, It is 
never made fimply of the Opium 
alone, but has always fuchThings 
join'd with it as are judg’d proper 
to correct the Opium, or to fuit 
it for fome particular Intention ; 
and therefore it is fometimes 
made with the Juiee of Quinces, 
to prevent a too great Relaxation 
of .the Stomach and Bowels, 
which is often caus’d by the too 
frequent Ufe of Opiates. Some- 
times it is made with Tin@ure 
of Tartar, wherein fome Regard 
‘is had to the making of the Me- 
dicine: Sometimes with Sal Vo- 
latile Oleofum, to prevent its nar- 
cotick Effects, being of ill Con- 
fequence, and fometimes it is 
made with Camphire, to promote 
Sweat in fome Fevers accompa- 
ny‘d with a Loofenefs, and where 
it is neceflary to give a Turn to 
the Diftemper, by promoting 
fome other Secretion: But all 
thefe Tintures are compounded 
more, or lefs, with cordial Me- 
dicines, as Saffron, Cinnamon, 
Cloves, and fuch like, or with 
Things proper to expel Wind, 
Their Dofe is much the fame, 
and may be given to a Horfe, 
from two Drams to half an 
Ounce, or fix Drams,

of preparing the Diagridium for it.

Fix'’d Salt of Tartar. 


This is what commonly goes 
sinder the Name of Salt of Tar- 
tar, and is fo much made Ufe of 
as a Corrector in many medici- 
na} Compofitions, andslikewife to 
open the Bodies of Vegetables in 
Jnfufions and Dece€tions, being 
endu’d with all the Virtues of 
any other lixivious Salt, and is 
made as the others are, or thus, » 
‘t Take two or three Pounds 
of crude Tartar, put it into 
thick brown Paper, and tie it 
up clofe with Packthread, as is. 
ufual in burning Silver Lace, 
‘wet it with Water, and put it 
- on burning Coals, and bury it 
-with more; letting it lie till all 
thar 1s combuftible is con- 

fum'd, and that which remains 
will be the calcin’d Tartar : 
Diffolve it in‘ warm Water, 
and afterwards filter and eva- 
f, porate to. a Drynefs in a clean

iron or earthen Pan, keeping 
the Liquor ftirring when it be- 
gins to coagulate, till the Salt 
is quite dry.”’ 

It muft be kept in a Glafs well 
ftopp’d to prevent its diffolving, 
The Oilof Tartar per deliquium 
has the fame Virtues with the. 
Salt, and is made by hanging the 
Salt up in a Cloth, in a moift 
Place, and letting it drop into a 
clean Veffel put to receive it.

Cream and Cryftals of Tartar. 


« Take any Quantity of crude 
Tartar, boil itin Water till all 
that is capable of Solution be 
entirely diffoly’d; run the Li- 
quor, while it is hot, through a 
flannel Bag into an earthen 
Pan, and evaporate till a Pel- 
licle appears; then fet it ina 
cold Place, and fuffer it to 
{tand two or three Days: Af- 
terwards decant the Liquor 
and the Cryftals gwill be found 
{ticking to the Sides of the 
Pan; {crape them off, and e- 
vaporate the Liquor, as before, 
and fet it again to fhoot into 
Cryftals; repeat the Operation 
until all the Cryftals are thot.” 
It is a gentle Purger, but very 
brisk in its Operation; and is 
therefore very ufeful to quicken 
the Operation of other Phyfick, 
It may be difloly’d in warm Ale, 
with a fufficient Quantity of Sy- 
rup of Buckthorn, and it will 
make a very ready Purge at any 
Time. The Cream of Tartar 
pafles off very readily by Urine, 
and is ufeful in all Cafes where 

Cooling is neceflary. 
There is alfo a foluble Tartar 
made of Salt of Tartar,andCream 
| of 
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Cream and Cryftals of Tartar. 
of Tartar, diffoly’d in a Water, 
and evaporated to a Drynefs, 
which works by Urine and Dung, 
and is proper in the Jaundice, 
and in all ill Habits of Body.

This is a very good Medicine, 
and works both as a Purge, and 
by Urine; but the beft Way of 
ufing itis along with other Ingre- 
dients, 4s an Alterative in chro- 
nick Diftempers, particularly in 
the Yellows or Jaundice: It is 
alfo very efficacious in deftroying 
of Worms and wormy Matter.

s¢ Take Rhenifo Wine, Tartar, 
or Cream of Tartar, and Salt. 
petre, of each one Pound. Let 
them be made into Powder, 
and mix’d well together, then 
put them into a red-hot Cru- 
cible, by a Spoonful at a 
Time; when it is all melted, 
take out the Mixture with an 
iron Ladle, and put it into a 
warm earthen Pan, with as

This is a very good Diuretick, 
and works very powerfully in the 
Kidnies, and urinary Paflages; 
but its chief Ufe is from the Share 
it has in the Matthew’s Pill. 

There are many other Prepa- 
rations of Tartar, as the volatile 
Salt and Spirit, which have much 
the fame Efficacy as moft other 
volatileSalts and Spirits. The Cha- 
lybeate Tartar, which is very good 
in all Obftructions, the purging 
and vomiting Preparations, ec. ~ 
which we have here omitted, 
being unwilling to infect any chy- 
mical Preparations, but fuch as 
are not only neceffary, but may 
be eafily made. 


Oil of Turpentine. 


This is made in common cops 
per Stills, by taking any Quantity 
of Turpentine, with fix times its 
Weight in Water, and diftilling 
it with a gentle Fire, until all the 
Oil comes off : But this is made 
fo cheap, by thofe who diftil great 
Quantities together, that it is not 
worth any one’s While to makeit 
themfelves, efpecially as there can 
be little or no Counterfeit in, its 
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Oil of Turpentine. 

“It is hot and penetrating, and 
therefore very ferviceable in ma- 
ny outward Applications: In- 
wardly it is a powerful Diuretick, 
and very effectually {cours the 
Kidnies, and urinary Paflages, oc,

Its Ufe in Food is fufficiently 
known by its Acidity and Cool- 
nefs; it contra&s and draws up 
the Fibres of the Stomach, when 
they happen to be over much re- 
lax’d, and, if taken in a pretty 
large Quantity, it will greatly 
help to promote Sweat, by con- 
tracting the Fibres of the Extre- 
mities, fo as to fqueeze out of the 
Glands what was ready to be 
thrown off : And, in this Refpeé, 
it has the fanie Effect as all the 
fowre rough Fruits, which we 
have taken Notice of in Part I. 


Diftill’d Vinegar. 


This is feldom us’d in any me- § 


dicinal Intention, but very often 
in other Preparations in Diffolu- 
tions and Precipirations. 


Vinegar of Rofes. 


~~ This is made by infufing White 

Wine-Vinegar fix Pints, on half 
a Pound of ‘red Rofe-Leaves 
dry'd, and after it has ftood thirty, 
or forty Days in Infufion, the Li- 
quor to be preffed off the Leaves, 
and referv’d for Ufe. This will 
greatly allay Heat and Pain in any 


of Rofemary, Vinegar of Laven- 
der made by Infufion ; the Flow- 
ers of thefe Plants are alfo rec- 
kon’d ferviceable in many Difor- 
ders of the Nerves, particularly, 
in paralytick Numbnefles; we - 
fhall only ‘take Notice of one 
other Preparation of Vinegar; 
which is very defervedly recom- 
mended by Dr, Quincy, as a Suc- 
cedaneum, that may be made Ufe 
of inftead of the Treacle-W ater, 
and is very eafily procur’d, 


Vinegar of Ries 


‘* Take Leaves of Rue, and 
Water- Germander, pick’d 
clean from their thick Stalks, 
of each three Handfuls, Juni. 
per-Berries, and Angelica - 
Roots, of each two Ounces ;- 
Zedoary, and Sevil Orange- 
' Peels, of each an Ounce; Jet » 
them digeft a whole Month, in 
eight Pints of the béft White 
Wine-Vinegar, after which, 
* prefs the Vinegar from the In- 
«* gredients, and keep it for Ufe. 
This is certainly a very good 
Medicine, and may be given in 
the Beginning of .any Cold or 
Surfeit, to the Quantity of half a 
Pint,. mix’d with any warm Li- 
quor, with an Ounce of Venices 
Treacle in it, and will hardly mifs 
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Vinegar of Rue, ~ 
promoting Sweat, if the Horfe 
be cloth’d warm. 

-I fhould the more readily re- 
commend this Medicine, from 
an Obfervation I once made of a 
Horfe’s falling into a plentiful 
Sweat, upon having a Hornful 
or two of Vinegar given him, to 
ftop Bleeding at the Nofe : And 
am of Opinion, thofe Compo- 
fitions, that have a good Quantity 
of an Acid in them, will more 
effetually anfwer this End than 
any other, except thofe with Cam- 
phire, But wee@fhall take fome 
further Notice of this in the en- 
fuing Pait.

<¢ Fill a Still that has got a 
good Worm three Parts full 
of French Wine, lute on the 
Head, and with a gentle Fire 
draw off the Spirit, until it 
ceafes to burn; what is con- 
tain’d ig the Receiver will 
carry Proof, and cannot fail 
of being good Brandy.”

Of the Preparations of ANIMALS. | 


HERE are but very few Pre- 
TE parations which come under 
this Divifion of the Materia Me- 
. dica, and of thefe feldom any are 

refcrib’d to Horfes, as it is but 
feldom any one either ftudies the 
convenient, and decent Form of 
Medicines to them, or pleafe their 
Palate : The chief Ufe the Parts 
of Animals are put to is im out- 
ward Applications, or, when any 
‘Part of an Animal is given in- 
wardly, it is generally with little 
or no Preparation, or elfe inCom- 
pofition with other Medicines, 


Hogs Lard, . 


_ > There-are but few, who are 

Strangers to the Way of prepa- 
xing this, all that is neceflary 
being only to cut it in fmall 
Pieces, and to melt it over a very 
gentle Fire, and, while it is hot, 
to ftrain it thro’a Piece of Flan- 
nel, for, by this Means, it is fe- 
parated from the Skins, which 
render it unfit, either to be us’d 
of itfelf, or in the Compofition 
of Ointments and Plaifters, 

_ The Ufe of this is fuffticiently 
known, being both foftening, 
and fomewhat penetrating. 

In the fame Manner are pre- 
ar’d the Suet of a Deer, the Suet 
of an Ox or Sheep, and the Fat 
of all other Creatures, whofe Ufe

we have already taken Notice of 
under their proper Heads, 

The Dungs of Animals that are - 
to be us’d, either externally or 
internally, need®not much Pre- 

aration ; but that which is the 
beft digefted, and prepar’d in the 
Boweéls, is the fitteft in any Ine - 
tention; it being then the moft 
faturated with thofe nitrous Salts, 
Wherein its medicinal Efficacy. 
confifts; it fhould therefore be 
as {mooth as poflible, and free 
from’ grofs Subftances. 

Urine is chiefly made Ufe of in 
outward Applications; and, if it 


_be boil’d to the Confiftence of a 


Syrup, it is fo much the more 
penetrating, and muft therefore 
be the more ferviceable in Cafes 
that require a fearching Medicine ; 
but we fhall take fome further 
Notice of this under the Prepa- 
rations of Salts. 


Beetles, 


We have already taken Notice 
of thofe Infects, under the Sec- 
tion of Animals in Part I. all we 
have from it is an Ointment, 
which Solley/ell recommends in 
Splents, Wind-galls, Farcy,Knots, 
and m divers Excrefcences grow- 
ing out on the Bodies of Horfes. 
It is made in the following Man- — 


ner. 
‘* Take 
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Beetles, 
£€ "Take three hundred of thefe 
May-Beetles, ftamp them with 
a Pound of Oil of Bays, fet 
the Ointment apart for three 
*¢ Months, then melt it, and ftrain 
it thro’ a Linnen Cloth, throw 
away the grofs Subfance, and 
preferve the reft for Ufe."’ 
Thefe Infeéts abound with cau- 
ftick Salts, and have many of the 
fame Effeéts as the Spani(h Flies. 
Solley/ell, who us’d it much, fays, 
fe It has the Effect of a Retoire, 

or Ruptory Plaifter, withouc 
any confiderable Swelling: It 
draws out all the Corruption 
and Rottennefs that is lodg’d 
between the Skin «and the 
Flefh, and raifes Blifters full 
of red Watter, which are fuc- 
ceeded by Scabs, that dry up 
of themfelves, and the Sore is 
heal’d without aScar,for,all the 
Hair that falls off grows again. 
«© When you have Occafion 
to ufe it, thave off the Hair 
very clofe, and hold a hot Bar 
of Iron near the Part while 
you apply the Ointment, which 
will exert its Operation in the 
Space of nine Days. — 
© Tt muft be apply’d cold; and 
‘ if the Swelling be a Splent, 
«© you muft firft foften it accor- 
*¢ ding to the ufual Manner.” 
We fhould willingly oblige the 
Reader with the Figure of this 
Infe&, only that we are of Opi- 
nion, fome of the Retoires, which 
fhall be inferted in the following 
Part, and which may be made 
in the Space of half an Hour, 
and at any Time will anfwer in 
all the fame Intentions as effec- 
tually; for thefe Infe&ts feem to 
differ no otherwife in their Effects 
from the Spanifh Flies, than that 


a 
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Beetles. 

they are fomewhat more mild 
and gentle in their Operation ; 
and the fame may be ealily pro- 
cui’d from the Fliés, by leflening 
their Quantity: And when they. 
are apply’d no otherwife than to 
raife a Blifter, or draw out red 
Water, they will neither leave a 
Scar, nor hinder the Hair from 
growing; for, that which is the 
Caufe of a Scar, is when the 
Fibres of the Skin under the Ca- 
ticula, or Scarf-Skin, are anywife 
wounded, and the fame alfo hin- 
ders the growing of the Hair; 
which Accidents never happen, 
when the Film, or Scarf-Skin, is 
only elevated and rais’d, 

There are feveral other Infeés 
in our Northern Climates, which 
may, very probably, have the 
fame Effects, as the Oily Beetle; 
and the fame Author takes No- 
tice of another, which, in fome 
Meafure, has the Effect of Fire, 
Without making the Hair fall off: 
He fays, they alfo draw forth a 


red Water, which in Time turns 


to a Scurf or Scab, and after thar 
falls off the Part remains as | 
found, and free from Swelling, as ~ 
when a Retoixe has been apply’d, 
Thefe are little black, langifh 
Infects, rot bigger than a {mall 
Bean, without Wings, but fur- 
nifh’d with Legs, and fo hard, 
that one can hardly bruife them 
between the Fingers, They are to 
be found about the End of 4pril, 
and in May, under a bulbous — 
Crowfoot, a Plant which grows 
very plentifully in fomeMeadows. 
«© Gather two or three hundred 
of thefe Infeéts, mix them 
with old Hogs Greafe in a Por, 
then cover the Pot very clote, 
till they are quite dead, and 
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| Beetles. 
«¢ ftamp them with the Greafe to 
“© an Ointment, which will be 
“* more effectual, the longer it is 
Fe Kept. 

This is recommended, as the 
former, to take off Splents, W ind. 
gals, and other hard Tumors, and 
will exert its Efficacy in nine 


Days, during which Time, the 


Horfe muft not be taken out to 
Water, and his Head tied up all 
the Time, that he may not lick 
the Part, or bire it with his Téeth. 


Hog-Lice. 


*¢ Take any Quantity of Hog- 
Lice, poar Wine upon them, 
what is fuficlent to cover 
them; then over a very gentle 
Heat evaporate the Wine until 
they become dry: Put them 
into a wide mouth’d Glafs, and 
keep them for Ufe.” 
The Defign of this Preparation 
- is only that they may be prefery’d 
and kept in conftant Readinefs ; 
for, at fome Times of the Year 
they are not eafy to be had, at 
Jeaft, in fuch Quantity as is ne- 
ceflary, otherwife they are ac- 
counted beft, when they are freth 
gather’d, and ftamp'd in a Mor- 
tar, with other fuitable Ingre- 
dients, aes . 
There are feveral Preparations 
of Hog-Lice, aWine made byIn- 
fufion, a Spirit volatile, Salt and 
Oil, which are endow’d with the 
Virtues ofthe Hog-Lice; but they 
-are beft in Subftance, See their 
Virtues, PartI. Se@tion I, 


Spnifh Flies, 


Thefe are no otherwife pre- 
par’d for outward Intentions, 
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. Spanith Flies. 
than by rubbing them into Pow- | 
der; but there is an Effence or 
Tinéture made of them for in- 
ward Ufe, which, although it be 


fomiewhat laborious, is neverthe- | 


lefs well worth the Pains and Ex- — 
pence; for, if it be given with 
Judgment, nothing proves more 
efficacious to cleanfe the Reins 
and genital Parts, when they are 
clogg’d and relax’d with floughy — 
and cold Humors. 


Vipers. 


There are divers Preparations - 
made of the Vipers, but efpeci- _ 
ally an Effence, anOil,Spirit, and | 
volatile Salt. The Effence, Spirit, . 
and volatile Salt are of great Ser- 
vice in malignant and peftilential 
Fevers, in ail Diftempers of the - 
Head and Breaft; and Solley/ell 
recommends their Effence in the. 
fame Diforders; and likewife as 
a great Cordial in invenomed 
Bites. 

The Qil is reckon’d a Speci- 
fick in the Cure of invenomed 
Wounds; but their Scarcity in 
our cold Climates makes them . 
become a very coftly Medicine, 
even to human Bodies. Any . 
Gentleman however, that can 
procure a fufficient Number of 
them, needs only have them 
open’d, cc. cleatis’d from Worms 
and Excrements, and the Females 
from their Eggs; their Hearts 
and Livers alfo taken out, and 
dry’d feparately, and afterwards 
infus’d in Canary; and we can 
aflure him, he cannot haye a 
better Cordial for his own drink- 
ing; it will fortify him againft 
all Manner of Infection from a 
fickly Air and Seafon, _

The Harts-Horn is. chiefly 
made Ufe of, as having the fame 
Virtue and Efficacy as. others, 
and that in a higher Degree.

Thefe are all made in the fame 
“Proce(s, by putting any Quantity 


of folid Pieces of Harts-Horn. 


into a Retort or iron Pot witha 
copper Head, which fhould be 

fill’d about twoThirds, and plac’d 
upon a naked Fire, which muft 
be gradually increas‘d, until the 
Whole is rais’d. The Salt and 
Spirit are afterwards reétified, 
and in the Redtification the Spi- 
rit comes over into the Re- 
ceiver, but the volatile Salt ad- 
heres to the Neck of the Retort; 
as in all other Procefles of the 
like Kind, 


Spirit, Salt, Oil of Harts-Horn. 

The Spirit is no other than a 
{mall Portion of the volatile Salt, 
diluted in the Phlegm. It is a 
Promoter of the Difcharges by 
Sweat, and is very proper in all 
Diforders whatfoever, affeéting 
the Nerves ; but the volatile Sale © 
is indu'd with all thofe Proper- 
ties in a much higher Degree. It 
fhould be kept very clofe ina 
Vial with a glafs Stopper; and, © 
when it is given, the beftWay is 
in fome Liquid, or, if it be work- 


‘ed into a Ball, that fhould be 


done theMinute before itis given, 
Otherwife its volatile Parts will 
quickly make their Efcape. 

The Salt of Harts-Horn, which 
we commonly meet. with in the 
Shops, is a meer Cheat, made up 
of Quick-Lime and nitrous Salts, 
and is hard and white, in large 
Pieces, whereas the genuine true 
Salt is tranfparent and fleaky, 
of a fomewhat yellowifh Colour, 
{mells not fo quick as the other, 
but ftrongly of the Harts-Horn. — 
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Of the Preparation of MINERALS. 


E fhall begin this Seion 
J with the Preparations of 
Antimony, not only as it comes 
' firft in the Alphabetical Order, 
but alfo, as it has a greater Share 
in the Phyfick of Horfes, than 
any other Metal whatfoever. 

The moft fimple Preparation 
of Antimony is the making it 
intO a Powder, fo that it may be 
given in Subftance, either among 
a Horfe’s Corn, or in Balls; in 
both which Cafes, the beft’ Way 
is to make it into a very fine 
Powder, or rather, to have it 
ground fome little’ Time on a 
Marble, for, as it is thus prepar’d, 
a greater Quantity muft enter into 
the Mafs of the Blood, whereas, 
when itis given in a rough Pow- 
der, as is very common, moft of 
it reaches no fursher than the 
firft Paflages, which is evident 
enough from the Colour of the 
Dung, which would not be rear 
fo black, as it is for the moftPart, 
were it rightly prepar’d. 


Diaphoretick Antimony. 


* ‘This is made of Antimony 
** and Salt-petre, viz. three Parts 
*« of the Salt to one of Anti- 
*“ mony.” The Ingredients are 
- pounded, and mix’d together, and 
pet into a red-hot Crucible, by a 
Spoonful at a Time, and.then

is alfo accounted good in the 
Jaundice, and in all Obftruétions 
of the Vifcera, and by fome, asa 
Deftroyer of Worms; for which 
Purpofe it is often ordered in 
W orm-Powders, 


Liver of Antimony. , 


«¢ Take crude Antimony grofly 
beaten fix Pounds, Salt-petre 
of the fecond Solution four 
Pounds, (for that which is 
white and refin’d is too yio- 
lent,) beat the Salt-petre very 
f{mall, ‘and mix it with the An- 


Mortar, two third Parts re- 
*- maining empty; then kindle 
the Matter with a lightedMatch, 
or a Piece of Charcoal; and, 
as foonas it takes Fire, remove 
to a convenient Diftance from 


the Pot, to avoid the Fumes

Effect of this Remedy does not 
appear externally, but acts by

To evince its Effects by infen- 
fible Tranfpiration, he defires 
any one to be prefent, while a 
Horfe under a Courfe of it is 
curry’d, at what Time may be 
perceiyed a very great Increafe 
of the Impurity and Filth fticking 
to the Skin, which is expell’d that _ 
Way bythe Antimony. But we — 
have already given the true Rea-_ 
fon of this Operation in the Liver 
of Antimony, or the Crocus Me- 
tallorum, which differs but Ittle 
from it, in the laft Seétion of the 
firft Part, concerning the Opera- 
tion of purging Medicines, to 
which we refer the Reader. 

Solleyfell’s Emetick Wine is 
made by infufing three Pints of 
White-Wine on two Ounces of 
the Liver of Antimony, fhaking it 
for two or three Days, and then 
letting it fubfide, that the Liquor 
may be pour’d off clear : this ke 
ufes in all the fame Intentions, 
as the Liver of Antimony, giving 
now and.thén a Quart of it.

dy in all Diforders of the Head, 
as the Vertigo, Epilepfy, and other 
Indifpofitions caufing the Stags 
gers; But, if a Horfe was even 
worth the Expence, it would be 
but Money thrown away upon 
hims becaufe the Chymifts fel- 
dom have any that is genuine, 
but made up of othet Things, 
and moiftened with the Oil to 
give it a Smell; fo that any one | 
may as well truft altogether the 
rectify’d Oil, which, if it be right-

Thefe are both fo cheap, and 
fo plentiful, that it is not worth 
any one’sWhile to prepare them, 
but thofe who make it their 
whole Bufinefs; the Method is

«© Take any Quantity of Sul- 
phur groffly powder’d, put it 
into a glafs Body, and place 
it in a {mall open Fire, cover- 
ing it with a Pot, or another 
Cucurbit turn’d.upfide down, 
‘ fo that the Neck of the one 
may enter into the Neck of 
the other; change the upper 
Cucurbit every half Hour, fir- 
ting another.in its Place, add 
likewife frefh Supplies of Sul- 
phur; gather the Flowers 
which flick in the Cucurbit, 
and continue to do fo, until 
there is as much as defir’d, 


By this Procefs it appears, little 
or nothing arifes into Flower 
but the fineft Part of the Brim- 
ftone, which makes it much more 
fit for inward Ufe. The Flowers 
are a moft excellent Pectoral, 
being both cleanfing and balfa- 
mick, aid feem to be as well

fuited to the Difeafes of a Horfe’s

This is an admirable Remedy 
in all Diforders of the Breaft, 
proceeding from thick mucila- 
ginous Matter, which it attenu. 
ates and breaks, and fo loofens 
it, that it is eafily difcharged, 
and the Softnefs of the Oil, in 
fome Cafes, renders the Opera- 
tion of the Brimftone more mild 
and gentle, which may be he- 
-ceflary where the Conftitution is 
pretty much wafted, and thereby 
‘render'd unable to: bear a Me« 
dicine of too powerful an Eff- 
cacy. Jt may be given, from 
half an Ounce toa whole Ounce,

It 
is alfo of Ufe in outward Appli-

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Balfam of Sulphur, &c. 
in this laft Intention it is feldom 
us’d, there being many other 
Medicaments preferable to it, un-

of very, great Service in the Yel-

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_ This is one of the beft Cordial 
Waters in Ufe, and is accounted 
very efficacious in all Fevers of a 
malignant Kind; as every Ingre- 
dient is, more or lefs, adapted to 
raife the Spirits, and promote a 
Breathing through the Pores. It is 
_ alfo very grateful to the Stomach, 
which certainly muft render any 
Medicine the more efficacious: 


Quantity of a Pint, or a Pint and 
an half, withour any Diluter; 
and, when it is repeated two or 
three Times a Day, it cannot but 
be of Service in all infectious 
Cafes; and a Draught of it at any 
Time, when a Horfe has been 
furfeited. with a Glut of Proven- 
der, mutt yield him great Relief. 


Alexiterial Milk-Water. 


‘ Take Leaves of Meadow- 
Sweet, Carduus Bénedittus, 
Goats-Rue, Mint, and Worm- 
wood, of each five Handfuls, 
Rue three Handfuls, Angelica 
two Handfuls; bruife them all, 
and peur upon them three Gal- 
lons of new Milk, draw off in 
a cold Still to Drynefs, taking 

* Care not to burn it,” 


Dr. Quincy fays, If this be in- 
tended, as its Name imports, for 
anAlexipharmick, both the Ingre- 
dients are ill chofe, and the Man- 
ner of Diftillation will not raife 
any Thing of fuch Efficacy from 
thofeIngredients,which have fiuch 
Virtues in them; for, the firft 
three will give nothing but a 
Phlegm of neither Tafte, nor 
Scent, and will foon decay, as 
likewife does nothing elfe rife 
from the Milk : But, the Apothe- 
caries need no Advice in this laft 
Refpett, there being few, or none 
of them, that ufe any Thing but 
common Water, tho’ all the good 
Houfewives, both in Town and 
Country, retain the Milk, and 
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Alexiterial Milk-Water. 
believe the Water would be good 
for nothing without it. 

But, notwithftanding all the 
Faults may be found with this 
Compofition, it is certainly the 
beft Vehicle, as the above-cited 
Author obferves, for all fuch 
Things, as are fuited to malig- 
nant Difeafes, and, even itfelf 
contributes fomewhat to remove 
‘them. It is fo eafily made, and 
the Ingredients fo plentiful, that 
it is very much worth any one’s 
While, who has the Conveniency 
of a Still, to fet about it: And, 
indeed, nothing can be more 
grateful: to cool, and refrefh a 
Horfe, and nothing fo proper to 
mix with the ftronger Cordials, 
many of which would, of them- 
felves, be too hot and powerful 
to Creatures, who are not us’d 
to fpirituous Things. 

~ What arifes from the Mint and 
Wormwood renders it very a- 
greeable to the Stomach; and, if 
two or three Hornfuls of it be 
given every Day, for fome few 
Days, it will reftore loft Appetite. 
The Rue and Wormwood, and, in 
fine, all the Ingredients render it 
no Jefs ferviceable in deftroying 
of Worms, and attenuating thofe 
vifcid Crudities which breed them, 
in which Intention the Angelica 


alfo very much contributes, as it 


is a powerful Carminative, 

If the Meadow-Sweet, Carduus 
and Goats-Rué, caufe it to turn 
roapy or mothery ; when that is 
perceiv’d in Time, it may, ina 
sreat Meafure, be prevented, by 
a frefh Diftillation; or, by put 
ting a fmall Quantity of Brandy, 
or Spitit of Wine, to it; bur, 

thefe Accidents will not fo rea- 
dily happen, when Water is us’d 


Difpenfatory. Part it. 
Alexiterial Milk-Water.  — 

in the Diftillation inftead of Milk; 
for, the Phiegm, which arifes 
from the Parts of Animals (unlefs 
fuch as are faturated with volatile 
Salts) foon turns any Thing, with 
which it is mix’d, to Corruption, — 

No one can be at a Lofs in 
making this Water, becaufe it is 
fo extremely ufeful in all Families, 
and. makes an admirable Draught 
to quench Thirft, and to abate the 
uneafy Senfations of the Stomach; 
but, after a Debauch of Wine, it 
will be nothing the worfe, if it 
be mix’d with a moderate Portion 
of Brandy, or fome other good 
{pirituous Liquor. 


A Compound Gentian-Water, 


*‘ Take Gentian- Root fliced 
one Pound, Tops of common 
Wormwood and Camomile, of 
each five Handfuls, Rue oné 
Handful, Mint. two Handfuls, 
Galingal, Zedoary and Calamus 
Aromaticus, of each three Oun- 
ces, Cinamon and Cloves, of 
each an Ounce and an half, Let 
the grofler Ingredients be fhay’d 
down, or bruis’d in a Mortar, 
and the whole infus’d in a Gal- 
‘ lon of Spirit of Wine, two Gal- 
* lons of Milk-water; afterwards 
* draw off two Gallons.” 
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This is accounted an admirable 
Stomachick and Cordial, and may 
-be given, nor only in all Fevers, 

but, with the greateft Succefs 
imaginable, to reftore loft Appe- 
tite, Its Dofe, to a Horfe, is from 
half a Pint to a Pint,- or three 
half Pints, It may. be continu’d 
fbi eters for a whole Week, 
to reltore loft Appetite, keepin 
hiny bridled ere! Hours Hee. 
wards; 
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Aqua mirabilis. 
wards; hot, it may be mix’d 
with an equal Quantity of Milk- 
Water, to abate the Heat. 


Aqua mirabilis, or the wonderful 
Waiter. 


‘ Take of Cloves, Galingals, 
Cubebs, Mace, Cardemums, 
Nutmegs and Ginger, of each a 
Dram, Juice of Celandine halt 
a Pound, Spirit of Wine one 
Pint, White- Wine three Pints; 
digeit them altogether for the 
Space of twenty four Hours, 
then draw off one Quart.” 
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This may be made in a larger , 


Quantity, and, inftead of the Juice 
‘of Celandine, a Pint of Milk-Wa- 
ter may be made Ufe of for, no- 
thing avifes from the Celandine in 
 Diftillation but an infipidPhlegm , 
‘and this may be alfo a Caution to 
thofe, who make Ufe of the diftil- 
led Water of Celandine for Di- 


Aqua mirabilis, . 
Many Apothecaries make this 
Water, for Cheapnefs, of Pimen- | 
to, which is alfe call'd famaica- 
Pepper, or All Spice; and, when 
the Spirit is good and clean, it 
can hardly be diftinguifh’d from 
that which is genuine, becaufe the 
Ail Spice has many of the Proper- 
ties of other Spices, and, I am of 
Opinion, if Galingals be added, 
it will fall very. little, if at all, 
fhort of the other in its Efficacy ; 
and, therefore, an excellent Cor- 
‘diab and Carminative Water may 
be made according to the follow-: 
ing Recipe, which will alfo come 

very cheap, . 


§ Take Galingals an Ounce and 
an half, Samaica-Pepper two 
Ounces; let them be bruis’d 
and macerated in a Gallon of 
Spirit of Wine, then draw off 
one Gallon, and the Running

The Aqua mirabilis is certainly 
a very good Cordial, and, by rea- 
fon of the Heat and Warmth com- 
municated to it by the Spices, it 
becomes ferviceable in all cold 
Diforders of the Stomach and 
Bowels, proceéding from crude 
indigefted Matter: Jt greatly ra- 

rifies and expels Wind, where- 
fore, it is oftentimes of Service 
dn Cholick- Pains arifing from 
thence, If it be drawn'too low, 
the Oilinefs of the Spices will 
make it white, like Milk, but that 
wears off with Age, 


This may be given, to the 
Quantity of a Pint, or a Pint and 
an half, without being diluted; 
whereas, the firft Running will be 
fo hot with the Spices, and the 
Strength of the Spirit, that it mult 
be diluted with Milk-Water, or 
fome other fimall Liquor, at any 
Time when it is exhibited to an 
Horfe; and, the only Reafon of 
drawing it fo ftrong is, that it may 
keep the better, and for the farhe 
Reafon alfo, the fimall Running 
fhould always be us’d firft. 

Bur, it can never be amifs in 
the diftilling of Cordial. Waters, 
to put in a moderate Quantity of 
common fair Water, efpecially to 
thofe, where the Ingredients are 
apt to dry before all is obrain’d ; 

other- 
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Poppy, and Treacle-Water, 
otherwife the Operator muft ptt 
up with fome Lofs, and the In- 
gredients will be apt to burn. 


A Compound Poppy-Water. 


‘ Take Flowers of Wild Corn-

This is a very good Surfeit- 
Water, and may be given, to the 
Quantity of four, or fix Ounces; 
in a Decodtion of White Poppies, 
Mallows, and Marfh-Mallows, exc, 
and it will very much contribute 
to the Removal of fharp and yio- 
lent Cholicks, efpecially when 
proper Clyfters are alfo admini- 
fter’d ; for, the foporiferous Qua- 
lity in the Wild Poppy-Flowers 
will, by compofing the Spirits, 


very much tend to alleviate thofe . 


violent and fharp Pains that tore 
ment. the Bowels; as alfo the e- 
mollient Quality of theDecoGion, 
by fheathing up the fharp Points 
of the finlatne Matter, oe.

that itis very apt to turn fowre; 
and therefore, thofe, who make a 
pretty large Quantity, ufe Spirit of 
Wine, inftead of Canary. This is 
the moft us’d, of any, in Fevers; 


but efpecially thofe ofa malignant 


Kind, wherein it is very effetual, 
as it excites a continual Breathing, 
and, by attenuating the Humors, 
renders them fit to pafs through 
their proper Offices, ; 

Though it may be very conve- 
niently given to Horfes, fimply of 
itfelf, and may be of Service to 
them; yet I have, for the moft 
Part, order’d it as a Vehicle on- 
ly, and, in every Pint, caus’d an 
Ounce of Venice-Treacle to be dif- 
folv’d, but, we fhall take further 
Notice of this, when we come to 
treat of Cordial-Drinks, et.

AA Water to promote Urine. 


© Take Kernels of Black Cher- 
ries two Ounces, of Peach-Ker- 
nels fix Ounces, Bitter Almonds 
four Ounces; beat them into a 
thin. Pafte, with Malaga, “or 
Rhenifh Wine: Then take Seeds 
of Smallage, Treacle, Muftard, 
Gromwel and Parfley, of each. 
two Ounces, which beat alfo,

This is as much adapted. to 
Horfes, as any of the Cordial- 
Waters, and may be given, a 
Quart at a Time, and willbe ex- 
ceeding ferviceable in the Stran- 
gury, Pain-Pifs, and other Difor- 
ders of the Reins and Kidnies, It 
is alfo recommended in all Ob. 
firutions in the Vifcera, and In- 
fraGions of the Lungs ; and there. 
fore, to be ufeful in Dropfies, in 
the Jaundice, Afthma’s, and Pleu- 
rifies, exc, But the Expence is too 
great to render it ferviceable, in 
thefe Cafes, to Horfes, by reafon 
the Dofe muft be often repeated, 
before any great Matter can be 
expected from it; and therefore, 
as we intend a Multitude of o- 
ther Things to be inferted here- 
after, which fhall be nothing in- 
ferior to this, if not preferable, 
we only recommend it in fuch 
Cafes, where one or two Dofes 
may remove the moft urgent 
Symptoms, and thereby give Re- 
lief. Inftead of the Peach-Ker- 
nels, the Quantity of the Bitter 
Almonds may be increas’d. 


Diftill’a Compound Spirits, 


Thefe differ not very much 
from the Compound Waters a- 


bove inferted, as we have or- 


der’d moft of them to be drawn 
with Spirit of Wine: The firft 
Running being that which is 
call’d Spirit, and the latter, the 
Compound Water; and the fame 
Method is fo much praétis’d by 
all Apothecaries, ( who alfo ufe 
Spirit of Wine, inftead of Canary 
or White-Wine) that moft Cor- 
dial Waters, now in the Shops, 
are of a middle Nature; for, 
many of them will not keep any

Time, if they are made according 
to the received Prefcriptions. We 
fhall only infert fuch Spirits, as 
may be of greateft Service in 
the Difeafes of Horfes, without 
troubling the Reader with any 
Thing of Curiofity that Way ;

fhort Account of their moft noted 
Virtues, as we have already done, 
with refpect to the Compound 
Cordial Waters; yet, the parti. 
cular Management, in admini- 
{tering both the one and the 
other to Horfes, will be more 
fully fhewn, when we come to 
lay down the Method of making 
Cordial Drinks. 


Spirit of Wormwood: 


Of this there is the greater 
and leffer Compound. The lat- 
ter is hardly worth making, but 
the greater Compound is ac- 
counted a very good Stomachick, 
and a great Cordial. It is made 
of the Tops of Rossan and com- 
mon Wormwood, Galingals, Gin- 
ger, Calamus Aromaticus, Sage, 
Mint, Bawm, and feveral Car- 
minative Seeds, and good Spices 
diftill’d with Spanifp Wine, or . 
Spirit of Wine. The firft Rune 
ning is call’d the Spirit, and the 
next the Compound Wormwoad- 
Water, The Spirit may be given, 
to’ the Quantity of fix or ‘eight . 
Ounces, in any proper Vehicle, 
and the other at Difcretion, and 


will wonderfully warm, and 


comfort the Stomach, and raife 
the Spirits. : 

Spirit of Caftor: 

© Take the beft Rujia Caftor 


© twoOunces, Flowers of Laven- 
« der 
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3 Spirits. 
« der half an Ounce, Sage and 
« Rofemary of each two Drams, 
¢ Cinamon three Drams, Mace 
« and Cloves of each one Dram, 
‘ digeft in three Pints of Spirit of 
_* Wine, and draw off the Spirit.” 


This has all the fame Virtues 
as the Tin&ture of Caftor, but is 
accounted better in many Re- 
{pects, becaufe of the Aromaticks, 
It is a very good good Cordial, 
and particularly ferviceable in the 
Staggers, and in all Diforders of 
the Head, proceeding from the 
Nerves. It may be given, to the 


‘Quantity of two or three Ounces, 


in Milk- Water, or 2 Decodtion of 
Rue, Scordium, or Penny-Royal, 
or any other proper Vehicle, 


‘Spirit of Cinamon, or firong Ciua- 
a3, mon-Water. 


This is made, by digefting a 
Pound of Cinamon, fome Days, 


in a Gallon of redtified Spirit of’ 


Wine, and then drawing off fix 
Pints, and what comes off af- 
terwards, is call’d the Small Ci- 
namon-Water; the latter may 
be given at’ Pleafure, and the 
{trong Spirit, from three to fix 
Ounces. They are both of great 
_ Ufe, to fettle the Diforders of the 
Stomach and Guts, and to ftop 
- Loofenefs, oc, . 


Spirit of Saffron 


* Take of the beft Eyglifly Saf- 
* fron two Ounces, Spirit of

The Diftillation is repeated, 
by adding a leffer Quantity of 
Spirit, and, when that is drawn 
off, the whole is put back upon 
what remains in the Retort, and 
is drawn off, by a third Diftilla- 
tion, that the Spirit may be well 
impregnated with the Saffron;

Both the Extraét and the Spi- 
rit are certainly as great a Cor- 
dia], as the Materia Medica af- 
fords ; but they are fo dear, that 
they can hardly be comply’d 
with to any Horfe, in a full Dofe; 
but, by a skilful Management, 
a leffer Quantity may even be 
given to Horfes of {mall Value, 
with other Things, that are 
cheap, and do admirable Service, 
as fhall be fhewn hereafter. 


Spirit of Black Cherries. 


‘ Take any Quantity of Black 
Cherries, bruife them fo, as to 
break all the Stones and Ker- 
nels, then let them ftand till 
they ferment; and draw off 
what is fpirituous, by an A- 
lembjck : Or, 

€ Take any Quantity of Cher- 
ries, that have been infus'd in 
Brandy; bruife them, as above, 
and throw them into a Still, 
and draw off to a Drynefs.”’ 
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This is rather the beft Huf 
bandry, as the chief Virtue lies 


in the Stones and Kernels; the 


firft Running will make the Spi- 
rit, and the Remainder, a very 
good Black Cherry-Water, and

what it obtains from the Brandy. 
They are both accounted Cordi. 
al, and are, no doubt, very pro- 
per Vehicles for Cordial Drinks, 
as they contribute very much to 
thofe Intentions. The Small Wa- 
ter may be given at Pleafure, 
and the Spirit, to the Quantity 
of four, five, or fix Ounces, di- 
luted with the other, ' 


Spirit of Treacle Camphirated, 


¢ Take Venice-Treacle five 
Ounces, Myrrh ten Drams, 
Saffron half an Ounce, Cam- 
phire twoDrams, Spirit of Wine 
rectified ten Ounces; put'them 
_into a Retort, and draw off to 
a Drynefs in a Sand-Heat.” 


This is certainly one of the 
beft Cordial Spirits that ever was 
devis’d, only, that ir is liable 
to the fame Objections, as fome 
other of the Compound Spirits, 
becaufe of its Price, which is 
chiefly rais’d, upon account of 
the Saffron; a Retort is certain] 
the beft Inftrument to make bol 
this, and the Spirit of Saffron, 
becaufe of its Clofenefs, and the 
Regularity of the Heat; but 


thofe, who have not the Conye-. 


niency of a Sand-Furnace, may 
draw them off in a fmal!l Alem- 


bick, if all the Junétures be care-. 


fully luted, and avery moderate 
and equal Fire be kept under it. 
It may be given, to: the Quantity 
of an Ounce, or upwards, in any 
Cordial Drench, or other proper 
Vehicle, and will be of admirab!e 
Service in all Cafes, where a Cor- 
dial Medicine is requir’d, but par- 
ticularly, in potrid and malignant 
Fevers, and will contribute great-

ly to attenuate the Vifcidities of 

the Blood, and render them fit to 

pafs thro’ the Pores of the Skin, 

and all their proper Outlets, 

A large Dofe of this Medicine 
will ftand the Maker in a Shilling 
or Eighteen Pence; and, if it be 
repeated three or four Times a 
Day, as may be neceffary in 
fome very malignant Diftempers, 
it would foon amount to a con- 
fiderable Expence : But, that the 
Practitioner may be able to ma- 
nage fuch Things to the greateft 
Advantage, we have laid down 
,the following Example, which 
may be obfery’d in the like Cir- 
cumftances, 

Suppofing a Horfe to have 
fome malignant Diftemper upon 
him, and, that you obferve him 
under a very great Oppreffion,; 
and, perhaps, has got Swellings 
‘in the Kernels“under his Jaws, 
as is ufual to fome young Horfes, 
in Diftempers which admit of a 
critical Evacuation. If, in this 
Cafe, you adminifter Balls made 
of Venice-Treacle, Mithridate, 
Powder of Gentian, Bay-Berries, 
Birth-wort, and fuch like Things, 
a Dram or two of this Camphi- 
‘rated Treacle Spirit, or Spirit of 
Saffron, may be mix’d with every 
Dofe, which will be of very great 
Service, as it will add to the Effie 
cacy of the Medicine, and, at the 
fame Time, in fo fmall a Quanti- 
ty, will not very much advance 
the Price, Thefe Spirits may alfo 
be given after the fame Manner, 
in any other Cordial Water, or . 
Cordial Drink,where they willadd 
to the Efficacy of the Medicine. 

Thofe, who have the Oppor- 
tunity of making fuch Things, 


can be at no Lofs by them, be- 


caufe

~ atid therefore, that all under this 
Denomination are to be regarded

This is of good Ufe inwardly 
to the human Body, in Pettorat 
Diforders; but, to Horfes, it is 
chiefly beneficial to be apply’d, 
as a Cataplafm, to the Eyes, 
when'they are hot and inflam'd: 
In the fame Manner, may be 
made the Conferves of moft 
Herbs and Flowers, but Roots 
will keep well enough, with a 
double Quantity of Sugar.

ing, The laft are, for this Rea- 
fon, of a’ thicker Confiftence 
than the former; and, ‘when 
they are given to Horfes, either 
as a Purge, or a Cordial, they 
are diffolv'd in’ fome proper Li- 
quid, and given, by Way of 
Drench, or made up into a Pafte 
with Flour, and other dry Ingfe- 
dients; which is, indéed, the moft 
convenient Way of giving them 
to Horfes, becaufe they could 
never be brought to fwallow 
them, without a deal of Trouble,

they have a Mind to ftrengthen 
its Operation, add the Powder of 
Agarick, or Rhubarb, to it;which 
are alfo very mild.

Opium is not al- 
waysneceflary, for, both of them

But, that the Dofe may no Ways” 
become defective, upon that Ac- 
count, two Drams of crude Opi- 
um may be fubftituted fora Dram 
and an half; and this is fully as 
much‘ as the Difference can be, 
confidering that the fticky Part of, 
the Opium is much the lighteft; . 
as for the Galbanum, the Quan- 
tity is alfo fo {mall, that half an 
Ounce may eafily be pick’d out 
very clean from a large Quantity. 
The Sugar of Rofes is made, 
by diffolving a Pound of Loaf-

This is a great Cordial and A- 
ftringent, and is, therefore, pro- 
per in all Loofeneffes, and in all 
Defluxions of Rheum, fuch as 
frequently happen in Colds, It 
may be given, from three to fix 
Ounces, diffoly’d in warm Ale,

or Canary; and to anfwer any 
important Intention, as the ftop- 
_ ping of fome exceflive Scouring, 
“a-few Grains of the Opium may 
“be diffolv’d in a little Milk-Wa- 
ter, and mix’d with it: But, when 
to ftop a violent Loofene(s, it is 
of moft immediate Efficacy, by 
» Way of Clyfter ; for, the Heat of 
the Ingredients, join’d to the nar- 
cotick Quality of the Opium, im- 
mediately removes all Senfe of 
Pain in the Bowels, and, by that 
Means, leffens the Determination 
of the Blood and Spirits into thofe 
Parts, The Bole, and Lemnian 
Earth alfo, a& as Abforbents, and 
dry up the fuperfluous.

But, Care ought conftantly to

The Extra& of Juniper, in fo 
large a Quantity, muft needs make 
this Medicine very deterfive and 
cleanfing, and to work powerfully 
byUrine,which is fometimes very 
neceflary in malignant and putrid 
Diftempers ;. it muft likewife be 
much more warm and comfort- 
able to the Guts, and, therefore, 
give the greater Relief in Cholick 
Diforders : But, in other Refpects, 
the Eleétuary is not one W hit bet- 
ter, nor, perhaps, fo good as the 
Diapente; the Virtues being eafi- 
_ lier retain’d in Powder, than in 
the Form of an Electuary, that be- 

ing liable to ferment, unlefs great 
Care be taken, both in the making 
— of it, and likewife in preferving 


it. But, it cannot be very liable to. 


thefe Inconveniences, when made 
with the Extra@, according to Sol- 
leyfell’s Method, What Sort of 
Treacle that is, which he menti- 
ons to be fold to the Farriers at 
Paris, we cannot indeed judge ; 
but, we are fure, a very good 
‘Treacle may be made under that 
Price in London.

This, he fays, is an exact Des 
fcription of Orvietan, which he 
dares warrant to be true, fince 
that, which he has feen thus pre~ 
par’d, has the Tafte, Smell, Co- 
lour, Conftancy, and Virtue of 
the beft Orvietan, fo that it may 
be confidently depended on, and 
made Ufe of, not only for Horfes, 
but for Men, and fays, it’s well 
known at Paris. If the Goats- 
Rue cannot be had, he fays,- 
Cinquefoil may be fubftituted in 
its Stead: And thofe who are 
willing, ar any Rate, to make 
the utmoft Improvement of this 
Medicine, may add four Ounces 
of the Hearts arid Livers of Vi- 
pers, to the like Quantity of the . 
Powder of thofe Animals pre- 
fcrib’d-in the Compofition; but, | 
fo confiderable an Addition raifes © 
the Price of the Remedy fo high, 
that it is only fit for Men, or 
Horfes of Value. 

He obferves further, That Or- 
vietan is a durable Medicine, and. 
of excellent Ufe, in all Cafes that 
require Heat, or, at leaft, where 
Heat is not to be avoided. That 
it is very ufeful for Horfes, wae

have a weak Stomach, and little 
Appetite, or totally forfake their 
Meat; and for thofe, who have 
eat a vetiomous Plant, or Animal, 
or, are fufpected to be poifon'd. 


That it raifes lean and wafted 


Horfes, and deftroys the Worms, 
that breed in their Bodies, and 
makes them pine away; but, 
that it muft not be us’d till three 
Months after it is prepar’d; for; 
fo long it muft ferment, before 
it‘comes to Perfection. That it 
may be given, by Way of Pre- 
vention, to Horfes; that have 
kept Company with others that 
were fick of contagious Difeafes ; 
and, with good Succefs, to Oxen, 
that are troubled with the Cho- 
lick, whom it makes dung very 
plentifully, gives them prefent 
Eafe, and quickly cures ‘them ; 
and, befides that, it helps thofe 
who have fwallow’d a Spider, or 
any other venomous Creature. It 
muft be given in Wine, and the 
Horfe to be afterwards walk’d, 
well cloath’d, who, perhaps, will 
{weat, and recover. 

All the Ingredients of this Or- 
vietan, excepting two or three, 
are very good; but, notwith- 
ftanding the extraordinary Virtues 
that Author afcribes to it, its 
Contrivance is fo ill, that it can 
do but little Service, unlefs it be 
given in a very large Dofe, or be 
repeated every Hour of the Day, 
which would: be very inconveni- 
ent, becaufe of the large Quan- 
tity of Honey, which goes into 
the Compofition, there being 
near a Pound, to every moderate 
Dofe, of the Ingredients that are 
of any Efficacy. 

But what is yet worfe, and 
mutt needs give the lefs Credit to 


_ An Orvietan, 
this Orvietan, is.the fermenting 
of it; which is a manifeft Injury 
to all fuch Medicines, as, by that 
Means; their volatile Parts,where- — 
in the greateft Efficacy lies, make 
their Efcape; but the Error is yet 
thegreater, as there is fome Quan- 
tity of the Flefh of Vipers in it, 
for, that will be apt, when fer- 
mented, to make it ftink, and 


turn ufelefs, as would alfo the 


Flefh of any other Anima! ; and, 
therefore, I am apt to believe, 
this Medicine has, like many o- 
ther Quack-Remedies, been taken 
from fome good Hand, at firft; 
from whofe Namevit has obtain’d 
its Reputation, but has been, in 


thisManner, fophifticated by fome " 


illiterate; conceited Perfon, to 
make a Gain of it. Fhe Anct- 
ents us’d often to prefcribe fuch 
Things, not only in epidemica 
Sickneffes, but likewife in feveral 


chronical Diftempers ; and parti- 


cularly, in the Lepra, ahd in fcro-_ 
phulous Difeafes, which are thé 
fame with the Evil ; but then they 
were often made up; not to an< 
{wer the End, asa prefent Anti- 
dote, but were exhibited in the 
Way of Diet: And thus the Flefh 
of the Viper was fometimes dry’d; 
and powder’d, and bak’d into a 
Sort of Bread, with othe# medi- 
cinal Simples; that were look’d 
upon as Refifters of Poifon and 
Infection ; fometimes they were 
order’d in Broths and Jellies, and 
fometimes drefs’d after the Man- 
ner of Fifh: And thefe, in chros 
nical Cafes, were the chief Part 
of the Patients Diet, until fuch 
Time as the Difeafe was rooted 
out. 
We may; therefore, very rea- 
fonably believe, that thisMedicing 
has, 
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, An Orvietan. 

has, by its firft Author, been only 
defign’d, as.a Sort of medicinal 
Diet, made up into a Kind of 
Bread, with Crumbs of Bread and 
Walnuts, with as much Syrup, or 
Honey, as would make it into a 
{tiff Pafte, ferrnented fo, as to 
dry light in the Sun, or to be 
gently bak’d in an Oven: Bur, 
that the Addition of fo large a 
Quantity of Honey, and after- 
wards fermenting it, in the Man- 
nev direéted, feems to be a meer 
Innovation, which has been no 
Advantage, but a Prejudice to the 
Medicine ; which will appear rea- 
fenable to any one, who has the 
leaftAcquaintance in thofeThings, 
or will duly confider what we have 
faid concerning it. 

But, befides the Faults we have 
already found with this Medicine, 
we look upon it to be defective, 


and wanting in fome of thofe. 


Things, that might, more reafon- 
ably, make it deferve the Name 
of an Orvietan: And, it feems, it 
has rot always fucceeded \accor- 
ding to its great Title; for, Solley- 
fell prefers a Dofe of the Powder 
of Vipers, even to it; tho’ I muft 
need fay, there can be no great 
Miracles wrought by the Quantity 
he orders, which is but half an 
Ounce, unlefs there be other 
Counter-poifons to go along with 
it, or, that it is often repeated. 
In fine, the Medicine may be 
much better preferv’d in Powder 
kept in a Glafs well cover’d ; and, 
if to the W hole be added anOunce 
of Camphire, and an Ounce and 
an half of Saffron, with the fame 
Quantity of Myrrh, it will bea 
compendious Medicine enough, 
which is chiefly to be ftudy’d, 
with refpeét to, Horfes; and then 
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an Ounce and an half, or two 

Ounces, will make a fufficienc 

Dofe, which may be given in| 

Wine orAle. And, becaufeit willbe 

a hard Matter, to get fuch aQuan- 


tity of dry’d Vipers, as is requir'd, 


without fome Expence; inftead of | 
them, may be taken an Ounce of 
the Root Contrayerva,Scordium, 
Savin, and Penny-Royal, of each 
an Handful, and the Dofe will 
come as cheap as any Thing of 
the Kind, the Saffron being the 
deareft Ingredient in it, yi 

When it is thus managed, it 
will go nigh to anfwer in moft of 
thofe Intentions, in which the 
Sieur de Solley/ell recommended it; 
tho’, without the Vipers, it may 
not be fo effectual, in raifing lean 
and decay’d Horfes; for, thefe 
have been, in moft Ages, account- 
ed the greateft of all Reftoratives, 
as well as an effectual Antidote 
againft Poifon and Malignity. 

We might add many other 
Forms of Orvietans, both from 
the Writings of Phyficians, and 
from the Books of Farriers, which 
have been originally taken from 
the former, and only alter’d to 
their own Fancy and Liking ; but, 
we fhall content, ourfelves with 
thofe, which have been the uni- 
verfally approv’d Orvietans for 
many Ages, and with the Additi- 
on, and Mixture of other Medi- 
cines, or fingly by themfelves in 
full Dofes, have been conftantly 
made Ufe of as fuch.

This, as has been obferv'd, is 
one of the great Capital Medt- 
cines; and is, indeed, of univer- 
fal Aécount, .being very much 
us’d both to Man and Beaft. It is 
both a Cordial, an Opiate, and 
a Sudorifick, for which Reafon 
nothing fucceeds better in the 
Beginning of a Cold, or, is more 
adapred to peftilential and malig- 


nant Diftempers, It is fo power- 


‘ful, that it often earries off a 
Cold, only by taking one. fingle 
Dofe; and, by being often re- 
"peated, it will often overcome the 
moft inveterate Sicknefs, It is 
alfo as good a Prefervative as 
any ina fickly contagious Sea- 
fon; and, if four or five Ounces 
(which is the full Dofe toa Horfe) 
be given in.a Pint of warm Ale, 
after hard Riding; or after a Sur- 
 feit of Eating, or after the eating 
- of any unwholefome Food, or 
foon after an Horfe has been ex- 
pos’d to the Night-Fogs, or has 
ftood in the Stable with infected 
Horfes; if he be cloth’d pretty 
warm at the fame Time, it will 
_ go nigh to prevent all the ill Con- 
fequences that can happen to 
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Mithridate. 
him; and the Dofe will not a- 
mount very high, to thofe who 
make it themfelves. __ 

But, befides the Ufes this Medt- 
cine is put to, fingly by irfelf, itis 
alfo of no fimal! Service, in. Com- 
pofitioh with others, to anfwer 
many particular Intentions of 
Importance ; .as, for Inftance, ie 
is fometimes us’d to convey Sub- 
ftances of the greateft Efficacy, . 
which could not be fo proper in 
any otherVehicle, It is alfo very 
ufeful, in outward Applications to 
invenom’d Bites and Wounds, 
and, as a Cataplafm, in divers 
other Cafes, All the dry Sub- 
{tances, when made into Powder, 
may be kept in that Form, ina 
Wide-mouth’d Glafs, prefled well 
down, and cover’d with a Piece 
of Bladder, and ty’d over with 
Leather, and may be given in all 
the fame Intentions, to the Quan 


.tity of an Ounce, an Ounce and 


an_half;.or two Ounces, accors 
ding to the Strength, Age, and 
Conftitution of the Horfe; and 
will come as cheap as the forry 
Stuff the Country Apothecaries 
fell for Horfe-Spi¢e, which is 
commonly nothing but the Re- 
fufe of their Shops, 
It may alfo be given, by Way 
of Clyfter; but, inthis refped, 
the Electuary is the moft proper 
Form, becaufe it will diffolve 
more equally in any Broth or 
Decoétion; and, indeed; nothing 
can be more ferviceable in re- 
moving violent Cholicks, and all 
Manner of Pain in thé Bowels, 
as there are many warm.and com- 
fortable Ingredients init; but, in 
the ftopping of Loofeneffes, it 
falls fomewhat fhore of the Dia- 
feordium, that being chiefly cal- 
ip culated 
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Treacle. 

culated as an Aftringent ; but, if 
the Diafcordium has the Adyan- 
tage of ir, in that Refpect, the 
Mithridate is preferable in fome 
others, and particularly, as it 
is of Service in deftroying of 
Worms; for herein few Things 
excel ir, efpecially, if it be given 
in a Decodtion of the Bitter 
Apple, Rue, Savin, or fuch like 
Things: But, we fhall, under the 
Title of Clyffers, exhibit fome 
Forms for that Purpofe. 


Venice-Treacle, 


This is alfo call’d the Theriaca, 
or Treacle of Andromachus, its 
Author, who was Phyfician to 
Nero. It is the capital Alexi- 
-pharmick of all Earope, there be- 
ing no Country, wherein it is not 
greatly-us’d. Itis call’d Venice- 
Treacle, only becaufe there have 
been great Quantities made there, 

and tranfported from thence to 
other Parts: But, we think, ie 
may not be amifs to advertife the 
Reader, that what is fold for it, 
in Tin-Pots, is a meer Cheat, 
and only madein London, and the 
Italian Bills printed here: But 
befides, if it was true and genu- 
ine from Venice, it cannot excel 
our own, nor come cheaper than 
that which is made here, as we 
have all the Ingredients in greater 
Plenty than they, theVipers only 
excepted, which is the chief Thing 
has given them a Reputation for

It is a very tedious and trouble- 
fome Medicine to make, becaufe 
of the vaft Number of Ingredi- 
ents that are in it; and, as it can 
have but few Virtues beyond 
what are to be met with in the 


ee: Treacle, 
Mithridate, we are of Opinion, 
thofe, who make the one, need 
not give themfelves the Trouble 
of making the other. 

This Medicine has, ever fince 
it was firft devis’d by its Author, 
been in general Efteem, as to the 
Whole, infomuch, that fome 
have even conceiv'd great Things 
from the united Efficacy of fuch 
a.vaft Number of Ingredients; 
yet, there are others, who have 
condemn’d many Ingredients in 
it, as being either ufelefs, or not 
altogether agreeable to the main 
Defign of it; among whom is 
Dr. Quincy, who has compos’d 
very compendious Forms of mak- 
ing both it, and the Mithridate, 
having left out of the Treacle 
above twenty Ingredients, an 
fome few out of the Mithridate; 
but, at the fame Time, has been 
careful, fo to increafe the other, 
as the Opium may ftill have the 
fame Proportion to the Whole. 
Thofe, therefore, that have a 
Mind to be further inftru&ed a- 
bout it, may confult his Compleat 
Englifh Difpenfatory.

The Dotfor’s, or, The Apothecary’s 


Treacle, It is much cheaper than 
. either the Mithridate, or Venice. 
Treacle ; and therefore, in the 
Country, thereis a greater De- 
mand for it than in Town: But, 
Dr. Quincy obferves, that it is but 
a very indifferent Compofition; 
and fays, that even Salmon has 
‘mended it much, tho’ his is alfo 
avery odd Medley. 

It is certain, moft of the In- 
gredients are very good, taken 
fingly; but, in the Manner they 
are here difpos’d, the Medicine 
can be of little, or no Efficacy, 
in thofe Intentions for which it 
was defign’d : But, as it is, in the 
main, a warm Medicine, it may 
fometimes fucceed in the Begin- 
ning of Colds and Surfeits, fo as 
to promote Sweat, when there is 
already a previous Difpofition to 
{weat; but, where that is, it may 
be fometimes effectuated, by a 
Drench of warm Ale, with a little 
Ginger, or any other Spice in tt. 
It makes a very good difcutient 
Cataplafm, and is often us’d by 
Surgeons, to difcufs obftinate 
Swellings. It may be us’d by 
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Treacle; 
Farriers in the fame Intentions, 
to very good Purpofe, as it con- 
tributes very much to attenuate 
the Humors, and help them the 
more eafily to perfpire, or fit 
them to return back again with 
the refluent Blood.

In all epidemical Sickneffes it 
may be given, with admirable 
Succefs, from twoOunces to three 
or four, and may be repeated e- 
very Day once, diffoly’d in warm 
Ale.

-by promoting Sweat,+ Urine, or

If the Ingredients are hard e- 
nough to pafs into a Powder, it 
may be alfo kept in that Form, 
in a thick Glafs, cover’d up very 
clofe: But, the Dofe muft be let 
fen’d to an Ounce, or an Ounce 
and an half, becaufe of the Honey.

HAT comes under this Sec- 

\\ tion, are chiefly fuchThings, 
_as are proper to be given in Sub- 
ftance, and preferv’d in Powder, 
as thofe of the foregoing Section 
are beft kept in Form of an Elec- 
tuary : But yet, there are many 
order’d to be prefery’din Powder, 
which, in themfelves,are very unfit 
for it; for fome, particularlySpices, 
and allAromaticks,as they abound 
with volatile Parts, are therefore 
_ very aptito lofe their Virtue by 
long keeping, and others, that 
have many Ingredients of a fat 
and untuous Nature, will, when 
kept any Time in Powder, turn 
xancid or mufty, and of thisKind 
are divers Seeds, and fome mu- 
cilaginous Roots, the one being 
divefted of its outward Cafe, or 
Skin, and the other of its Bark; 
and likewife, having its Solidity 
deftroy’d by powdering, fo that 
Ahey are {poil’d of their Virtue, 


by the leaft Impreffions of a 
moift Air; and fome are even 
difficult enough to be preiery’d, 
though their natural Texture be 
no ways alter’d, Therefore, all 
thefe Powders, excepting fuch as 
are compounded of very dry In- 
gredients, Woods, and fome 
particular Roots, or Herbs, or 
the Powders of Earths, Stones, 
and Metals, ec. ought only to be 
made in a fmall Quantity, that 
fome may be conftantly in Rea- 
dinefs for Balls or Drinks ; other- 
wife, if they be long kept, they 
will be liable to one or other of 
the Inconveniencies, we have 
already taken Notice of.

This is an excellent good Cor- 
dial, and may be given, to the 
Quantity of an Ounce, or an 
Ounce and an half, when an 
Horfe’s Spirits have been ex- 
haufted and wafted by any lin- 
gering Sicknefs, It is alfo very 
ferviceable in the Staggers, and 
in all Diforders of the Head, as 
it will rouze the Spirits toa more 
brisk and lively Motign, and like- 
wife increafe their Quantity: the 
propereft Vehicle is Milk-Water, 
with a {mall Quantity of Com- 

. pound Briony-Water ; but, if the 
Horfe be not worth fo much Ex- 
pence, fome of our cheaper 
Powders may be made Ufe of, 
or the fame may be given in 
warm Ale, which will fomewhat 
Jeflen the Expence.

‘ Take Flowers of Rofemar 
 dry’d (or, inftead of them) the 
* Flowers of Lavender two 
© Ounces, Red Rofes, Violets, 
* Liquorice, of each an Ounce 
* and an half; Cloves, Spikenard, 
‘ Nutmegs, Cinamon, Galingals, 
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* Zedoary, Mace, Aloes, Wood, 
the Lefler Cardamums, Seeds of 
Anife and Dill, of each three 
Drams; make them into a 
Powder, according to Art.’ 

This is but little alter’d from 
that which ftands in the Zondow- 
Difpenfatory, under the Name of 
Species Dianthus, or, the Come 
pound Powder of Rofemary- 
Flowers; but thefe are fo fcarce 
in Exgland, that, to Horfes, we are 
feign’d to fubftitute thofe of La- 
vender, as their Succedaneum, 
which are plentiful enough every 
Where. Itis cheaper than the 
preceding, and perhaps, nothing 
inferior to it, excepting in fome 
malignantCafes, where theSaffron 
may be requir’d. It invigorates 
the Spirits, warms the Blood in 
cold Conftitutions, whether by 
Age, orany Accident; ftrengthens 
the Stomach, and will be of the 
greateft Service to a Horfe, after 
exceflive purging, and when his ~ 
Body happens to be brought low, 
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‘and is greatly worn, by any vio- 


lent, or long continu’d Exercife. 
It is alfo, asthe ’fore-going, of 
very great Service in the Megrim, 
the Staggers, and all Diforders 
of the Head, and may be given 
in the fame Quantity, and ti 
ed oncé a Day, until the Horfe 
begins to recover his wonted 
Strength and Vigour. 


Another for the Staggers. 


* Take Roots of Piony, Dit- 
* tany, Mifletoe of the Oak, of

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This is not only a good Cor-

Tho’ this is, by all Farriers,

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terative. It is recommended for 
all Difeafes, and reckon’d a good 
Antidote againft Sicknefs, and all 
Manner of Infection; but, the 
Method of giving a fingle Dofe, 
or two, can have but vefy little 
Efficacy, it being chiefly appro- 
priated to chronical Difeafes, as, 
the Yellows and Jaundice, the 
Diforders of the Reins and Kid- 
nies, the Diftempers of the Breaft, 


and all fluggifh and heavy Indif-, 


pofitions, wherein it is certainly 
a very good Remedy, if it be 
often repeated : But, the Treacle 
Diateffaron, with Extract of Juni- 
per, is yet more efficacious in all 
thefe Cafes. See Zreacle Diate/- 
faron. 


An Univerfal Cordial Powder 
from Solleyfell. 


‘ Take Saflafras, Zedoary, E- 
lecampane, Gentian, Carline 
Thiftle, Angelica, Cubebs, Spa- 
nifh Scorzonera, Mafterwort, 
and Marfh-Mallows, of each 
half a Pound, Birthwort, Round 
and Long Bay-Berries, Barks of 
Oranges, Citrons, Savin, of 
each four Ounces, Cardamums, 
Liquorice, Myrrh, Shavings of 
Harts. Horn and Ivory, Corian- 
der-Seed, Seeds of Caraway, 
Cumin, Anife, and Fennel, 
of each two Ounces, Cinamon, 
an Ounce, Cloves, Nutmegs, 
Oriental (or rather Engli(h) Saf- 
fron, of each half an Ounce; 
all frefh, and gather’d in due

Virtue of this Medicine lies in the 
Powder of Tin; which fee in the 
foregoing Pars. : 
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Ho’*moft of the Medicines 

_we have defcrib’d, in the 
two preceding Sections, may con- 
veniently, enough be brought into

made to anfwer fome important 
Intentions, fo conveniently, in 
any other. And, thus, fome of the. 
capital Electuaries are oftentimes 
us’d, only as proper Vehicles, 
into which dry Subftances of 
fome particular Efficacy are to 
be incorporated, which are ne- 
ceflarily, by this Management, 
_ brought into the Confiftence of 
a Pafte, that may be either made 
into the Form of a Ball, and 
fwallow'd down whole, or dif-

folv’d in fome proper Liquid, to 
be given by Way of Drench, ac- 
cording as it happens moft agree- 
able to the Nature of the Ingre- 
dients ef which it is compounded ; 
for, thofe made of Ingredients, 
that are light, may be conftantly 
diffolv’d, and given, by Way of 
Drench, in any proper Liquid, 
unlefs refinous Subftances have 
the Predominant in them, which, 
as has been already obferv’d, are . 
apt to run into Lumps, making 
them not only troublefome to 
take, but fometimes hurtful; bur, 
where there isa fcrupulous Exact- 
nefs to be obfery'd in the Dofe of 
any Medicine, or, where the Ingre- 
dients of main Intention happen 
to be heavy, and compounded of 
metalline Subftances, a {tiff Form 
is the only one in which they can 
be rightly adminifter’d ; all which 
fhall be carefully obferv’d in our 
enfuing Directions under each 
Medicine. _ 

There is alfo another Form of 
Medicines call’d Troches, which is 
yet more folid than that which is 
commonly made into Pafte, or 
Balls, This was chiefly introduc’d 
to render fome Things palatable, 
which, in themfelves, were un- 
pleafant; and of this Kind, are 
all thofe little Cakes, or Lozen- 
ges, medicinal Sugar-Plumbs, and. 
fuch like Things, which are, to 
this Day, fometimes prefcrib’d to 
Perfons of a {queamith Palate ;

Trochifti Albi Rhafis, or, the 
White Treches of Rhafis, 


‘ Take White Lead, that has 
been wath'd 
ten Drams, Gum Sarcocol three 
Drams, White Starch two 
Drams, Gum Arabick and Tra- 
gon, of each one Dram, Cam- 
phire half a Dram; diffolve 
the Gums in Rofe-Water, and

Half an Ounce of thefe Tro- 
ches, diffolv’d in four Ounces of 
Rofe-Water, Plantane- Water, or 
W hite-wine, make a very gentle, 
and fafe Colyrium for the Eyes, 
to aflwage Inflammations, and 
repel hot Rheums and Defluxions, 
which oftentimes, in the Begin- 
ning, need no ftronger Applica- 
tion. If the fame be diffolv’d in 
Emetick Wine, they will fome- 
times clear the Eyes of Specks and 
Films, and other Impurities, and 
will alfo contribute to the clean- 
fing, and healing of Ulcers, ec.

€ Take a Bufhel of ripe and 
black Juniper-Berries, gather’d

The Author obferves, That 
thefe Balls are, by this Manag e- 
ment, brought to fuch a hard, 
and compact Confiftence, that 
the Air cannot penetrate them, 
fo that they may be kept an Age, 
if they be made in Summer, it 
being difficult to dry them in the 
Winter; befides that, they are 
apt to turn mouldy, if they are 
not kept in a Stove, or Skellet ; 
he fays, If once they are dry, 
they lofe not their Virtue; and 
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Balls, or any other medicinal 
Form, may be made, according . 
to Rule, with more Eafe and 
Facility, and, at the fame Time, 
with as little Expence, as when 
that is altogether neglected. 

The common and ordinary 
Way of making Horfe-balls is, 
by adding a fufficient Quantity 
of Flour, to cement and bind 
them together, which ferves very 
well for that Purpofe, not only, 
as itis of an adhefive Nature, 


the Addition of the Mucilage of but alfo, as it makes up Part of 


the Juniper-berries, which ferves, 
as a Cement, to unite the Parts 
of the Powder, does'alfo very 
much augment its Efficacy : For, 
thofe Berries alone, being en- 
dow’d with admirable Virtues, 
are good for the Stomach and 
Breaft, provoke Urine, and miay 
be juftly call’d, The Treacle of the 
Germans. He obferves further, 
That the Powder may be made 
up into Balls, without any muci- 
Jaginous, or glewy Subftance, by 
“putting the Powder into a large 
Mortar, and mixing ‘it witl a 
little Cordial Water, or Scorzo- 
nera, or fuch like; and, after 
you have beaten, and mix’d them 
with the Peftle, pour in more 
Water, and continue to beat,

Thefe are very cheap, and, by 
a continu’d Ufe, will root out 
the Staggers, ec. 
© Take Myrrh and Affa fetida, 
of each two Drams, Amonia- 
cum and Raffia-Caftor, of each 
one Dram, Volatile Salt of Am- 
ber one Scruple, Cinabar fix 
Drams, Oil of Nutmegs half a 
Dram, Oil of Amber, what is 
‘ fufficient to make it into a ftiff 
‘ Pafte; form it into one, or 
* two Balls, for one Dofe.’ 

This can only be comply’d 
with, to an Horfe of very great 
Value, becaufe of the Caftor, 
Salt of Amber, and Oil of Nut-__ 
megs, which are very dear. It 
has not only the Virtues of the 
preceding Balls, whereby it is ef- 
feétual in ooting out the Caufe 
of the Staggers, and all thofe Dif- 
orders from whence they pro- 
ceed ; but alfo, of immediately 
carrying off the moft urgent Sym- 
ptoms, by which Means, the Dife 
temper is much fooner conquet’d 
and overcome, Thefe laft mutt be 
fwallow’d,

© Take of the fineft and clean- 
eft Ajfa foetida, Bay-bervies of 
Provence, ox Italy, and Cinabar 
in Powder, of each a Pound; 
incorporate ‘them in a brafs 
Mortar, with a fufficient Quan- 
tity of Aqua Vite, and make up 
the Mafs into Pills, weighing 
fourteen Drams each, which 
muft be laid in a convenient 
Place to dry.’

_ Farcy, and drive Worms out of 
the Body; he recommends them 

_ for the Army, where the Wounds 
of Horfes muft be cur’d with all 
Expedition, and concludes, that 
their Effects are wonderful, and 
almoft incredible, 

. It 1s very certain, that both 
Ahefe, and the feveral Forms of 
‘Pills we have already inferted, 
are very effectual in all thefe 
Cafes. They déftroy Worms by 
the fame Virtues, which render 
almoft all mineral Bodies effec- 
tual that Way. They purify the 
Blood, and root out the Farcy, 
and get the betrer of many other 
~chronical Diftempers, by their 
extraordinary Efficacy alfo in the 
Cinabar, in openingObftructions, 
and promoting the Circulation of 
the Blood in Places where the 
Veflels have been almoit quite 
ftopp’d up. In what relates to 
. their Curing of Wounds, though 
their Author chiefly recommends 
them for that Purpofe, ‘having 
inferted them in his Chapter of 
Wounds, they come only as ad-

They will keep fome Years, if 
there were even more volatile In- 
gredients in them, becaufe thefe 
would be fo much entangled and — 
bound up in the Affa fetida, as 
not to be able to make their E- 
fcape, The Oil of Amber, or 
Balfam of Sulphur, is a more 
fuitable Ingredient, to relax all 
fuch Balls, than Aqua Vita, and, 
before they are given to an 
Horfe, they ought to be foften’d 
with the Oil, which will not only 
make them go down the more 
eafily, but even add fomewhat 
to their immediate Efficacy.

Wax four Ounces, fine Bole 
two Ounces, Sperma Ceti one 
Ounce, Sugar of Lead half an 
Ounce, Opium one Dram, Ci- 
namon, Long-Pepper, and Ca/- 
fra-Ligna, of each a Dram and 
an halt, Diafcordium what is 
fufficient to make the Whole 
into a {tiff Pafte, to beform’d 
into Balls weighing an Ounce, 
or an Ounce and an half, each.” 

The 
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The Ingredients may be firft 
mixed together before the Fire, 
fo near, asthe Wax may be fome- 
what melted ; afterwards, they 
_fhould be foundly beat in a 
Mortar, till they are thoroughly 
incorporated, Thefe are very 
good in all Fluxes ; but efpecially 
thofe that are bloody. The Wax 
is both deterfive and healing, and 
’ the other Ingredients moft aftrin- 
gent; one or two of them may 
be given every Day, yntil the 

Symptoms vanifh, in a Hornful 
of red Wine and Smiths Forge- 
| Water mix’d together. 

‘ Take Myrrh, Wheat-Flour, 
* or Starch, and white Chalk, of 
* each two Ounces, Plantane and 
® red Rofe-Leaves, of each an 
‘Ounce, Tormentil-Roots and 
€ Oak-Bark, of each half an 
© Ounce, Caffia-Lignea fix Drams3 
_* firft powder the Ingredients, 
and then make them into a 
© ftiff Pafte, with a fufficient 
© Quantity of Vinegar; and 
« form them into Balls as big as 
—€ Walnuts, which dry in the 
© Shade; two or three of thefe 
< may be given every Day, in 
« all the fame Cafes as the pre- 
* ceding, 

‘ Take fine Bole, or Fapan-Earth 
‘ half an Ounce, Powder of 
« Myrth, and Spermma Ceti, of 
« each two Drams, Caffia-Lignea 
« in Powder one Dram, Sugar of 
¢ Lead one Scruple ; make thefe 
-€ into a Ball for one Dofe, with 
¢ a fufficient Quantity of Muci- 
« lage of Gum Arabick, or with 
€ Diacodium.’ af 
This isadmirable, in all Cafes 
_of inward Wounds or Bruifes, 
and in all Fluxes or Hemorrhages 
of Blood whatfoever, whether 
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from. the Fundament, or any 
other Parr of the Body. As 
often as you find it neceflary to 
repeat the Dofe for fome Days 
together, a fufficient Quantity 
may be made at once for that 
Purpofe. 


Peftoral and balfamick Horfe-balls. 


© Take Maideh-hair, and Colts-. ‘ 
foot dry’d, of each an Ounce, 
Styrax two Ounces, Flour of 
Brimftone one Ounce, Gum 
Benjamin and Amoniacum, of 
each half an Ounce; beat all 
the Ingredients to Powder, and 
_ make them into a Patfte fitto be 
« form'd into Balls, as big as 
* large Walnuts, with a fufficient 
‘ Quantity of Syrup of Maiden- 
‘ hair, common Tar, or Balfam 
‘ of Sulphur, or with Honey. 

When they are made with 
Honey, or any Kind of Syrup, 
they will eafily diflolve in any 
common Vehicle, and may be 
given, byway of Drench; bur, 
when they are compounded with 
Balfam of Sulphur, Tar, Turpen- 
tine, or any other natural Bal- 
fam, they do not fo eafily dif 
folve; and are therefore much 
more commodioully given in the 
Form they are in, dipping them 
in a little fweet Oil. 

They are good in all thofe 
Diforders that affe& the Wind of 
a Horfe, whether proceeding 
from Cold, hard Riding, or any 
other Mifmanagement, and are 
of particular Account, where 
there is the Sufpicion of a Rotten- 
nefs and Decay of the Lungs ; 
and are no lefs ferviceable in De- 
cays and Waftings of the Liver, 
ox any other of the principal 

| Bowels; 
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Bowels; one of them may be 
given every Day, and continued 
for a confiderable while together. 


Another. 


« Take Gum Ammoniacum 
¢ ftrained, or that which is pick- 
« ed very clean from Sticks, one 
* Ounce; Saffron and Cinamon, 
of each a Drany, Camphire half 
a Dram, Myrrh half an Ounce, 
Flowers of Benjamin twoDrains, 
Oil of Amber, what is fufficient 
to make them into Pafte, to 
> be form’d into three Balls,’ 

The hard Ingredients muft firft 
be made into a Powder, and 
then mix’d with the Flowers of 
Bezoin, pouring in by degrees 
the Oil of Amber, until they are 
brought into a Pafte. . 

Thefe are very efficacious in 
all Diforders of the Breaft, that 
any ways affe& the Lungs of a 
Horfe, efpecially in Cheft-found- 

ring, and in all thofe Stoppages, 
that feize by Fits;and make fuch 
an Oppreflion that he cannot 
breathe, but occafion a very great 
Heaving of the Flanks, with, the 
Appearance of Pain. One of 
them may be given every Day, 
in a little Sack, or in Hyflop. 
Water; or, for want of thefe, 
in a little Ale, keeping the Horfe 
bridled, or tying him up to the 
Rack, for fome {mall Space be- 
‘fore and after, : 

‘ Take Flour of Brimftone 
four Ounces, Anifeeds beaten 
two Ounces, Liquorice dry’d 
in the Shade, and beat into 
Powder, four Ounces, Bay-

and may be made fomewhat more 
comfortable to thofe who are 
any ways wafted or fpent, by 
the Addition of half an Ounce 
of Saffron, Solleyfell's Method 

of giying them is as follows : 
When you intend to give your 
Horfe this Remedy, let him have 
his ufual Allowance of Meat, 
and then make him fwallow a 
whole Pill, in a_Pint of Red or 
White-Wine, It is not abfolute- 
ly neceflary to keep him bridled, 
before you exhibit the Medicine ;

an Ounce; make them into a 
Pafte fit for Balls, as big as 
large Walnuts; with a fufficient 
Quantity of Honey, or Barba- 
© does Tar, | . 

If they be made with Honey, 
they will diffolve in any Liquid, 
and may be given, by way of 
Drench , but then no more ought 
to be made than is neceflary in 
the Procefs of one fingle Cure ; 
for the Honey will caufe them to 
turn mouldy ; but, if they be ce- 
mented with common Tar, or 
Barbadoes Tar, they will keep 

much longer ; only the beft Way, 
in that Cafe, is to give them with- 
out diflolving them, or in an 
Horfe’s Bran crumbled, as above 
dire&ted, ) . 
One of thefe may be exhibited 
every Day, during the Continu- 
ance of the Diftemper; and, if 
required by the Urgency of 
Symptoms, one in the Morning,

Thefe are 
ufeful in all the fame Intentions 
as the former, 
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Another. 


- © Take Powder of Myrrh and 
Ng Elecampane, of each twoOunces, 
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‘Powder of Liquorice, and 
‘Flour of Brimftone, of each 
‘ four Ounces, Bay-Berries and 
Juniper-Berries, of each an 
Ounce and an half, Cumin-- 
Seeds, Fennel-Seeds, Corian- 
der-Seeds, and Foenugreek, of 
each an Ounce, Balfam of Sul- 
phur what is fufficient to make 
them into a dry Pafte, adding 
half an Ounce of Oil of Ani- 
feeds, if you pleafe, and. form 
them into, Balls, the Bignefs of

In all frefh Colds, thefe will 
feldom, or never, fail, unlefs the 
Horfe has been weaken'd by fome 
previous Indifpofitions, caufing 
hedtick Diforders ; and, as they 
are made of a few Simples, they 
may eafily be complied with in 
all Times, and in all Places. 

© Take two Spoonfuls of Pep- 
‘per well beaten, the fame 
Quantity of Muftard, four 
Spoonfuls of Sallad Oil, four 
Onions roafted very foft, and 
cut very fmall; then take two 
Spoonfuls of Elecampane made 
into fine Powder; mingle all 
thefe together, and make them 
into Balls with frefh Butter, 
and give your Horfe three Balls 
at a Time. 
Thefe are from the Gentleman’s 
Focky, and are very good in all 
recent Colds. The Author wee 
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Balls, - 
If this Mafs be made into nine 
Balls, glving the Horfe three at 
a Time, they will cure him, pro- 
‘vided he be rid, and has Exer- 
cife given, him. 

In all frefh Colds whatfoever, 
moderate Exercife. is neceffary, 
as it greatly opens Obftrudtions, 
and promotes the common Dif. 
charges; but we have already 
laid down Dire@ions, with the 
Reafons, in our Farriers Guide 
to which we refer the Reader. 

. © Take forty Grains of Pepper, 


¢« four or five Roots of Horfe- 


¢ Radifh, four Heads of Garlick, 
‘and five Ounces of {weet 
« Butter, or fweet Oil; ftamp 
© them well together, and make 
« them into Balls as big as large 
© Walnuts, and give one every 
* Day, fora Week together, let- 
« tig the Horfe faft for two 
* Hours after it.’ vee: 
This is from Markham, and is 
very much in the Acquaintance 
of our Farriers. It is not only 
very eafily procured, but, in it- 
felf, a very proper Medicine for 
ftrong robuft Horfes; or, when 
a Cold has followed a Plethora, 
or Fulnefs, as happens very often 
after hard Riding, when Horfes 
have been full fed, and require 
fomething very powerful to 
cleanfe them, which the Garlick 
and Horfe-Radifh will do very 


effectually. But the beft Way,. 


to thofe who have Time, is to 


gather the Roots frefh every 


Day, and make no more than is 
neceflary for one Dofe or two, 
otherwife the pungent and fpi- 
rituous Parts, both of the Horfe- 
Radifh and Garlick, will be apt

The 
Tobacco is the only Ingredient in 
it, that can make it of rough O- 
peration, fo that leaving it out, it 
may be given without Danger 
to any Horfe: but the following 
is preferable to it, if the Horfe 
be of a delicate tender Make.

Thefe are very effectual for the 
carrying off any new Cold. 

‘ Take Flower of Brimftone, 
and Powder of Liquorice, of 
* each four Ounces, Rye Meal, 
“ two Ounces; make them into 
© Balls, weighing two Ounces 
* each, with a fwfficient Quanti- 
© ty of Honey, adding two Drams 
< of the chymical Oil of -Anni- 
© feeds. . 

Thefe are alfo extraordinary 
good to remove all new Colds 
that are mot accompany’d with

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any uncommon Symptoms. One 
of them to be given every Day 
diffolv’d in a Pint of warm Ale, 
or in a Decottion of Hyflop, Sca- 
bious, Colts-foot, or any other 
pectoral Herb. 


‘ Take Maiden-hair, or Colts 
© foot and Scabious, of each an 
‘ Ounce, red Rofe Leaves, and 
© Corn-Poppy Flowers carefully 
© dry’d, of each half an Ounce, 
© Roots of Dittany, and Tormen- | 
« til, of each fix Drams; beat 
© thefe into a fine Powder, and 
* with a fufficient Quantity of Di= 
‘ afcordium, make them into Balls, 
© weighing two Ounces each. 

Thefe are adapted to fuch 
Colds as are accompany’d with a 
great Defluxion of Rheum, which 
fometimes falls upon the Eyes, and 
fometimes caufes a ruvining at the 
Nofe. 

We do not find ih any of our 
Authors among all their Reme- 
dies for Colds, any thing appro- 
priated particularly to prevent 
Defluxions, whichno doubt is the 
Caufe why fo many Horfés become 
Moon-blind after flight Colds, or 
turn glander’d; we fhall therefore 
fubjoin to this, one or two Forms 
of the like Efficacy, and we are 
very well affured, upon the Ufeof 
them, many Mifchiefs, to which 
Horfes are liable from Colds, may 
be prevented. 


« Take red Rofe Leaves half 
“an Ounce, Galangal and Nur- 
‘ megs, of each a Dram} beat 
* them into Powder, and make 
‘ into a Ball, with Syrup of white 
‘ Poppies. 

« Take Sage and red Rofe Leaves 
© ofeach two Drams, Pomegranate 
‘ Bark and Balaftines, of each one 


an 
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“an Ounce; make them into 
Powder, and form them into a 
Ball, with a fufficient Quantity 
of Diafcordium, Mithridate, or 
Venice Treacle. Or, 

‘« Take red Rofe Leaves, and 
Seeds of white Poppies, of each 
two Drams, Powder of Liquo- 
rice and Elicampane, of each 
half an Ounce; make them as 
the former, pounding the Rofe 
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themfelves. . 
Thefe are all very proper, when 
a cold has continued jome time 
with a@.running at the Nofe; one 
may. be, given every Day, un- 
til the Matter thickens, which 
will foon happen, unlefs the Horfe 
a inclinable to a Wafte and Con- 
fumption, in which Cafe. alfo 
they will prove very ferviceable. 
They may be diffolv’d in Hyf- 
fop Water, or any Pectoral De- 
coction; but the Dofe is more 
certain, and with lefs Wafte, when 
they are given whole without dif- 
folving. 

Conferve of red Rofes, and Di- 
afcordium equal Parts, taking an 
Ounce of each, and making them 

. into a Ball, with a fuficient Quan- 
tity of Flower, or diffolv’d, as di- 
rected, \will alfo greatly help in all 
thofe Cafes, where there is a too 
plentiful running at the Nofe, and 


will feldom fail making a perfect 


Cure in the beginning.

turning Confumptive. They are 
alfo very proper in all Fluxes, 
and Hemorrhages, and in a par- 
ticular Manner to thofe Horfes, 
that are of a weak and delicate 
Make, as they are the moft apt to 
be glander’d upon catching cold. 
If a moderate Quantity of Alum 
be mix’d with thefe Balls at a- 
ny Time, when they are to be 
exhibited; it will ftrengthen ve- 
ry much, and cure thofe Hor- 
fes that are Aguifh, and addicted 
to Sweat. It may be powder’d, 


and mix’d with the Afliftance of 


a little Mucilage of Fenugreek 
Seeds, or with common Tar, ‘or 
if the Ball be diffolv’d in any 
convenient Liquid, the Alum 
may be powder’d, and diffolv’d 
with it.

‘ Take Anifeeds, Cumin Seeds,

It is certainly a very ufeful 
Compofition for Horfes, tho’ be 
promifes much.more for it, than 
it, or any other Medicine, is a- 
‘ble to do. We find feveral fuch 
Prefcriptions in the ancient Wri- 
ters in Phyfick, from whom this 
has been taken, and doubtlefs 
_ the Ingredients are all of them 
very well accommodated to the 
Conftitution of Horfes. They 
are not only very cleanfing, but 
alfo emollient and foftning, which 
renders them both efficacious and 
fafe im all Colds and Surfeits af- 
ter hard Latour, or any other 
ill Ufage ; they are alfo good for 
Horfes that are broken - winded 
or confumptive in any ‘refpect, 
but efpecially in the Lungs, the 
Liver, or any of the principal 
_ ¥ifcera, and nothing will fooner 

help to raife up lean, jaded Hor- 
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fes, as they are partly Diet, and 
partly Phyfick. ut we fhall here 
fabjoin another Form of thefe 
Balls, as we find it inferted in Dr. 
Quincy’s Difpenfatory, under the 
Title of Pafia Hippiatri, and whieh 
is much beyond that which ftands 
in Markham. 

‘ Take Powder of Fenugreck,

The Doctor fays, there are ma+ 
ny Recipies abroad of this kind, 
and the Name of the late cele- 
brated Dr. Radcliff does honouv- 
to one of them, but there are 
none he has ever met with of 
more general Ufe than this in 
Coughs and Colds; one Ball 
may be diffolved in Water, 
or new warm Malt-wort, which 
is much better, and given for an 
Horfe to drink every Day for 
twelve or fifteen Days together, 
or as long as there appears Oc- 
cafion. 

The Juice of Liquorice may 
be diffolved in white Wife, or 
Hyffop-water, or it may be 
beat up with the Oil and Honey, 
putting a little at a, time,, af- 
ter which the Powders may be 
mix’d with the other Ingredients, 
and likewife beat up in a Mar- 
ble or Stone Mortar, or a thick 
wocden Bowl, with a wooden 
Peftle ; and laitly, the Olof Ani-

Chewing Balls. 


Thefe are defigned to reftore 
loft Appetite, and have been firft 
of all devifed. inftead of Vomit- 
ting; for by them a great deal 
of Matter is difcharged; but this 
Matter, as it is not derived from 
the Stomach, but from the Glands 
and Kernels within the Mouth, 
it cannot therefore be fuppofed 
by any fuch Difcharges, that the 
Stomach is cleanfed; and for 
this Reafon we are to attribute 
the goood Effects any fuch Balls 
have in reftoring of a Horfe’s 
Appetite, to fome other Caufe : 
And thefe may be more or lefs 
efficacious, according to whatfo- 
ever Caufe brings on the Diftem- 
per, and likewife according to the 
Materials whereof any fuch Balls 
are made. 

Sometimes it happens after ta- 
king Coid, a Horde is difabled 
and cannot feed, not fo much 
from the want of Appetite and 
good Digeftion, as froma Difor- 
der in the Mouth, whereby the 
Kernels are inflamed, which cau- 
fes fo much Pain, that a Herfe 
forfakes his common Food, becaufe 
of tke Difficulty of chewing and 
{wallowing it; ‘and fometimes 
when this is not carefully look’d 
into, the Horfe is believed to 
have loft his Appetite; in which 


Cafe, chewing Balls of any Kind, 
may be of Service to him, but 
efpecially thofe which are com- 
pofed and made up of hot Ingre- 
dients; for thefe by moving and 
drawing away a great deal of 
the obftruéted Matter, the In- 
flammation and other Caufes of 
the Pain are thereby removed, 
fo that a Horfe is again able to 
feed. The fame, as fometimes 
happens to Men and Women in 
the like Cafes, by holding Pep- 
per and fuch Things in. their 
Mouths. | 

But as the Want of Appetite 
in Horfes, oftentimes proceeds 
from a Difeafe affecting the Bo- 
dy, wherein the Stomach bears 
its Share; in that Cafe fome Re- 
gard ought to be had to the par- 
ticular Ingredients. As for in- 
ftance; if a Horfe be fubje& to 
the' Staggers, or any other Di- 
ftemper affecting the Head, then 
his chewing Balls ought to be 
made of fuch Ingredients as are 
fetid and ftinking, ‘and are proper 
to fuch Accidents, and if a Horfe 
be faint and weak, thro’ the want 
of Spirits, fuch Ingredients are 
the fitteft which are of a grate- 
ful Smell and Flavour,. and are 
proper to augment the Quantity 
of. the Animal Spirits and put 
them into a brisker Motion; for 
by that Means both the Action of 
the Stomach will be helped, and 
the Jaws likewife do their Office | 
more readily and willingly. The 
like may be obferved in other Cir- 
cumftances. | ! 

But when the want of Appe- 


tite proceeds from fome Caufe 


originally in the Stomach, in 
that Cafe the Chewing Balls can 
chiefly be ferviceable, by the ° 
Exercife they put a Horfe into, 
whereby the Blood is roufed to 
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a brisker Motion, and the Redun- 
- dancies upon the Stomach, and o- 
ther Vifcera, are leffened by the 
faid Motion, as that contributes 
to the carrying off the obftructed 
Matter, by forwarding the com- 
mon and ordinary Difcharges in 
the Way that is moft agreeable to 
Nature, and in this Senfe, all chew- 
ing Balls, as they become a fort of 
Exercife to Horfes, by putting 
them upon perpetual Action, they 
cannot therefore but do good in 
moft Cafes where Exercife is 
proper; and this they have in 
common with all Emeticks, 
whofe Effects are not only ow- 
ing to what they carry off the Sto- 
mach, but alfo to the Agitation 
they put the Body into, during 
their Operation. 

Thus far we thought it conve- 
nient to premife concerning the 
Ufe of Chewing Balls, becaufe no 
Author we have yet met with, 
has given any true Reafon for 

them, tho’ they are frequently 
prefcribed, | 


¢ Take Affa Foetida an Ounce,

- This alone is very good to 
Horfes that are troubled with the

* half a Pound of the Wood of

‘ of Pellitory of Spain; beat

§ profs Powder, for which Rea- 
‘fon the Wood muft be dried, 
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‘then ‘put them altogether into a 
*Jarge Mortar, and incorporate 
¢ them with a fufficient Quantity 
‘ of good Grape Verjuice well cla- 
‘ rified, pouring it in by Degrees, 
« till they are reduced to a Mafs, 
© of which make Balls of the 
‘ Weight of an Ounce and an half 
© to be dry’d in the Sun. 


The Way of ufing thefe Balls is 
as follows. : 

Take one of them and wrap it 
in a Linnen Rag, and tying a 
Thread to it, make the Horfe chew 
it two Hours in the Morning, 
and he will eat as feon as you un- 
bridle him ; do the fame at Night, 
and perfift in this Method till the 
Horie recovers his Appetite; and 
when one is confumed, put in an- 
other. . 

The Liver of Antimony may be 
left out, it being of little or no 
Efficacy ufed in this Manner, and 
then dry’d in a moderate Heat, it 
being a very tedious Labour to 
make them into Powder any o- 
ther Way; and inftead of the Wine 
Verjuice, which is fcarce in this 
Country, the common Verjuice 
made of the Crab-Apple, or Vine- 
gar, may be fubftituted. vi 

‘ Take Affa Foetida and Galba- 
« num, of each four Ounces, Gin- 
‘ ger and Pellitory of Spain, of 
* each two Ounces, Camphire 
© half an Ounce, make the Gin- 
* ger, Pellitory, and Camphire in- 
“to Powder feparately, then in- 
‘ corporate them in a Mortar, with 
© the Galbanum, and Afia Foetida, 
© pouring by Degrees as much Oil

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Thefe are not only lefs trou- 
blefome to make, but more effi- 
cacious in all Diftempers of the 
Head, as the Staggers, Falling.

lively Aétion, but, by a peculiar 
Efficacy in them, render the Spi- 
rits lefs inordinate, and fet them 
at liberty where-ever they are in- 
tangled, which is often the Cafe 
in {uch Maladies.

In fome fort of 
Fevers, where the Spirits are ex- 
haufted and wafted, thefe will do 
good Service, when they are ufed 
moderately, and not continued 
too long; but in thofe Fevers 
that are fimple and legitimate, 
all fuch Enxercifeé is to be a-

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Scouring Balls. 

By Scouring the Farriers often 
mean thofe things that make gen- 
tle Difcharges by Dung. But un- 
der this Title we hall alfo com- 
prehend all thofe Alteratives which 
work upon the Humours, parti- 
cularly thofe that are appropria- 
ted to cleanfe the Vifcera, or prin- 
cipal Bowels, fuch, viz. .as {cour 
the Liver, the Spleen, and Kid- 
neys, gc. And accordingly are 
reckoned good againft the Jaun- 
dice, the Strangury, and Pain-pifs, 
the Mange, the: Farcin, and all 
chronical Difeafes. ; 

‘ Take Reots of Marfh-mal- 
“lows two Pound, Sparrow- 
* grafs roots, Basaelarbou., and 
Parfley-roots, of each four Oun- 
ces 3 let the Roots be frefh ga- 
thered, and ftamp them well in 
a Mortar, until you bring them 
into a Mafh, then take of the 
cleaneft Rofia one Pound ;_ beat 
it into a Powder, and incerpo- 
rate it with the other Ingre- 
dients, beating them foundly, 
adding common Tar what is 
fufficient to form them into 
Balis' as big as large Wal- 
nuts, |

of very great fervice, when they

the Yellows; they are no lefs 
ufeful in many ether chronical 
Diftempers, and fluggifh Ha- 
bits, which oftentimes have the 
Seeds of thofe Illneffes latent: in 
them. .

‘and Gum - gujacum, of each 
‘an Ounce, Fenugreek and Car-

Thefe are adapted to the Farcin, 
the Leprofy, and to all Foulnefs of 
the Skin, and to all ill Habits of 
Body.

« beat the Gum Gujacum and the

* yy-Grafs, of each four Ounces, 


€ Gum Gujacum. two Ounces, 
€ native Cinnabar half a Pound,

* ces, Diaphoretick Antimony one 
* Ounce; beat the Horfe-Radith 
‘and Scurvy-Grafs in a Stone

_ This is an excellent Remedy in 
thofe Farcins that are become 
obftinate and hard to cure, thro’ 
a more than ordinary Weaknefs 
and Relaxation of the Stomach, 
which is very ufual, either when 


the Diftemper has been of long. 


continuance, or when it happens 
to be the Effect of fome other 
Diftemper, which has not been 
ell carried off; and the only 
Objection againft it, is the Dear- 
nefs of the Gum - gujacum, and 
fome few other things; there- 
fore to Horfes of {mall Value, 
the following may be ufed, tho’ 
it muft be continued longer be- 
fore it can be of equal Efficacy.

All the Intenfions of expelling

moving of which, fufficient Pro- 
vifion is commonly made in all 
Medicines, that are appropriated 
to fuch Diftempers as are the oc- 
cafion of it. ‘te 

‘© Take Anifeeds, Coriander- 

feeds, of each an Ounce, the 

greater and leffer Cardamoms, 


of each half an Ounce, Famai- 


ca-Pepper, Cinnamon, Ginger, 


Drams; powder the whole, and 

make them into Balls, as large 

as ordinary Walnuts, with a fut- 

ficient Quantity of Extra& of 
“ Juniper, adding alfo fome Drops 
© of Oil of Cloves. 

Thefe may be very ferviceable 
to Horfes that are worn out with 
old Age, and are much troubled 
with Wind and Flatulencies in 
their Stomachs or Guts, they will 
revive and quicken their old Spi- 
rits, and enable them to go thro’ 
all thefe Services that can be ex- 
pected from them.

but we fhall leave that to the Pra- 
Gtitioner’s Difcretion, having {aid 
enough coricerning thefe things 
already in other Parts of this 
Treatife, 


Purging Balls. 


Becaufe Selleyfell has very pro- 
perly ufed the officinal Pills to 
purge Horfes, we fhall therefore 
begin with fome few which are 
not only eafily made, but may be 
conveniently kept in that Form. 

‘ Take Scammony and the Bit- 
‘ter-apple, otherwife called Calo- — 
* quintida, of each two Ounces: — 
“Jet them be made into a very 
© fine Powder feparately, then beat 
‘ them into a very ftiff Pafte, with 
‘ fufficient Quantity of Syrup of © 
¢ Buckthorn, adding to the whole 
‘ two or three Drams of Oil of — 
< Cloves. ! 

This, if it be not made tco 
moift, will keep good in-a Gal- — 
ly-pot, well covered, for a Year | 

or 
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or two. It is a very ftrong Purge, 
and works powerfully, both on 
the Humours and firft Paflages. 
An Ounce, or an Ounce and an 
half may be given to a very ro- 
buft Horfe work’d into a pret- 
ty large Ball, with Flower and 
Oil or Butter, keeping him from 
feeding for three or four Hours 
‘before and after, and likewife ob- 
ferving all the other Precautions 
_that are neceffary in taking ftrong 
Phyfick. Itis very good tomove 
the Seat of the Humours in fome 
 obftinate, chronical Diftempers. 
It is the fame with that called 
in the London Difpenfatory, The 
Pill ex duobus, as it only confifts 
of two principal Ingredients, 
cee. 
‘ Take Aloes Succotrina, Scam- 
© mony, and Colocynth, of each 
“two Ounces, Oil of Cloves a 
‘ Dram and an half, Syrup of 
€ Buckthorn what is fufficient to 
‘ make them into a Mafs. 

This is the Pill Cochig Minorts 
of the Shops; it is alfo a good 
Purge, and works powertully, 
and is yet much fafer than the 
preceeding; and is therefore in 
moft Circumftances to be preter- 
red to Horfes, who are oftentimes 
injur'd by the rougher Cathar- 
ticks. It may be given from an 
Ounce to two Ounces, according 
to the Strength and Ability of 
the Horfe. | 

‘ Take Aloes in fine Powder 
© fix Ounces, Myrrh, Savin and 
¢ Rue in Powder, of each two 
* Ounces, Quick-filver four Oun- 
© ces, Saffron half an Ounce; 
* make them into a ftiff Pafte to 
‘ be form’d into fix Balls, for fo 
many Dofes, with a fufficient 
* Quantity of Turpentine. 

The Quick-filver muft firft be 
incorporated with the Turpen- 


tor 
tine, until it looks like a blue 
Salve. Then the Powders, being 
beat very fine, are tobe put in b 

degrees, and pounded in a Mor- 
tar until all is equally mixed, ad. 
ding as much Syrup of Buck- 
thorn as neceflary to take off 
fomewhat of the Tenacity and 
Adhefivenefs of the Turpentine. 
Or that may be done by adding 
a little Flower and Oil, or But- 
ter. 

Thefe are very well adapted 
to many of the obftinate, chroni- 
cal Diftempers, to which Horfes 
are liable, and though they work 
but moderately by Dung, yet they 
powerfully operate upon the Blood 
and Humours, as Alteratives ; and 
may very profitably be given in 
the Farcin, and all leprous Dif- 
orders for obftinate Swellings, 
Stiffnefs and Inactivity in the 
Limbs, and many other bad Ca- 
fes, proceeding from old, obfti- 
nate Obftructions ; and for de- 
firoying of Worms, they are 
inferior to mo Purge in the 
World, 

They are alfo fo fafe and gen- 
tle in their Operation, that they 
may be repeated feveral Times 
at convenient Diftances, provid- 
ed the Weather be moderate, or 
that the Horfe be kept from 
Cold. 

‘Take Aloes four Ounces, 
* Myrth two Ounces, Saffron and 
* Ginger, of each half an Ounce, 
‘ Diagridium one Ounce ; make 
‘ them into a Pafte, with a fuf}- 
* cient Quantity of Honey, or Sy- 
‘ rup of Buckthorn, and form the 
‘whole into four Balls, for fo 
«many Dofes. 

This is alfo a very fafe and 
efficacious Purge, tho’ it works 
but gently, yet that it is very 
neceflary to be obferved with 
Re- 


te 
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Refpect to many Horfes who re- 
quire their Phyfick fully as much, 
if not more corrected than humin 
Bodies, they being fo apt to be 
convulfive and diforder’d in their 
Spirits upon the Operation of any 
harfh Cathartick. Thefe Balls may 
therefore be given with good Suc- 
cefs to all tender delicate Horfes, 
who are hot able to bear the rough- 
er Purges. 


‘ Take Extraé&t of Caffia four 
¢ Ounces, Agarick two Ounces, 
* fine clear Scammony three Drams, 


“ Powder of Rhubarb fprinkled 


“ two or three times with a little 
< Aqua Vita two Drams, Cori- 
+ ander Seed, and Flowers of Ro- 
© man Camomile, ofeach a Dram, 
‘ Maftich one Scruple; redtice the 
_ © dry Ingredients to Powder, mix 
‘them with two Pound of frefh 
« Butter, and make them up into 
© Pills of the Bignefs of Tennis 
* Balls, which you muft make the 
‘ Horfe {wallow, keeping him 
‘ bridled eight Hours; wath his 
‘ Mouth after them, with a 
* Quart of Emetick Wine, or for 
* want of that of ordinary Wine, 
€ and walk him half an Hour. 


This is from Solley/ell, who’ 


prefcribes it for Difeafes of the 
Head, caus’d by cholerick Hu- 
mours, by which is to be meant 
thofe contagious Diftempers, 
which fometimes fo far affect the 
Liver, and obftruét the Gall Paf- 
fages, that they caufe a Yellow- 
nefs in the Eye-lids, and Roof of 
the Mouth, 4s in the faundice, 
which 1s alfoaccompany’d with a 
Frenzy. 

We fhall not here enquire how 
far thefe Pills are convenient in 
that Diftemper, but only take No- 
tice that itis a very trong Dole, 


tho’ the Ingredients taken fingly, — 


are of very moderate Operation; 
yet becaufe of the Quantity of 
Butter, they muft not only work 
powerfully, but in the beginning 
be apt to occafion a Surfeit and 
intolerable Sicknefs. They muf 
alfo be both troublefome to make 
and expenfive ; the better Way 
therefore is to compound them _

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Thefe Pills have Betony Leaves

; if Advantage to travelling Hor- 
fes, or Journey-pads, when 
they are accuftomed to eat Bread, 
becaufeit fometimes happens) that 
an Horfe thal] grow faint upon a 
Journey, when the Owner, per- 
haps, has not the Opportunity 
of an Inn, but is forced to take 
up with fome by Place, where 
there is no Cornto be had, which 
muft needs be a great Hindrance 
upon a Journey, becaufean Horfe 
cannot fo foon recover with Hay 


or Grafs, as with Bread, which,’ 
if it be good, not only affords | 


light, but folid Nourifhment ; 
and this all Houfes in this King- 
dom generally afford of one kind 
or another. : 
' But the Nourifhment an Horfe 
receives from Bread is different 
according to the Difference of 
the Grain whereof it is made , 
and therefore Bread made of Peaj/e 
and Beans is looked upon to be 
the moft nourifhing: Next to 
thefe is Wheat. Oat-bread is ac- 
counted fomewhat cleanfing and 


. deterfive, tho’ at the fame time. 


it affords very good Nourifh- 
ment. Barley and Rye are the

Opportunities. of the Summer- 
Grafs ; for that fort of Bread 
differs but in degree from’ the 
Oats, which is their ordinary 
and daily Food. tsagl 

The cleaner any Grain ismade, 
and the freer from Husks, the 
more nourifhing it is; and the 
more of the Husk, the more 
cleanfing ; and therefore Bran or 
Clats of any kind muft {cour 


more than the moft cleanfing. 


Grafs; for at the fame time it 
fcours, it affords lefs Nourifh- 
ment to the Body of any Animal. 


And laftly, mixed Bread, by — 


which we mean Bread: made of 
different kinds of Grain, is 
more or lefs nourifhing or clean- 


fing, — 
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fing, according as this or that 
_ Grain predominatrs in it. 

~ And thus from what hasbeen 
faid here, andelfewhere, concer- 
ning Bread, and the different 
Species of Grain, whereof all 
Bread is made, any one who 
knows theConftitution and keep- 
ing of his Horfe, may eafily be 
determined which is the moft 
proper for him. All the parti- 
cular Examples we have from 
_ Authors concerning Horfe-Bread, 


as that which is ufually given. 


to running Horfes, in the time 
of their Preparation fora Match 
or Plate; and we find it the 
fame in all modern Writers from 
Markham downwards, though 
in this, and all other Things of 
the like kind, moft Gentlemen 
follow their Fancy, as to fome 
Particulars.

Feeding, call'd the firft Bread. 


© Take three Parts of clean 
© Beans, andone Part of Wheat,

is very troublefome to make an 
Horfe fwallow it; therefore moft 
People, when. they perceive it 
any ways raw and doughy, cut 
it into thin Slices, and afterwards 
(all the Chips being firft pared _ 
off) dry it, and crumble it a- 
mong what Quantity of Corn 
they defign to give their Horfe 
along with it. 


The fecond Bread for the third 
Fortnight’s Feeding, 


* Take of clean Wheat and 
* Beans, equal Parts, grind them 
© on the black Stones, and bolt 
‘the Flower very fine, then 
‘ knead it up with Barm or 
‘ Litning, and bake it as the 
‘ preceeding, turn it upwards to 
‘dry, pare off the Chips, and 
* manage it in every Refpedt as 
* the former. 


The laft Bread for the fourth Fort« 
night’s Feeding. : 


-? Take three Parts of fine 
‘ Wheat, and one Part of clean 
* Beans; grind them well, and 
‘ afterwards bolt them through 
‘ the fineft Bolter you can get, 
‘ then knead it up with yery 
‘ {weet Ale-barm, and new Ale 
* that is very ftrong, with the 
‘ Whites of, at leaft, twenty 
‘Eggs, to eveey Bufhel or four 
* Pecks of the Grain; and in- 
‘ ftead of Water to make your 
* Dough, put a {mall Quantity 
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¢ of new Milk; then work it up, 
and kriead it with all the Pains 
‘ imaginable, as in making the 
€ firft Bread, form it into the 
€ Size of Half-peck Loaves, and 
¢ when thoroughly baked, turn 
-€ it up, and if it happens to be 
« moift before you give it, cut

The giving Bread to running 
Horfes feems to be for this Rea- 
fon, that there may be. as much 
clean Nourifhment as_poffible 
communicated to them by their 
Food, which, being thus ma- 
naged into Bread, 
‘much lighter by the Yeaft and 
Fire, and pafles more eafily into 
Nourifhment, than it was origi 
nally in the Grain; and while 
an Horfe is kept upon this kind 
of Food,: care is alfo taken to ae 
bate his Feeding in other Re- 
fpects, and likewife toharden him 
that he may not grow too fat 
and purfive, but daily Exercife 
is given him in Heats and Air- 
_ings, whereby he is made to per- 
Spire in Proportion to his Food, 
_ and a clean and nourifhing Diet, 
with fufficient Exercifé muft 
have this Effect, wiz. that it 
_ftrengthens all the folid Parts, 
without increafing their Bulk, 
and makes their Action alfo fo 
familiar and eafy, that. an Horfe 
can. go through the moft violent 
Exercife, with all imaginable 
Chearfulnefs and Alacrity. 

But, the firft Bread whichcon- 
fifts chiefly of the Bean-flower, 
ought to be very carefully ma- 
naged, and the Horfe likewife ye- 
ry well prepared for it; otherwife 
it asin itfelf very clogging,

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fore fome ufe only the fecond - 
Bread, for the fécond and third 


Fortnight’s Feeding, and others 
ufe both but fparingly, and take 
abundance of Pains to work it — 
well, and raife it as light as pof- 
fible. The laft Bread muft cer- 
tainly be the pureft and ftrong- 
eft Feeding of all, becaufe of the 
Eggs and Milk, whichenter into 
its Compofition ; but then as no 


Horfe is conftantly ufed to fuch 


Food, the Keeper ought to give 
it no otherwife than he finds it 
agree with him, for a Surfeit 
in the laft Fortnight will hardly 
be got off, when the Time of 
his Running approaches.

made chiefly of Bread, with a 
Defign to nourifh a fick Horfe; 


who forfakes his Food; and as it 


is temper'd with Things that 
are grateful to the Stomach, it 
may be properly termed both 
Food and Phyfick, for when an 
Horfe is unable to eat his Hay 
or Corn, a little of this Being 
every now and then conveyed 
into his Mouth by the Help of a 
Bull’s Pizzle beat flat at one end, 
by champing on this as a Bit 
with his backward Grinders, 
and the Head being all the while 
held up, fome part of the Arman 
is conftantly drained into’ the 
Stomach, and is turned to his

‘ Take Honey of Rofesa Pound

cholerick Phlegm, which makes 
him loath his Food. He alfo

A ved concerning the Me- 
d& dicamentsinfome of the 
preceeding Sections that they 
were reduced to their feveral 
Forms of Powder-balls or Ele-

.for the better Afcertaining the 
Dofe, or becaufe they could not 
fo properly be exhibited in any 


other, as happens in fome hea- 
vy metalline Subftances, which 
are chiefly proper ta be given in 
the Form’ of Pills er Balls : So 
under this of Drinks, we are 
chiefly to confider fuch, whether 


‘Infufions, Decections, or Mix- 
‘tures as have a great deal of 


their Efficacy owing’ to this Ma- 
nagement, of are not reducible 
to any other Form. And here 

| O 4 we 
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‘we are not to confine ourfelves 
to fingle Draughts or Potions on- 
ly, but preferibe larger Quanti- 
ties, fuch as may be meafured out 
into Draughts in their due Pro- 
portions according to the Exi- 
gency of particular Diftempers, 
where’ a great many, and often- 
repeated Drenches are neceflary 
before the Caufe can be remo- 
ved. And this we have contriv’d 
to fave the Prattitioner a great 
deal of Trouble, which would 
happen in multiplying. Forms; 
as by this Means, all that phyfi- 
al Difpenfatories contain under 
the feveral Denominations of 1n- 
fufions, Decoctions, Juleps, -Apo- 
gems, Crc. will be here alluded 
to, under the general Title of 
Drinks, which is alfo the moft 
agreeable to the Manner of all 
-Farriers,.and ‘Curers ot Cattle, 
-who have no other Term’ for 
their liquid Forms of internal 
Adminiftration, but that of a 
Drink, or Drench.

amples we‘have here laid down 
neither in the Choice of the In- 
gredients, nor in the Manner of 
making them ; for moft order 
thofe {picy and aromatick Things 
to be boiled, which as we have 
obferved elfewhere is a manifeft 
-Lofsto the Medjcine; becaufe in 
that Agitation, the moft power- 
ful Part of the Cordial flies off 
in Vapours, which cannot fo ea- 
fily happen by Infufion. The 
Sait of Tartar’ is not only a good 
Aperient, and therefore itfeif of 
fdervice when it enters into the 
Mafs of Blood; but alfo by o- 
pening the Body of the Ingre- 
‘dients, draws out the Virtues 
-the more powerfully. . But thofe 
‘Drenches' which Farriers make 
by giving the Ingredients . in 
“Subftance, are the moft effectual,. 
‘wiz. by ftirring or brewing them, 
-as they term it, in- hot Ale, or 
white Wine as follows. 
~ »* Take four Ounces of Dia- 
+f pente, and mix it with four 
~* Ounces of clarify'd Honey, and 
-* keep it ina clofe Glafs, and 
»* give half an Ounce thereof in

which unlefs they were very

Such Things as thefe are of- 
ten prefcrib’d to Men and Wo- 
men againft the Scurvy, which 
Diftemper has never been nam’d — 
among the Difeafes of Horfes; — 
yet as in this and other neigh- — 
bouring Countries, they arefub- 
jet to the Farcin, and in fome 
of the more Southern Countries, 
to the Leprofie, and feveral o- 
ther Indifpofitions, which bear — 
an Affinity to that Diftemper, 
and as there is fcarcely an Anti- 
{corbutick, which has not been 
made ufe of in the Difeafes of 
Horfes, in one Intention or o- 
ther, tho’ not after this Manner; 
we do not fee, why thofe Things 
may not be as conducive to 
Health by fuch Management, as 
when they are adminiftered in 
any other Form, efpecially fince 
the Ingredients are all cheap e- 
nough. 

This Drink may be very pro- 
fitably given to a Horfe, that has 
got what Farriers call the Fly- 
ing Farcin, and to all fuch as 
ar¢ troubled with what the com- 
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mon People call blind Boils, which 
rife in diverfe Parts of the Bo- 
dies of fome young Horfes, with- 
out coming very often to Sup- 
puration.

This is alfo calculated for the

of the Peétorals, is particular- 
ly of Service, where a Horfe 
is infirm in his Wind, and it 
may be given once a Day and 
continued for aconfiderable time, 
which is neceffary in the Cure 
of all Chronical Diftempers; for 
as they are brought on by Length 
of Time, they require Time to 
their Removal, But the Reader 
may confult the preceeding Se- 
ctions concerning Ballsand Pow- 
ders, under which Forms are 
contained Things of the greateft 
Efficacy, becaufe in thefe they 
are given in Subftance. 

The chief Ufe to be made of 
thefe Drinks in Chronical Di- 
feafes, is to give them with 
Things in Subftance. For In- 
ftance, When you have given 


your Horfe a Ball or Powder, — 


where there is Antimony or Ci- 
nabar, which by reafon of their 
Weight, cannot be adminiftred

‘ Take Species, or Powder cal- 
© led Hiera Picra, defcrib’din the 
© Section of Powders, four Oun- 
* ces ; infufe it all, Night in a 
‘ Pint of white Wine or ftrong 
‘ Beer ; in the Morning fhake it 
‘ well, and give it your Horfe 
* with the ufual Precautions. 

This is both a Purge and a 
great Cordial; and may there- 
fore be very probably given in 
all Cholicks, caufing Pains and 
Convulfions in the Bowels:. It 
works gently, aud creates a good 
Appetite, kills Worms, and in 
fine is fo gentle, that it may be 
given to Horfes under any Cir- 
cumftances.

€ let’ the Quickfilver be ty’d up 
€ jn a very clofe Linnen-cloath 
€ doubled , boil the Ingredients 
‘in two Quarts of Water, till 


‘one be confumed, and give 
© your Horfe this Drench, with 
* the ufual Precautions. 

The Quickfilver will ferve as 
long as you pleafe, without 
fenfibly lofing any part of its 
Weight, and when you have done 
with it in this Intention, may 
be made into Ointments, or put 
to any other Ufe. This Purge 
isadmirable good in the Mange, 
Farcin, and Leprofy, and in all 
Eruptions in the Skin, and all. 
heavy, phlegmatick Difeafes. It 
greatly {cours the Glands, and 
creates new Life and Vigour. It 
is moreover of particular Effica- 
cy in deftroying of Worms, and 
ought inall thofe Cafes to be con. 
tinued every other Day, or twice 
a Week, for twoor three Weeks 
running; where the Conftitution 
is moift, difpofing to Rheums 
and Defluctions, inftead of the . 


“Rue and Savin, may be put in 


Box-wood, Gujacum, Seffafras, or 
any other of the drying Woods ; 
and if you want to have it 
more purgative, which may be 
neceflary to fome Horfes that are 
hard to ‘work on ; in any fuch 
Cafe, you may increafe the Quan- 
tity of the purging Ingredients, 
or fubftitute onethat is ftronger, 
of Jallap, or add Syrup of Bucks 
thorn. ¢c.

This is from Solley/ell,by whom 
it is frequently ordered in Dil- 
eafes, that are accompanied with 
Malignity. A Decoction or In- 
fufion of thofe Simples is much 
better than the diftilled Waters 5 
and inftead of the Confection of 
Alkermes, may be diffolved in it 
“Venice-Treacle, or any other of 
the Orvietans, or Treacles, tothe 
. Quantity of an Ounce or there- 
_abouts,-aad it will make a good 
Cordial enough for an Horfe. 

‘ Take Honey of Rofes, and 
 ¢ Juice of Liquorice, of each four 
€ Ounces, Fenugreek - Seeds, 
© Grains of Paradife, and Cumin- 
¢ feeds, Cinnamon, Cloves, Gin- 
© ger, Gentian, Birthwort-roots, 
¢ Anifeed and Coriander-feed, of 
¢ each two Drams ; reduce all 
‘the hard Ingredients into Pow- 
‘ der, and give the whole to 
© the fick Horfe, in a Pint of 
¢ white Wine, with fix Ounces 
€ of Carduus Benedictus Wa- 
§. fer. 

This is from the fame Author 
for a Cold and Morefoundring, it 
is partly cordial and partly pe- 
oral, and likewife very good 
againft Wind in the Stomach and 
Bowels, which often happens to 
Horfes in the beginning of Colds. 
It may be repeated once a Day, 
until the feverifh Symptoms 
wear off, and that the Cold be- 
gins to loofen. '

¢ Take Oriental Caftor grofly 
¢ beaten.an Ounce, Gentianbea- 
¢ ten, and Savin fliced {mall, of 
* each an Ounce and an half; 
‘boil them in five Quarts of 


« after the Liquor is cold, ftrain 
* it thro’ a Linnen-cloth, 
Solleyfell recommends this in 


the Glanders, and for that Pur- 
-pofe orders the Horfe to have 


a Quart of it given him after 
he has ftood bridled three Hours, 
after which he is to be covered,’ 
and put into the Stable. He 
fays, when the Remedy works 
he will be very fick, and fome 
times he will be feized with a 
Trembling all over his Body, 
but if he offers to lie down, 
he is not to be hindred, becaufe 
he will rife up again prefently : 
The Caufe of the Trembling 
and Sicknefs proceeds from the 
Acrimony of the Vinegar, which 
vellicates the Fibres of the Sto- 
mach, and likewife from theGen- 
tian ; but it is an odd fort of a 
Medicine, and feems more pro- 
per for fome kind of Agues, 
than for the Glanders, and can 
be only ufeful in that Diftem- 
per, to affift Digeftion, when it 
happens to be very much im- 
pair’d by along and habitual Re- 
laxation of the Fibres of the 
Stomach, 

‘ Take of the Herb called Fu- 
* mitory, and Devil’s Bit, of each 
‘ an Handful, Cumin-feed one 
“Ounce, A/a Fetida half an 
‘ Ounce, ftrong Beer, or white 


‘ Wine a Quart ; put them ina _ 
© Potcovered clofe with an Hop’s 


‘ Bladder and Paper, and the 
‘ Lid of the Pot over all, fit the 
«Pot to the Balneum Mariza, 
‘that is, place it in a Kettle, 
‘ with a Straw Rope between: 
‘ the bottom of the Pot and 
‘ the Kettle, then pour Water 
¢ into the Kettle until it rife 
¢ within an Inch of the Top 
‘ of the Pot, and make the Wa- 
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« ter boil an Hour over a ftrong 
« Fire; after which take out the 
¢ Pot, and when it is fomewhat 
« cold, cover it, ftrain out the 
¢ Liquor, and make the Horfe

The laft mentioned Author 
recommends this in cholorick 
Diftafes affecting the Head; by 
which we may underftand. moft 
infectious Difeafes, as Plagues 
and Murraizs, which always af- 
fect that Part, and by Reafon of 
‘the Obftructions about the Roots 
of the Biliary, or Gall-ducts, 
whereby a Separation of the 
Gall is obftru€@ted, caufe a Yel- 
. lownefsin the Eyes, andall Parts, 
where that Colour can fhew it- 
felf. The Medicine 1s too ope- 
rofe and troublefome in the Man- 
ner it is ordered, otherwile it\is 
not improper in thofe Diforders; 
this has been done to draw the 
Efficacy of the Afa Fetida, and 
‘to make Medicine more elegant 
to take, and likewife to the Eye, 
but it will be better in the fol- 
lowing Manner. 
‘ Make Devils-bit, and Fumi- 
* tory, Savin, Rue, and Penny- 
« royal, of each an Handful; boil 
© them in three Quarts of ftrong 
« Beer, till one be evaporated,then 
‘ take the cleaneft Myrrh two 
* Ounces, the cleaneft and dri- 
. © eft Afa Fetida one Ounce, 
‘ Cumin-feeds and Bay-berries, 
© of eachtwo Ounces, Camphire 
© half an Ounce; make all thefe 
« into Powder, and brew them 
‘in the Decoction; whereof 
* give your Horfe one half in the 
© Morning, keeping him bridled 
«two Hours before, and two

This will prove much more 
efficacious in all malignant and 
peftilential Diftempers, than that 
of Solleyfell, and may be made 
with lefs Trouble. But the Rea- 
der may have recourfe to thofe 
other Medicines of the fame In- 
tention, both in this, and the pre- 
ceeding Sections. | 

‘ Take two Ounces of Ani- 
* feeds; boil them in a Quart of 
‘ Water, and to’ them add as 
* much of the Powder of Wood- 
‘ lice, as the Weight of aCrown

Solley/ell vecommends this in his 
fifth Kind of Cholick, viz. when 
an Horfe cannot pifs, It is no 
doubt a very efficacious Reme- 
dy in moft fuch Diforders, and 
promotes Urine plentifully. It 
is alfo of very great Service in 
many other Diftempers, efpecial- 
ly inthe Yellows. But the Wooda 
lice may be as properly given 
juft bruifed in a Mortar, with 
an Ounce of Anifeeds, made up 
into a Ball with a fufficient 
Quantity of Flower, or Liquo- 
rice-powder, Oil, and Syrup of 
Marfhmallows, 

‘ Take Carduus Benedittus, 
‘ and Hyffop, of each one Hand- 


ful, Juice of Liquorice two

‘ in a Mortar one Ounce ; boil 
‘ the Ingredients in a Pint and an 
‘ half of Water, for the Space

12. and is cal- 
led the Liewtenant’s Decoction for 
a foundred Horfe that is very 
fick; it is nodoubt a very good 
Medicine in all frefh Colds, as it 
is made up of Ingredients that 
are pectoral, ftrengthning to the 
Stomach, and cordial; but the 
beft way of managing the Saf- 
fron, is to make it in Powder, 
and mix it in the Liquor when 
you adminifter it to your Horfe. 
The following is alfo from the 
fame Author, and is in every re- 
fpe& preferable to the Lievte- 
. nant’s Decoction. | 

‘ Take Carduus Benedictus, 
© Sage, and Rofemary, of each 
© half an Handful; boilthem for 

« half an Hour, in a Pint anda

and that of the Saffron to a 
Scruple. 

-* Take of fine Aloes oneOunce, 
© Coloquintida, and Agarick, of 
‘« eech three Drams, Turbith 
¢ half an Ounce; mix them all 
‘in a grofs Powder, with an 
< Ounce of the Worm-powder,

Decoétions made 
of Rue, Bay-berries, Birthwort 
round, andlong Pepper, Saffron, 
Calamus Aromaticus, Zedoary, 
Dittany, Seeds of Smaallage, and 
many other Things are alfo re- 
commended by the fame Au- 
thor, tho’ he is oftentimes not 
particular as to the Quantity, 
but leaves that to the Practitio- 
ner’s Difcretion: Sometimes he 
orders the fame Things in Pow- 
der to-be given in Wine, or in 
a Mixture of Wine and fome 
fimple Cordial-water, which are 
in themfelves alfo very good s 
but as we have many Examples 
of the fame kind, we need not 
trouble the Reader with recit- 
ing. his.

‘ Take of Orice-root fix Oun- 
* ces, round Pepper one Ounce, 
‘ Bay-berries and Seeds of Smal- 
© lage, of each an Ounce and an 
‘ half ; boil thefe in a fufficient 
‘ Quantity of Wine for one 
‘ Drench.’ Or, 

‘ Take a Pint of good Milk, 
‘ and mix it with four Ounces 
© of Oil of Olive. Saffron one 
« Scruple, Myrrh two Scruples, 


© Seeds of Smallage one Spoon- 


« ful, for one Drench.’ Or, 

© Takeround Birthwort, Gene. 
‘ tian, Hyffop, Wormwood, and 
* Southern-wood, of each an 
“ Ounce, of fat Figs dried fix 
“ Ounces, Smallage-feeds three 
* Ounces, Rue one Handful ; 
¢ boil them in a clean Veflel, 
‘ with a fufficient Quantity of 
¢ River-water, until one Third 
‘ be confumed, or that you per- 
© ceive it look black and thick ; 
‘then take it from the Fire, 
‘ ftrain it,’ and now and then 
* give your Horfe an Hofnfulof 
* it luke-warm. 

Thefe are all from. Blandevill, 
who has taken them from the 
Ancients, and the firft Itclian 
Writers; moft of them are alfo 
in Ruini, but few or none fo good 
in Markham, DeGrey, orany of 
our Englifh Writers, who have 
copied the worft from Blundevill, 
probably, becaufe they had Confi- 
dence inMartin’sExperience,more 

“thin 
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than in either the Italians or the 
Ancients. They are recommended 
' in Fevers, and malignant Agues ;, 
and nay be made ufe of to bet- 
ter purpofe inal! fuch Cafes, than 
thofe which Blundevill has pub- 
lifhed from Martin’s Practice. . 

¢ Take long Pepper twenty 
© Grains, beat into a fine Pow- 
© der, of Cedartwo Ounces, Ni- 
© tre, or Salt Petre, one Ounce, 
* Lacerpitium the Quantity of a 
¢ Bean; mingle all thefe toge- 
© ther with a fufficient Quantity 
© of white Wine, and give your 
‘ Horfe a Quart of it to drink 
« every Morning and Evening, 
* for the Space of fome Days.’ 
Or, 

* Take Opoponax two Ounces, 
© Storax three Ounces, of Gen- 
¢ tian three Ounces, alfo of Man- 
‘na and Succory, of each three 
© Ounces, Myrrh one Scruple, 
“long Pepper two Scruples ; 
© brew thefe, the hard Ingredi- 
* ents being firft made into Pow- 
« der, and the others diffolved, 
‘in old Wine, two or three 
“ Quarts, and give it as the pre- 
“ ceeding, for feveral Days. 


- Thefe are alfo from Blundevill, 
and may be met with in moft of 
the old Italian Writers, and like- 
wife in Rwint, and other more 
medern. They are ordered in 
thofe violent Cramps and Con- 
vulfions of the Mufcles ; which 
coming after fome violent Cold, 
as in great Snows, caufe an Horfe 


to grow extraordinary ftiff and _ 


lame ; they are defigned to put 
his Blood into a brisker Moti- 
‘on: But the Quantity of the 
Myrrh, in the laft Receipt, is in- 
fignificant ; and in the main ex-, 
‘ternal Applications are the moft 
- wfeful in duch Cafes. 


* Take Barley one Peck, boil 
‘ itin two or three Gallons of 
‘ fair Water, until it begin to 
‘ burft; then add Liquorice brui- 
‘ fed, Raifins and Anifeeds, of 
© each one Pound; ftrainout the 
* Liquor, and put to it one Pint 
‘ of Honey; and a quarter of a 
‘ Pound of Sugar-candy, keep 
€ it clofe in a Pot to ferve the 
‘ Horfe therewith four feveral 
‘ Mornings. Save the Barley, 
‘tye it up in a Nofe-bag to 
© perfume his Head, and for him 
* to eat. 

This is from Martin’s Pratice 
out or Blundevill; it is both a 
Drink and Food for a Cold, par- 
ticularly where there isa wetor 
moift Cough; but in a dry 
Cough, and where an Horféis in- 
clinable to be confumptive, the 
Quantity of Liquorice may be 
abated, and in lieu of it fome 
Figs and Malaga Raifins added, 
which will make it’ reftorative. 


Another for a dry Cough. 


‘ Take a clofe earthen Pot, 

© put therein three Pints of Vi- 
‘ negar, and four Egg-fhells, all 
‘ unbroke, and four Garlickheads 
‘ peeled very clean and bruifed ; 
‘ fet the Pot ina warm Dung-

‘ Morning take out the Eggs, 
‘ which will be foft; lay them _ 
¢ afide, until you have ftrained the 
« Liquor through aCloath; then 
‘putto the Liquor a Quartern 
‘ of Honey, and half a Quartern 
© of Sugar-candy, two Ounces 
‘of Liquorice, and the fame 
‘ Quantity of Anifeeds; beat 
‘all into a fine Powder. The 
© Horfe having fafted all the Night 
* before: In the Morning between 
ea ¢ feven

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* feven and eight of the Clock, 
* open his Mouth with a Cord, 


© and put in oneof the Eggs, fo 


“as he may {wallow it down, 
‘ and give him an Hornful of the 
* Liquor after it ; then another 
‘ Egg, with another Hornful of 
‘ the Liquor, continuing in this 
* Manner, until he has fwallowed 
‘all the Eggs, and drank all his 
© Drink; after which bridle him, 
‘and cover him with warmer 
« Cloaths than he had before ; 
« bring him to the Stable, and 
‘let him ftand on his Bit at 
* the bare Racks, littered up to 
€ the Belly two Hours ; then 
© unbit him, andif it bein Win- 
€ ter offer him an Handful of 
© Wheaten-ftraw ; but in Sum- 
«mer give him Grafs, and let 
¢ him eat no Hay, unlefs it be 
* very welldufted, and {prinkled 
‘ with Water; this muft alfo be 
« done with a {paring Hand, nei- 
“ ther is he to drink cold Water 
“tor the {pace of nine Days. 
This isalfo from Martin, who 
was chief Farrier to Queen Eli- 
zabeth: It is very fharp and cut- 
ting, and for that Reaion may be 
very ferviceable to ftrong robuft 


 Horfes, in dividing the vifcid 
- Phlegm, which fticks like Bird- 


lime, and choaks the Paflages 
of Refpiration, filling the Bran- 


- ches of the Wind-pipe ; but'to 
-Horfes that are of a weak and 
delicate Make, it ought to be 


but feldom repeated, and then 
for the moft part qualified with 
Oil, or other foft Things ; other- 
wife the Sharpneis of the Medi- 
cine will be apt to abrade and 
wear the tender Fibres. The 
Garlick and Vinegar managed in 
this manner feem to have been 


contrived as a Sueceduneum in 


room of the Vinegar of Squills, 
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and by the Addition of Honey, 
it will have much the fame Ef, 
fect, as the Mixture of Honey | 
and Vinegar of Squills together ; 
only that the Garlick ‘makes it 
more warm and penetrating, and 
for that Reafon may be fully as 
well fuited to moft Horfes, who 
are very much fubject to Wind 
and Flatulency, efpecially in the 
firft Paflages, viz. in their Sto- 
mach and Guts, 

‘ Take Linfeed, and Fenu- 
‘ greek, of each half a Pound, 
‘Gum Tragacanth, Myrrh, Ma- 
© ftich, Fitch, Flower, and Su- 
* gar, of each one Ounce; beat 
‘ the whole into a fine Powder, 
‘and infufe them all Night ina 
‘ fufficient Quantity of warm 
¢ Water, and in the Morning 
‘ give your Horfe a Quart of it 
‘ in a Drench-horn, adding there- 
€ unto three Ounces of Oil of 
© Rofes. 

This is from Vegetins, and 
is recommended by him to Hor- 
fes, that are defective in their 
Wind; and to be continued ma- 
ny Days. It is certainly botha 
very eafy and good Medicine, 
and a great Strengthener in all 
Cafes, where thereis a too great 
Difcharge of Moifture from the 
Glands, which it will dry up 
very effectually ; and befides its 
ftrengthuing Qualities, the foft 
Ingredients will help to abate 
the Acrimony and Sharpnefs of . 
the Juices ; fo that nothing’ is 


‘more likely to put a ftop toa 


beginning Confumption, and no- 
thing can, by way of Drink, be 
more proper, even when it is of 
fome itanding: We cannot here 
but take notice, that moft old 
Writers are averfe to vinous and 
{pirituous Liquors toHorf{es, and 
. for- 
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for the moft part order all their 
Medicines for Drinks, to be in- 
fufed, or boiled in Water, or made 
up with Hydromel, or fome fim- 
ple diftilled Water ; wherein they 
were certainly in the right in 
‘moft Cafes, as they come the 


neareft to their Food, which is. 


altogether fimple; and therefore 
we have made it our Bufineds 
throughout this whole Treatife, 


wherever we have ordered Wine, 


or Ale, asa Vehicle to any Me- 


dicine, to make the Medicine qua> 


lify the Vehicle. 

In Cafes where the Lungs were 
very much corrupted and broke, 
many of the Ancients, as Theom- 
nefius, Pelag.nius, Hierocles, the 
lait mentioned Author, Vegetits, 
and a vaft many more, pretcribed 
Drinks, with Coffus, Cafia Lig- 
nea, Bole, Torment .l,Gum Arabick, 
Tragacanth, Cinnamon, and other 
Spices, which we have already 
mietohdized, wherein we have alfo 
avoided thofe things that by later 
Experience have been found ufe- 
leis, or are now not to be had. 
They alfo ufed to order Figs, the 
fofter Raifins, Balauftines, and 
feveral fuch Things, to be boil- 
ed in all their ordinary Drinks, 
which, no doubt, mutt be of in- 
fizite fervice to Horfés; but 
_ few People will be at that Ex- 
pence, unlefs to an Horfe of 
great Value, or to one that is 
an uncommon Favourite. 

‘ Takeof Maiden-hair, Flow- 


* er-de-luce, Afh-leaves, Liquo-. 


‘rice, Fenugreek and Raifins, 
* of each half an Ounce, Carda- 
“ moms, Pepper and bitter Al- 
‘ monds, of each two Ounces, 
« Nettle-feeds, Borax, and round 
© Rirthwort, of eachtwo Ounces, 
‘ boil them altogether ina fuffici- 
£ entQuantity of Water,and in the 
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‘ Deco&tion mingle half an Ounce 
‘ of Agarick, andtwoQunces of 
© Cologuintida in Powder ; dif- 
© folving alfo therein two Pounds - 
‘ of Honey, whereof you are to 
‘ give your Horfe a Quart or a 
* Pint at a time. 

This is from Laurentius Ruffi- 
nus, to purge Horfes that are 
purfive and plethorick, and may 
be given at difcretion, more or 
lefs,-as you find it work ; it is, 
no doubt, a very good Purge in 
fuch Cafes, viz. where the Pur- 
fivenefs happens to be the Effect 
of a Plenitude and Fulnefs ; but 
if this be thought too much com- 
pounded, and too expenfive, the 
Decoétion may be made with 
Colts-foot, Rootsof Marfh-mal- 
lows, Fxnugreek anda few Rai- 
fins or Prunes, which will be 
little, if any thing .inferior to 
the osher. 

‘ Take dried Thyme and Cu- 
© min, of each a like Quantity : 
‘ make them intoa Powder, and 
‘ brew them ina Pint of white | 
© Wine, andas much Hydromel, 
< or Honey- water. 

With this 44/irtus ufed to cure 
the Yellows: But the following 
from Martin is much better. 

© Take Saffron and Turmerick, 


© of each half an Ounce, with the 


< Juice that is wrung out of a 
« good Handful of Celandine ; 
‘ mix them ina Quart of Ale or 
© Wine luke-warm. 

This Medicine is both com- 
pendious and very effe&tual, in 
a ‘faundice that has been of a 
long Continuance ; but it re- 
quires to be repeated once a Day 
for feveral Days fucceffively, be- 
fore it can be expected to make 
a perfect Cure. 

*‘ Take unripe Pomegranate- 
‘ fhells two Ounces, red Rofe- 

i * leaves 
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-€ leaves one Handful; boil them 
‘in three Pints of Water to a 
© Quart, then mingle with the 
© Decoétion fine Bole in Pow- 
© der, one Ounce, Cinnamon half 
“an Ounce, and give it your 
© Horfe to drink, keeping him 
* warm. 

This is from -Abfriws,by whom 
it is recommended to cure a bloo- 
dy Flux. It is a very good Re- 
medy in all other Fluxes. 

The following Drink was ta- 
ken by Blundevill fromi one of 
the ancient Authors. 

‘« Take Saffron one Ounce, 
¢ Myrrh two Ounces, Southern- 
“ wood three Ounces, Parfley. 
© one Ounce, Garden-rue, or 
© Herb of Grace, three Ounces, 
© Spittlewort aud Hy flop, ofeach 
“ two Ounces, Caffia Lignea, or 
“ Caffia like Cinnamon one 
© Ounce; let all thefe be made 
€ into a fine Powder, and then 
© wrought into a Pafte with 
* Chalk and ftrong Vinegar,

A Drink to promote Urine, from 
Laurentius Ruflinus,

* Take Fenugreek, Turme-

Reafon proper enough to puri- 
fy the Blood ; yet the Remedy 
muft be pretty often repeated, 
before it can be of any fingular 
Efficacy in an inveterate Farcin, 
but People may be impofed on 
by taking thofe fudden Erupti- 
ons on the Skin to be the Far-

ham ; it purges very gently, and 
may be repeated twice a Week, 


for three or four Weeks together, — 


and may cure the Farcin, in the 
beginning in fome robuft Con- 
ftitutions, where it has ae ale 
together the Effect of Foulnefs, 
but is no ways calculated to car- 


ry off an inveterate Farcin, that 


is of a very old ftanding, and 
where the Skin and Pannicle, and 
other external Parts, are much 
vititiated. 

‘ Take Mullin, Chickweed, 
¢ Groundfel, and Wood-betony, 
© of each an Handful ; cut them 
‘ fmall, and boil them ina Quart 
* of Ale; and when it is luke- 
* warm, putintwo Pennyworth 
‘ of Quickfilver, and give ithim 
‘ to drink fafting. 

This is from the Gentleman’s 
Fockey, the Quickfilver is a very 
proper Ingredient for the Cure 
of the Farcim, but when it is gi- 
ven in this Manner, it fignifies 
nothing at all: The Quantity be- 
ing very {mall, and becaufe of 
its Fluidity it will run thro’ the 
Stomach and Guts, without any 
fenfible Operation, even not fo 
, ee | much 
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much as to make a more than 
ordinary Difcharge of the Dung. 
The better way therefore of ufing 
the Quickfilver, is to increafe the 
Quantity to a Pound, and boil 
it in a Deco&tion, which may 
afterwards be poured off gently 
_ fromit, and given to your Horfe: 

The fame Quickfilver will ferve 
to boil in all his Drink, which 
is very proper, where the Cure 
of the Farczn is to be attempted 
by it. 

‘ Take two Handfuls of Herb 
* of Grace cut fmall, twoSpoon- 
© fuls of Hemp-feed beat to Pow- 
* der; boil them in a Pottle of 
* running Water, till it comes to 
“a Pint and an half, and give 
‘ it your Horfe fafting. 

This is a very famous and ce- 
lebrated Receipt among moft of 
our Farriers and Jockeys, and 
is got into fo much Reputation, 
that it has a Probatum in moft 
of our Books, ever fince Mark- 
ham’s Time, who was the firft 
that communicated it to the 
World, tho’ it is but a very in- 
- fignificant one ; and whatis yet 
more ftrange, as if there was fome 
extraordinary Efficacy init, we 
have it ordered once in three 
Days, or three Times in nire 
Days, and the Horfe to be kept 
the whole Night before each 
' Drench from drinking. This 
would be much more effectual, 
if inftead of two Handfuls of 
the Herb of Grace, the Juice of 
ten or twelve Handfuls was gi- 
ven him, and as for the Hemp- 
feeds, I have known a Linet or 
green Bird eat near as much 4s 
is here ordered every four and 
twenty Hours, for a Week toge- 
ther ; though, if we may credit 
Antiquity, it may be of ill con- 
fequence to Stone -horfes, by 
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cooling their Love, and rendring 
them incapable of covering a 
Mare, 

* Take one Ounce of Ariffolo- 
‘ chia, (that is Birthwort) one 
* Ounce of Turmerick, and one 
© Ounce of Anifeeds ; beat your 
* Turmerick and Anifeed {mall, 
‘ and grate the Root of Ariftolo- 
* chia, and put them togcther, 
‘ with one Handful or two of 
* Lung-wort, or Liver-wort, an 
‘ Handful of Herb of Grace, 
* one good Handful of red S2ge, 
© an Handful of green or dried 
‘ Wormwood, and one Handful 
“ of green Fennel ; and if it be 
‘ in Winter, that you cannot get 
‘ the Fennel green, then take 
* two Ounces of Fennel-feeds ; . 
‘cut the Herbs {mall, and beat 
‘ the Seeds, and put them all 
‘to fteep in three Pints of 
¢ running Spring-water, and let 
“them lie in fteep all Night , 
‘ The next Day Morning before 
‘ you give it him, ride him a 
* Mile, till he be warm, and at 
‘ his return give it him cold as 
‘ it ftood all Night. 

This Receipt I have taken. 
from the Gentleman’s Fockey, it is 
intended, as its Titleexprefics, to 
cure foul, rank, pocky Farcins ; 
but whatever Effect it may have 
in a very inveterate Farcin 5 it 
is certain it may do abundance 
of Service in divers ill Habits, 
efpecially in the Dropfy, Yele 
lows, and in all other Obftructi- 
ons in the inward Parts, as the 
Simples are moft of them very 
good, and are alfo in a pretty 
good Quantity, but injudicioufly 
managed, becaufe thofe Things 
that are made into Powder, are 
in a great meafure loft, when ins 
fufed among cut Herbs; we fhall 
therefore recommend the follow-

ing Alteration, to thofe who 
have a mind to ufe it. 

* Take Herb of Grace, Liver- 
©‘ wort, red Sage and Worm- 
_ © wood, of eachan Handful, cut 
‘them fmall, and infufe them 
‘all Night in three Pints of 
© Spring-water; in the Morning 
* prefs out the Infufion through 
€ a Cloth, and mix with it the 
« Powder of the Roots of round 
© Birthwort, Turmerick, and A- 
* nifeeds, of each an Ounce, Fen~ 
« nel-feeds in Powder two Oun- 
© ces, Saffron in Powder half a 
* Dram ; and giveit your Horfe 
“in the Morning, after he has 
* ftood fome Hours fafting. 

By this Method you have. all 
the dry Ingredients in Subftance, 
and the Infution not fo much 
crouded ; for when all thefe In- 
gredients are infufed together in 
do {mall a Quantity of Liquor, 
a great part of the Virtue mutt 
be left in them. We have alfo 
added a {mall Quautity of Saf- 
fron, which the Pra¢titioner may 
ufe at his Difcretion, tho’ we are 
of opinion, the Medicine will 
not be fo good without it. 

‘ Take new made Chamberlye, 
‘and the beft and ftrongeft 
* white Wine Vinegar, of each 
« halfa Pint; then take of Mu- 
* ftard-{eed two or three Spoon- 
© fuls, and make Muftard thereof 
* with Vinegar, and grind it well, 
‘then put your Vinegar and 
‘ Chamberlye to the Muftard, 
* and ftir them well together. 

This isin moft of our Eng- 
lifh Collections of Rec-ipts; it is 
call'd in’ the Gentleman’s Fockey, 
the black Drink for the Glanders, it 
is ordered, after the Quantity of 
two or three Egg-fhells full of a 
Mixture of Tar and Bay-falt 
has firft been given ; it is to be 


adminiftred once in three or four 
Days, or oftner, if the Horfe 
has Strength; and is faid to be 


an infallible Cure, tho’ the Horfe 


be far fpent. But in that Cafe 
the fofteft Reftoratives are much 
more likely to fucceed. 

‘ Take half a Pint of white 
‘ Wine, diffolve in it the Bignefs: 
‘ of a Walnut, or more, of black 
‘ Soap, and when you have in- 


© corporated them well together, 


© give it by way of Drench, 
‘letting the Horie ftand two 


* Hours before, and two Hours - 


* thereafter to an empty Rack. 
This is to be met with in 
moft of our Reccipt-books to kill 
Worms; but before this is ad- 
miniftred, we are ordered to 
give the Horfe Milk and Honey, 
to intice them to a Stomach, as 
if the Appetites of that fort of 
Vermin were the fame with 
ours, when it is very certain, 
Turd, and all manner of Filth is 
much more agreeable to them 
than Milk and Honey: But this 
manner of Cure has been taken 
from the Nurfes, who have of- 
ten fuch, Whims with Children. 
The Soap no doubt will deftroy 
Worms, and is likewife, when 
judicioufly given, of great fer- 
vice in the Yellows, and in moft 
Difeafes of the Liver and Kid» 
neys and in divers other Indif- 
pofitious proceeding from inward 
ObftruGtions; but we havetaken 
fufficient Notice of this already. 
in its proper place. 
‘ Take red Wine three Pints, 
‘ half an Handfulof the Herb, cal- 
‘led Burfa Paftoris, or Shep- 
« herd’s Purfe, and as much Tan- 
* ners Bark taken out of the Fat 
‘and dried ; boil them in the 
© Wine, tillfomewhat more than a 
‘ Pint be confumed, then ftrain it 
3 wil > S82 ae > ; ee ‘ ' hard 
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‘ ‘hard, sh give it him lukewarm 
© to drink, if you add to it a 
€ little Cinnamon, it will be bet- 
* ter, or diffolve into a Pint of 
* red-Wine four Ounces of the 
© Conferve of Sloes, and give it 
‘ him to drink. 


Thefe are from the Experienced © 


Farrier, xecommended for the 
Cure of a Blocdy Flux, wherein 
they may no doubt. be very fer- 
viceable, but the Reader may 
look backwards, where there are 
Variety of the fame Kiad, and 
to the next Section concerning 
Clyfters, ¢c. which contains the 
moft efficacious Means tor remo- 
ving all fuch Diftempers. The 
following is from the {ame Book, 
and is the beft we can find for 
Staling of Blood. ~ 

« Take Knot-grafs, Shepherds- 
s purfe, Blood-wortof the Hedge, 
© Polypodium of the Wall, Com- 
c frey, Garden Blood-woit, of 
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‘ each an Handful; fhred them 
‘ fmall, and put them into a 
© Quart of Beer, and boil them, 
‘ then put to them a little Salt, 
‘ Leaven, and Soot, mix altoge- 
‘ ther, and give it him. 

It is to be obferved, that all 
thofe things, that are proper to 
cure a Bloody Flux, are alfo the 
moft ferviceable in all Hemorrha- 
ges of Blood; fo that we need 
not take up meh Time with 
Things of this Kind, fince we 
have inferted fo many already, 
that are proper inall fuch Cafes ; 
end when the Flux of Blood hap- 
pens to proceed only from the 
Vedfels of the Urinary Paffages, 
the beft, and moft expeditious 
Way is to cure it, by injecting a 
Solution of Colebatch’s Stiptick, 
or any other Stiptick Water, even 
as the Bloody Flux is the moft 
expeditioufly cured by Clyiters.

ed and overcome by one or o- ; 
ther of thefe Forms; but when 


_thofe Diicharges tend to the So- 


lution of dome other Difeafe; 
the judicious Practitioner ought 
neither to attack them by Clytter, 

nor 
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nor any other way in Contradicti- 
on to Nature. 

Clyfters are of diverfe Kinds, 
fome are emollient and foftning, 
whereby they make a gentle Re- 
laxation of the Bowels, and only 
help to carry off their Contents 
in Diftempers, that are accompa- 
nied with Coftivenefs, as in di- 
verfe Kinds of Fevers, and other 
Difeafes, that require not a more 
powerful Difcharge. Some are 
purgative, and are made ftronger 


- or weaker, as the Circumftances 


ofthe Diftemper, or theStrength 
and Conftitution of the Horfe 
require; and others are ftrength- 
ning and aftringent, and are alfo 
endued with their feveral Pro- 
perties of Cordial, Healing, 
Balfamick, Carminative, and the 
like, according as is found ne- 
ceflary to their feveral Intentions 
of Cure. 

This: being the moft ufeful 
Divifion of Things, under this 
Form, we fhall not trouble the 
Reader with any farther prefacing 
but proceed to the. Prefcriptions 
themfelves, beginning with thofe 
that are emollient. » 3 


Emollient ‘Chyfters: 


‘ Take frefh fat Broth two 
¢ Quarts, make it Blood warm, 
« and diffolve in it half a Pint 
© of Oil, unlefs the Broth be ex- 
© tremely fat. ; 

Where the Horfe has no vi- 
fible Diforder upon him but Co- 
ftivenefs, fuch a Clyfter as this 
will be of great Service, by foft- 
ning and relaxing the Bowels, 
breaking the vifcid flimy Mat- 
ter, which intangles the hardned 


_ Excrements, fo that if the Horfe 


be firftraked very well, which is 
abfolutely neceffary in all fuch Ca- 
fes, that Room may be made for 
the Clyfter, the Broth mana-

* Mercury, of eacha large Hand- 


© ful; boil them ina Gallon of | 
‘ Water, and take two Quarts | 


¢ of the Decoétion while it is 
© warm, and add to it a Pint of 
¢ Oil, or a Pound or twelve Oun- 
* ces of frefh Butter, and give it 
« your Horfe, keeping his Tail 
€ clofeto his Fundament, and ob- 
€ ferving all the other Precautions

Excrcife, will cure any Horfe of 
Coftivenefs, and with good Ma- 
nagement, may be made to ward 
off the firft Approaches of many 

re Kinds 
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Kinds of Infirmities, that take 
their rife from full feeding and 
want of Exercife. It may bere- 
peated, as often as there is occa- 
fion; and if the Horfe happens 
to be affi&ed with Wind, an 
Ounce or two of {weet Fennel 
Seeds may be boil’d in the De- 
coétion; or, the following may 
be exhibited, whichisalfoa gentle 
Lenitive.

Either of thefe may be given 
with good Succefs, where there 
is the Sufpicion of Pain and In- 
flammation in the Guts, as hap- 
pens fometimes, when the Excre- 
ments have been very hard for 
fome Time, and have preffed and 
bruifed them on all Sides.

The Emetick Beer is 
as cheap as any thing, and may 
be comply’d with to Horfes of 
any Price. See Emetick Beer, in

The following is alfo very fit 
for common ordinary Horfes. 

‘ Take common Mallows four 
© or five Handfuls, Tobacco- 
© Leaves half a Pound, Juniper- 
Berries bruifed a large handful; 
« boil them in three Quarts ora 
© Gallon of Water; and to the 
© ftrained Decoétion add a Quar-

This may be eafily made and 
given at any Time to a+Horfe 
that is hard to work upon.

This muft be mix’d with the 
Decoétion, juft when you putit 
into the Syringe. They are both 
of them very warm, and pow~ 
erfully rarify and expel the Wind ; 
and are thereby fitted to give great 
Relief in moft Kinds of Cholicks. 
But thofe Kind of Cholicks, that 
are the Effects of Slime andGra- 
vel, are to be treated with fuch 
Clyfters as this. 

‘ Take half a Pound of Tur- 
« pentine, and the Yolks of five 
* or fix new laid Eggs; beat 
«them up in a wooden Bowl, 
€ till they are throughly incor- 
¢ porated, then mix witha ftrong 
€ Decoétion of the Root of 
€ Marfh-Mallows, or any other 
* emollient Decodtion, adding 
© Oil of Linfeed half a Pint, and 
© inject it Blood-warm. 


are fubjeét to the Stoneand Stran- 
gury, or any other Diforder of 
the Reins or Bladder, and is chief= 
ly ufeful in thofe Cholick Difor- 
ders, where a Horfe can neither 
ftale nor dung, which often 
times proceeds from Inflamma- 
tion and {welling in the Neck 
of the Bladder, caus’d by vifcid 
flimy Matter, Stones, Sand, of 
Gravel, obftructing the Paffages 


of the Urine, and exciting Pain 


in thofe Parts. Such Clyfters 
thereforeempty theGut, promote 
Urine, and make a Horfe ftale 
freely, as the Turpentine which 


is of a very penetrating Nature, © 


eafily affects thofe Parts, by Rea- 
fon of their Affinity to the great 
Gut. The Praétitioner there- 
fore can never do amifs in ha- 
ving Recourfe to fuch Clyfters, 
as often as thefe Symptoms are 


apparent, unlefs they proceed vi- 


fibly from the Hardnefs of the 
Dung only, and then any Cly- 
fter that is emollient and gently 
Purgative will do the Bufinefs. 
The Turpentine-Clyfters are al- 
fo ferviceable, when the Guts 
happen to be fretted with the 
Hardnefs of the Dung, or when 
they are excoriated with the 
Sharpnefs of the Humours, as 
all fuch are both cleanfing and 
healing.

This is a very healing Cly- 
fter, and may be given to ten- 
der delicate Horfes, to heal their 
Guts after any violent Scouring, 
upon taking ftrong purging Phy- 
fick, or when that happens any 
other Way. 

©‘ Take fat Broath without 
¢ Salt, or any emollient Decocti- 
¢ on three Pints, diffolve in it 
* four Ounces of Diafcordium,

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This is healing and gently re- _ 
ftringent; and is therefore very — 
profitable to dry up Loofneffes 
that are moderate, and not of a 
long ftanding. | 

‘Take Camomile, and red 
« Rofe-leave, of each a good 
* Handful ; boil them in two 
¢ Quarts of Water to three Pints, 
*« add to the Decottion fix Oun< 
‘ cesof Diafcordium, and giveit

This is fomewhat more a- 
ftringent than the foregoing, and 
will cure any LoofnefS in the 
beginning. 

‘Take red Rofe-leaves one 
* Handful, Oak-bark, and the 
‘ Bark of the Elm-tree, of each 
« an Ounce; boil them in Smiths 
‘ Forge-water two Quarts, till 
‘ the half be near confumed, 
¢ then diffolve in the Decoétion 
* two Ounces of Mithridate, 


* © and four Ounces of Diafcordi- 


* um, with two Ounces of Bole 
‘ in fine Powder. 

This is yet more aftringent 
than either of the preceeding, and 
will very.eafily put a ftop to 
any Loofnefs, where it proceeds 
from an over-great Humidity, 
and Relaxation of the Bowels ;

Cholick-pains, and infupporta-

Diftempers; for by them we ge- 
nerally propofe fome immediate, 
or very f{peedy Relief: So that 
they make amends for their Coft- 
linefs,. by their extraordinary and 
fudden Efficacy,

But if there be at any time 
the Appearance of a Gangrene 
and Mortification, which may 
be fometimes known by ablack- 
ifh, fetid Water coming from the 
Fundament ; in that Cafe the 
propereft Clyfter is Spirit of 
Wine, or Oil of Turpentine, 
wherein has been diffolved Un- 
guentum Egyptzacum ; but this 
{eldom happensto Horfes, becaufe 
the Inflammation, for the moft 
part, deftroys them by the vio- 
lent and infupportable Pain, which 
when it happens in thotefenfible 
Parts, is very apt to bring an 
Horfe into ftrong Convuliions, 
by which he commonly dies. . 

In all violent Cholicks that re- 
quirea Difcharge of the Dung, the 
Species, Hzera Picra, interted in 
the Section of Powders, isa moft 
foveraign Remedy, and ought to

alfo be of fingular fervice.

There are few or none, befides 
Solleyfell, that have ever made 
ufe of Clyfters of this kind, to 
bind and dry up Fluxes of the 
Belly, tho nothing is fo certainly 
effectual, and his would have been 
much better, had they been more 
warm, and confifted more of 
cordial Ingredients.

This is from Blundevill, but 
the Quantity of every thing is 
confiderably too little, to be of 
any great fervice. That Author 
complains of the Farriers in his 
Time, for not ftudying more 
the Ufe of Clyfters, and their 


different Intentions of purging, 
loofening, binding, cleanfingand , 


the like ; but he has fallen into 


the fame Error himfelf, having 
made ufe of very few Medicines 
of that Intention throughout his 
whole Book. As for Markham, 
he has alfo but very few, and 
thofe no extraordinary ones, be- 
ing chiefly Lenitive, befides that 
they are fo fmall in Quantity 
that they can do little more than 
moiften that Part of the Gut 
next the Fundament ; and there- 
fore can anfwer no important 
End: Four or five Quarts would 
be little enough in purging and 
lenitive ones, confidering the. 
Length and Extenfivenefs of an 
Horfe’s Guts; but as a Clyfter 
muft be given all at once, we. 
are forced to content ourfelves 
with two Quarts, or five Pints, 
there being no Engine as yet de- 
vifed, whereby to adminifter a 
larger Quantity. 

‘ Take the Fat of Beef-broath ; 
© if he be fick, weak and lean, 
‘ a Pint and an half is enough ; 
‘ if hebe big, fatand lufty, you 
‘may put in two or three 
‘ Pints; put to it half a Pint 
‘ of Englifh Honey, and two 
‘ Drams of white Salt; mix them 
* welltogether, and adminifter it 
‘ Clytter-wife Blood-warm, then 
‘ clap his Tail, ¢ec. | 

This is from the Gentleman's - 
Fockey, for an Horfe that is bound, 
and cannot dung, but the Quan- 
tity 1s too {mall to make any 
confiderable Difcharge. The 
Geutleman’s Fockey has it from 
De Grey. . 

The following is fromthe fame 
Author, and is fomewhat more 
in the medicinal Way. 

* Take two Handfuls of Me- 
‘ lilot, two Handfuls of Pelli. 

ue * tory 
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© them, then take two Handfuls 
© of Camomile ; boil any one of 


* thefe in a Decoétionof Water, 


* toa third Part, then add to it

The Author fays, it will take 
from him all hurtful Humours, it 
will carry, away all {pungy Mat- 
ter, and will allay the Biliouf- 
‘nefs and Sharpnefs of Humours, 
cleanfe inward Ulcers, and re- 
frefh and comfort the vital Spi- 
rits. It works gently, and is 
fomewhat cooling. 

Inthe Genrleman’s Fockey there 
is another Clyfter, which is cal- 
led a reftringent one, alfo taken 
from De Grey ; it is compofed 
one half of the foregoing Deco- 
ction, and the other of new Milk 
from the Cow, with the Yolk of 

three new-laid Eggs. This is 
not amifs, where an Horfe’s Guts 
are pained or inflamed, but fig- 
nifies little asan Aftringent. 

There is another fora fat, foul- 

bodied Horfe, newly come from: 
Grafs, and one for Melancholy, 
but there is nothing in either, 
but whatis verycommon. The 
reft are taken from Markham and 
De Grey, and very infignificant 
ones. The Experienced Farrier 
has no other, but what are ta- 
ken from the fame Authors. 


Injections. 


_ An TnjeGtion is alfo a Liquor 
which. with the help of a Sy- 
ringe, is to be conveyed imme- 
diately to fome part to flop He- 
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* tory; if you can get neither of 
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morrhages of Blood, or to cleanfe 
and incarnate Ulcers, gc. Inje- 
Ctions are made ufe of to the 
Yard, and fometimes to the Ma- 
trix, and to thefe lying without 
the Reach of common Applica- 
tions.

Suppofitories. 


Thefe are only ufed in the Cafe 
of fomegreat Exigency, to caufea 
Horfe to dung immediately, by 
ftimulating the tender and fenfible 
Membrane of the great Gut, efpe- 
cially that Part which covers the 
Sphinétre ; for by that Means the 
periftaltick Motion is quickned to 
‘the throwing off their Contents. 
In thofe Cafes, wherea Horfe can 
neither flale nor dung, they prove 
of the greateft fervice imagina- 
ble, and are very proper to be 
adminiftred even before Clyfters 5 
for very often the Dungisfodry, 
and fo much glued to the Gut, 
that a Clyfter cannot make its 
Entrance until {ome previous E- 
vacuation has been made firft by 
Raking, and then by Suppofito- 
ry, which by it’s Heat and Irri- 
tation, not only draws the .Ex- 
crements to their Expulfion, but 
by drawing the lower partof the . 
Inteftines into a fort of Convul- 
fions, loofens the Dung from all 

- it’s 
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it’s Adhefions ; fo that a mild 
Clyfter will often effectuate what 


remains to be done in all thofe 


Circumftances. 
The commonand ufual Suppo- 
fitory, both for Man end Beatt, 


is made of Honey and Salt, in

Omentations and Embroca- 

tions differ chiefly in this, 

; that Foment ations are made 
only with aqueous Menftruums, 
_ whereas Embrocations confitt ot 
Spirits, Lixiviums,and fometimes 
with a Mixture of hot, penetra- 
ting Oils; for by thefe is intend- 
ed fomewhat to be tranfmitted 
into the Skin to eafe Pain, dif- 
Jogde Obftru€tions, or to heat 
‘and warm the Part by their Ir- 
_gitation; and the Blood and 
_ Juices, which before were lan- 
_ guid and heavy, are thereby put 
‘into a brisker Motion, and fitted 


to perfpire, or return back again 
with the refluent Blocd. 

‘ Take the Afhes of Vine- 
‘ Twigs or for want thereof 
‘ thofe of any other green Wood, 
‘ one Pound, white Wine Vine-

condarily, viz. by virtue of their 
extraordinary Subtilty and Pene- 
tration, whereby they attenuate 
the Juices, and promote their 
Motion, gc. 


Fomentations and Baths. 


In the Farriers Terms, there 
is no Diftinétion made between 
- Fomentations and Baths, and in- 
deed that is’not material, fince 
the chief Difference is in the 
‘Manner of ufing them, and not 
in the. Materials, which are one 
and the fame. A Bath is uni- 
verfal, and therefore never made 
ufe of to Horfes, becaufe of their 
large Size, and Unmanageableneds, 
wlio could not be made to go 
into any thing’ that is hot and 
{moking ; but Fomentations are 
' not only ufed frequently, butare 
of very great fervice, both to ftiff 
and tired Horfes, and likewife to 
thofe that are lame. They are 
of different Kinds, according to 
the different Circumfiances of 
the Difeafes; to which they are 
applied ; fome are emollient and 
-fottning, fome anodyne and pa- 
- cifick to eafe Pain, fome aftrin- 
gent, and others repellent, and 


fome are adapted to peculiar Dif> “ ;

eafes only : As for Inftance, to 
cure the Dropfy, and to deftroy 
Worms, ce.

Both thefe areemollient, and of 
ufe to foften and difcufs all hard, 
windy Swelling, fuch as’ Wind- 
galls, Ruptures, viz. when an 
Horfe is incorded, or burften , 
they are alfo proper to bathe an 
Horie’s lower Belly and Funda- 
ment, in thofe Diforders where 
he can neither pifs, nor Dif- 
charge his Ordure; for by relax- 
ing the Veffels, they pive a free 
Paffage, both to the Urine and 
Dung ; and when they are ufed 
to this purpofe, it cannot be a- 
mifs to add Parfly, Fennel, and 
Afparagus-roots in the Decocti- 
on, and to diffolve in it alfo 
two or threé Ounces of common 
Soap, to make it penetrate the 
better. 

‘ Take common Wormwood, 

St. Fohn’s Wort, Centaury, and 

Camomile - floweis, of each

‘ Take Mint, Rue, Penny-

© fuls ; boil thefe in three Gal- 
© lons of Water, to two, after 
¢ which ftrain it off. 

This is an admirable good Fo- 


‘mentation, to bathe the Legs of 


thofe Horfes, that are ftiff and 
tired after any hard Labour, or 
hard Riding, they are mighty 
comfortable to the Nerves and 
Sinews. If all the Ingredients 
cannot be had, you may take a 
proportionable Quantity of thofe 
you can get, and after you have. 
bathed the Horfe’s Legs very 
foundly, take a Cupful of Spirit 
of Wine camphorated, and with’ 
your Hand chafe his Legs very 
well, by which Means you may 
certainly prevent the Greafe, 
unlefs the Horfe lies under fome 
Debility, or other Indifpofition | 
of Body. 

¢‘ Take Camomile, and the 
« Flowers thereof, of each two 
‘ Handfuls, Bay-berries, and Ju- 
¢ niper-berries, of each two Oun- 
© ces; boil them in three Quarts 
‘ of Water.to two Quarts, and 
© before you remove it from the - 
‘ Fire, add Anifeeds, fweat Fe- 
* nugreek - feeds, Cumin - feeds, 
© and Coriander - feeds, of each 
© an Ounce all bruifed. 

‘This is called a carminative 
Fomentation, to expel Wind out 
of the Bowels; when it is ap- 
plied warm to the Region of 
the lower Belly ; but to Hor- 
fes, becaufe of the Hair, there

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ought always to be two Parts of 
Spirit of Wine added, that it 
may foon dry in, otherwife if 
there be too much of the Water,

‘ per, of each half an Ounce; 
€ the Woods muft be boiled in

This is called a ftrengthening 
Fomentation,and very good, when

enable them to refift it’s Sallies 


-for the future. 


‘ Take of white Wine-vine- 
* gar any Quantity, and diffolve 
‘ in it a pretty deal of Sale Pe- 


tre, and Sugar of Lead over 


‘ the Fire. 

This is not only very proper 
to be applied to hot Swellings 
that are not critical (viz. to fuch 
as come by Strains, or Bruifes, 
where there is no Malignity ; 
but alfo to ftop Hemorrhages of 
Blood for any Part, by apply- 
ing it to the Breaft, or to an 
Horfe’s Stones, but all fuch cold 
Applications are dangerous, when 
app-ied to Swellings that have a 
tendency to Suppuration, and to 
throw off any Impurities of the 
Bicod.

The fame Author has much 
fuch another Fomentation for 
Horfes that are lean and hide- 
bound; it is certain Baths and 
Fomentations are very proper in 
all fuch Cafes, to draw the Spi- 
‘its and Nourifhment to the dry 
Skin, but previous to them, 
fhould always bé ufed Oils, and 
foftning Things, to leffen the 
Rigidity of the Fibres, and 
then Fomentation of Spirituous 
Herbs may be ufed with good 
Succefs. 

The following is a Bath for the 
Mange. 

« Take a large Pot full of good 

Lye made of the A fhes of green 


Wood, and ftraitned thro’ a : 
Linnen Cloth, a fufficient Quan-,

* tity of green Broom Tops, 
© Roots of fharp pointed Dock, 
« and greater Celandine, of each 
© an Handful, Roots of white 
¢ Hellebore half a Pound; boil 
© them altogether; and having 
« chaffed the Mangy Place till

* with this Deco¢tion, and rub 
¢ them with the hot Herbs and 
¢ Roots continually, after the

Boil a large Quantity of wild

‘ in ftrong Lye, for the Space of

The Author fays, there is not 
any Kind of Mange to be met 
‘ with fo inveterate and deeply 
rooted, that will not yeild to 
this Remedy. They are indeed, 
both very good and cheap; but 
ifthe Difeafe happen to be ob- 


_ . ftinate, it will be very conve- 
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nient to boil Brimftone with the 
above-mentioned, or any other 
fuch Ingredients, tho’ at the fame 
Time it muftbe owned, the moft 
certain, as well as expeditious 
Way of curing the Mange, is by 
anointing, for by that Means the 
Remedy is much better fix’d 
to the Skin, if it be well chafed 
in, 
The following is alfo from the 
fame Author, and is called an A- 
firingent Bath for a Flux. 

‘ Take Leaves of (Plantain, 
‘ and Knot Grafs, of each four 
* Handfuls, Comfrey and Horfe- 
© Tail, of each one Handful, 
* Galls, Cypras Nuts, and A- 
* corns, ofeach two Ounces, red . 
© Rofes, Leaves of white Mul- 
* lin, of each three Handfuls; 
‘ boil them ina large Por, in 
an equal Mixture of Claret 
‘ and Water, firft putting in the 
‘ Nuts and Acorns beaten, then 
© the Leaves, and laf of all the 
* Flowers; and after they are 
© fufficiently boil’d, add a Pint 
‘ of Vinegar and half a Pound 
* of Oil of Quinces. With this 
© Decoction the Horfe’s Belly is 
© to be bathed warm with Lin- 
€ nen Clouts, and to be ufed as 
¢ often as is néceflary. 

The chief Ufe of {uch Baths is 
in Cafes where the Belly is very 
much {woln, and diftended; for 
by their Aftringency, in drawing 
up, and contrafting the Mem- 
brane, they may fometime fo 
ftrengthen the Parts, as to leflen 
{uch a Diftention, tho’ the con- 
trary frequently happens in Loc{ 
nefles, inftead of a Diftention, 
there is often a too great Rigidity 
and Contraétion, which rather 
requires the Ufe of Emollients, 
and Carminatives, to foften and 
relax, the better to give a free 
Per- 
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Perfpiration to the enclofed Mat- 

ter. But this Bath may be much 
‘more profitable to Swellings cau- 
fed by Spur-galling, as the Au- 
thor himéelf likewife directs; and 
it may alfo be of Ufe in the 
Cure of very large Wounds, 
where the Lips are {woln, and 
diftended, by the extraordinary 
Influx of the Blood: But thefe 
Methods are feldom practifed, 
where a Wound can be brought 
to Digeftion in any tolerable 
Time; Bruifes on the Shoulders, 
Hips, and Legs, or where there 
happens to be an overgreat Re- 
laxation, may alfo be very pro- 
fitably bathed with this, or fuch 
like Fomentations. 

© Take Plantain two Hand- 
© fuls, Comfrey and Wormwood, 
© of each a Handful; boil them 
© in a Gallon of Lye, and while 
‘it is warm bath your Horfe’s 
* Legs therewith. 

This is from the Experienced 
Farrier, recommended to cement 
and cure broken Bones. It isan 
eafy Medicine, and proper enough, 
not only to bath fractured Legs, 
but thofe that are relaxed or 
weakned with Travel or hard ri- 
ding. 

‘Take Sage and Rofemary, 
¢ of each an Handful, and of the 
« Bark. of the Root of Beech three 
* Pound, the Bark of young Elms, 
© Oak, and Afh, of each an Hand-

Of Snuffs, Fumigations, and Perfumes for the 


Head, 


YHE Method of curing 
Difeafes of the Head by 
~ the Ufe of Perfumesand 


Fumigations was very much in 
ufe in ancient Times ; and the 
Ttaliansand French make ule of it, 
pretty frequently, to this Day, 
_ among their Horfes ; and in ma- 
ny Cafes it may be very proper, 
as in the Vertigo, Apoplexy, fall- 
ing Evil, and all Difeaies accom- 
panied with Convulfions, when 
they arife from the Brain; in 
all lethargick and frentick Di/lem- 
pers, atid every other Dilorder, 
which caufes an Horfe to reel 

or falldown ; But the Method 
of blowing Powders into the 
‘Nofe of an Horfe by way of 
‘Snuff, tho’ itis the moft hazar- 
dous, unlefs it be carefully ma- 
“naged, yet it is more practifed

among us than any where elfe, 
which perhaps may be owing ta 
this, viz. that it is the leaft trou- 
blefome and expenfive: But to 
Horfes, Snuffs, above all things, 
ought to be as moderate as pofli- 
ble for two Reafons; Firft, be- 
caufe there is but very little Moi- 
fture comes from the Nofe of an 
Horfe in anatural Way. Secondly, 
becaufe of the dependent Pofition. 
of his Head, whereby it becomes 
dangerous to ule any thing that 
may occafion a too great Moifture, 
or derive a Flux of Humours upon 
theGlands ; and another Reafon 
may be, becaufe of the exquifite 
Senfe an Horie has on thefe Parts, 
who isoftentimes mov’d to fneeze 
with the leaft Duft, and even 
fometimes with the Impreffions 
of the Air itfelf, 

ay NO ae Things 
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Things adminiftred to Horfes 
in this Manner, cught therefore 
to be very moderate in their O- 
peration, and not to be repeat- 
ed, excepting juft to open the 
Glands, when they happen to be 
ftuffed up after a Cold, or any 
Diftemper affecting them, {0 as 
to caufe obftinate Obftructions in 
they i 
_ © Take Leaves of Betony, Ho- 
* ney-fuckle, Marjoram, {weet 
‘ Briar ;_ dry them in the Shade, 
«and make them into Powder. 

A {mall Quantity of this Pow- 
der blown up an Horde’s Nofe 
with a Quill, will fometimes re- 
lieve him, when the Glands of 
the Nofe are obftruéted, as in 
the above-mentioned Cafes, but 
particularly when there is an 
Heat and Drinefs in the infide 
of the, Noftrils. 

~ $ Take Flowers of Rofenidiy. 
© and Lavender, of each half an 
« Ounce, Marjoram, Betony, and

This is fometimes of ufe to 
Horfes that are fubjeGt to the 
Staggers, from whatfoever Caufe 
it proceeds, whether from.aVer- 
tiga, Apoplexy, Epilepfy, or any 
other _Diftemperature of the 
Brain, and is {0 moderate in it’s 
Operation, that it can have no 
ill, EHed. 
~ © Take Rofe-water four Oun- 
* ces,Spirit of Sal Armoniack half 
© an Ounce,of Lavender, or Hun- 

* gary Water one. Ounce ; dip 
‘ the End of a good large Fea- 
_ © ther into this Mixture, and put 
* it up the Horfe’s Nofe. 

This isadmirable good in Ver- 
tigoes, Apoplexies, Lethargies,and 
all Difeafes of the Head, proceed- 
ing from a Compreftion of the 
Nerves, © er from the Thicknefs 
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of the nervous Juice, ec. Some 
only make ufe of a Feather dip- 
ped in Oil, or Oil and Vinegar, 
and do an Horfe fervice in thefe 
Cafes, by touching the fenfible 
Parts, thereby provoking him to 
{neeze, and to throw out a great 
deal of Snot. 

< Take Motherwort and Py 
‘ rethrum, or Pellitory of Spats, 
© of each equal Parts ; make 
‘ them into Powder, and blow 
‘ a little thereof into the Horfe’s 
© Noftrils. 

This is from Blundevill. The 
Pyrethrum isextremely hot, and 
by that Means drains off abun- 
dance of Moifture from ‘the 
Glands, but neither of them pro- 
voke much to {neeze. 

_-© Take Man’s Urine which is 
‘ old, or the Urine of an Ox, 


_ «that has had much Reft, and 


« fquirt it into your Horfe’s No- 
S ftrils, 

Thisis recommended by Mark- 
ham for a quotidian Fever 3, but 
it is chiefly of ufe where there 
is a Rawnedfs, or Scabbinefs with- 
in the Nofe. 

« Take the Powder of Gum 
* Dragant, Cufrus and damask 
: Rofes mixed together. 

This, he fays, is good againft 
the Fever in Summer or Win- 
ter ; but it fignifies little in ei- 
ther. The fame Author recom- 


~mends warm Vinegar {quirted 
-into an Horfe’s Nofe againft the 


Fever, which cometh by raw 
Digeftion ; but with no great 
Reafon. 
‘ Take Olibanum, Mattick, 
‘ Styrax, Gum Benzion or Benja- 
* min ; make them into a grofs 
“« Powder; fet them on fire ina 
« clean chafing Dith, and let the 
« Fumes pafs into hig Nghas 
‘ through a Funnel.

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This is proper to Horfes that 
are troubled with a Defluxion of 
Humours upon the Eyes, Nofe, 


_ or Mouth, but efpecially to thick- 


en a Running of thin, watry, 
moift Humours from the Nofe. 

'¢ Take Myrrh, Aloes, A fa Fx- 
*‘tida, and Storax, of each equal 
¢ Parts.; burn them ina chafing 
« Difh of clean Coals; and let 
* the Fumes rife into the Horfe’s 
* Nofe. 

This is of very great fervice 
in peftilential Fevers, and ‘in a 
particular manner in thofe Dii- 
orders that affeét the Brain, viz. 
 Vertigoes, Apoplexies, ec. cau- 
fing the Stagges. ‘The frequent 
Ufe of them is admirable good 
to Horfes that are fubje@ to le- 
thargick Symptoms. 


The following may alfo be 
ufed with good fuccefs to the 
fame Purpotes. 

‘ TakeRue, Savin, and Peny- 
¢ royal, carefully dried in the 
¢ Shade, of each a like Quantity, 
« Myrrh, and Afa Fetida, Oli- 
© banum and Amber; burn them 
©in a clean chafing Difh of 
“ Coals, and let the Fumes be 
© Tranfmitted through a Funnel,

_ . Thefe are proper to roufe the

N. B, All thefe aftringent Fu- 
migations may be of ill Confe- 
quence in thofe Runnings at the 
Nofe, that are only the criticad 
Difcharges of a Cold, and ought 
therefore never to be ufed, but 
when they continue very long; 
that the Horfe is like to be weak. 
ned thereby, and that you per- 
ceive him like to’ turn glander- 
ed ; for if they be ufed fooner, 
it may caufe a Redundancy ; 
and the Matter, which Nature’ 
would throw off that Way, will 
be very apt to fall upon the 

“Lungs, or fome other of the 
principal Bowels.

_ This is from Rains, and is re- 
commended in the falling Evil, 
and is very good for all other 
Diforders of the Brain, caufing 
the Staggers.

© Sugar-candy, and Rofe-mary: ’ 
Or, 

‘ Take Rofemary, Cumin-feed, 
€ Leaves of Laurel, and Myr- 
6 tles, Penny-royal, and Maftich, 
© of each equal Parts; and kin- 
* dle them ina Pan of Coals, 
«and let the Horfe receive the 
“© Fumes thereof. 
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Thefe are alfo recommended 
by Rwint in Catarrhs, and De- 
fluxions upon the Glands, after 
other Things have been firft ufed 
to make a Diverfion. 

The fame Author alfo recom- | 
mends the Ufe of Myrrh, Ma- 
ftick, Caftoreum, Rue, Rofemary, 
Lavender, Sage, Mint, and ma- 
ny other things that are all very 
comfortable to the Brain and 
Nerves, ee. 

The fame Ingredients, efpeci- 
ally the Herbs, being boiled and 
put into a Bag, and fo faftned 
to the Horfe’s Head, that the 
Fumes thereof may arife into 
his Nofe and Mouth, may alfo 
be of fervice to weak Horfes, 
which are not able to bear the 
Action the Smoke puts them . 
into when burnt ; and this is a 
Method has been often ufed with 
good fuccefs in fuch Circumftan- 
ces as require it. 

© Take Garlick- ftalks an Hand- 
« ful, being broke into little Pie- 
‘ ces, and a good Quantity of 
¢ Frankincence : and being put 
‘ upon a chafing Difh and Coals, 
‘ hold the chafing Difh under 
‘ the Horfe’s Nofirils, that the 
« Fumes may afcend up into his: 
* Head. 

This isrecommended by Mark- 
ham, to cure the Headach, and 
other Diforders of the Head, 

‘ Take Feathers and Brim- 
‘ ftone, and burn them in acha- 
« fing Difh of Coals, and let the 
« Smoke afcend into the Horfe’s 
<“Nofe.* Or, 

‘ Take Brimftone and Auripi- 
< gmentum, and burn them under

Of Cataplafms and Poultifes. 


OME make a Diftinétion 
S between Poultis and Cata- 

plaim, tho’ the Difference 
is fo inconfiderable, that we fhall 
not trouble the Reader with 
it. It is very certain, there 
is great fervice done, both in 
humane Difeafes, and thofe of 
Brute-creatures, by things un- 
der this Form, efpecially in 
ripening or expelling Tumours, 
abating Heat and Inflammation; 
and in divers other outward In- 
tentions; for they have this Ad- 
vantage, beyond fome other ex- 
ternal Forms, viz. an additio-~ 
nal Heat and Warmth, befides 


what is in the Ingredients them- 


felves ; and as moft have alfo 
fomething more emollient in their 
Compofition, they foften and re- 


Jax the Skin, whereby an En-— 


trance is made the more eafily 
to thofe Ingredients that are. a- 
dapted to attenuate the vifcid 
Juices which caufe Obftruétions 5 
fo that the obftructed Matter is 
either returned by the common 
Courfe of Circulation, or difchar- 
ged by the Pores, gc» which In- 
tentions are commonlymuchfoon- 
er anfwered by Poultifes, than by 
Plafters, or Ointments of any 
kind. 


An Emollient Cataplafm. 


©‘ Take Mallows, Marfhmal- 

© lows, Alder and Melilot-flow- 
‘ ers, of each an Handful, Roots 
© of Marfhmallows fourOunces; | 
¢ boil them in a fufficient Quan- 
s tity of Water, till you bring 
; S3 _£ thena, 
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* then toa perfect Math, then 
* pulp the whole thro’ a Sieve, 
‘ and mix with it an Ounce of 
* Camphire beat into Powder, 
*s and apply as much of it an 
§ Inch-thick, to the Part affeét- 
¢ ed, as will cover it. 

This Cataplaim is both foft- 
ning and difcuffive, and will be 
fill more emollient, and not fo 
apt to ftick to the Part, if you 
add to it three or four Ounces 
af Cilof Roles, St. fohn’s Worts 
or Alder, or, when thefe cannot 
eafily be got, of commoo Oil. 
It may be ufed with all the fafe- 
ty in the world almoft to any 
Swelling, and where there is an 
Inflammation, the Camphire will 
either be the Means of difcufling 
it, or fuddenly ripening it. No- 
thing is of greater fervice to 
allay the Heat and Inflammati- 
on, that happens fometimes after 
Burns with Gun: powder, or Gun- 
fhot Wounds; it foftens their 
Edges, and by the Heat and Pe- 
netration of the Camphire, fo 
much matter perfpires, that the 
reft fuddenly corrupts and comes 
to Digeftion ; but in critical 
Tumours, tho’ this is as innocent 
as any other; yet inftead there- 
of, fuch as the following, which 
is altogether ripening, ought to 
be ufed. 

« Take Bean-flower, or Rye, 
© or Barley-flower, or Oat-meal, 
€ one Pound, Linfeed and Fenu- 
* preek-meal, of each four Oun- 
* ces ; boil them till they be 
¢ fomewhat thick over a gentle 
“ Fire, keeping continually ftir- 
¢ ring that the Ingredients may 
€ not burn; then ftir into the 
* whole half a Pound of Rofinin 
* fine Powder, two or three

# Eggs, | 


This will draw any hard in- 
flamed. Swelling, that is proper 
to be broke, as the Strangles, Poll- 
Evil, all peftilential Swellings - 
about the Throat, the Ears, or 
Colds, Boils in the Groins, or 
any other Part of the Body, when 
they happen after Colds, Surfeits, 
Cheft-foundring, Fevers, ¢é. 
by applying a fufficient Quan- 
tity moderately warm once or 
twice a Day, it will foon bring 


them to Suppuration, and either 


break them, or render them fit 
to be opened. It is alfo very 
good to be applied pretty thick 
to thofe blind Boils that fome- 
times happen after Colds, and 
Surfeits,#and occafion abundance 
of trouble to fetch out the Cores, 
which are ftuckin, like fo many 
Plugs, or the following may be 
made-ufe of for that Purpofe,

‘ Take the Yolk of two or 
* three new-laid Eggs; mix with 
‘them Rofin in fine Powder,

hard Swelling that is not very 
large, and willdraw out Thorns 
or Prickles from any Part; but 
to a large Swelling it is too 
ftiff, and may caufe too. power- 
ful a Derivation of Matter to 
the Part, in which Cafes thofe 
that are a little mollified are 
more fafe, and lefs apt to cre- 
ate a Fever, as they relax the 
Parts, and give room for fome 
of the Matter to perfpire, fo 
that the reft comes the fooner

‘« Take Alder - leaves, and 
‘ Marfhmallows, of each two 
« Handfuls, boil: them in a fuffi-

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- © cient Quantity of Water to a 
© Pulp, pound them ina Mortar,

* Hair-fieve (or they may do 
‘ without that, if they be well

- € pounded four Ourices, Oil of 
* Alder, or, for want thereof, 
* common. Oil, what is fuffici- 
‘ ent to make it into the Con-

This is particulary of fervice 
in the Vives and Strangles, when 
the Paflages of the Throat are 
much ftopt; whereby they often 
bear an Affinity to the Duinfy.

This is both cooling and foft-

all over the Eyes, and by add- 
ing Camphire, it becomes of 
admirable Ufe to dry up the 
watry Sores that happen on the 
Legs and Pafterns of fome Hor- 
fes, efpecially thofe of the Dutch 
or Flanders Breed ; it is alfo ve- 
ry proper to be applied to Ul- 
cerations on any other Part of 
the Body, which fpread ,them- 
felves upon the Skin, and from 
whence there is conftantly a clear 
hot Water iffuing through the 
Pores.

Foot with a Remolade made of 
half a Pound of Burgundy-pitch, 
four Ounces of common Tur- 
pentine, and two Ounces of 
Oil-olive. Thefe are the Au- 
thor’s Dire&tions how to ufe it, 
who alfo advifes it to berenew- 
ed once in two Days, for the

Wounds or Hurts on the Pa- 
ftern Joints, to be fpread on Flax, 
and apply’d all round the Part ; 
he fays it is not only endow’d 
with a Virtue to allay Pain, but 
aflwapes the Swelling, and pre- 
vents the falling dowa of the 
Humours ; but thefe aye not ef- 
feétuated by any Anodyne Qua- 
lity in the Ingredients, but as it 
will bring a Wound to a quick 
Digeftion, not only by Reafon 
of the Warmth it communicates 
to the Part, but alfo as it is e- 
mollient, and moreover, as the 
Turpentine draws and digefts 
the Humours; but where there 
is not a Wound the fame Poul- 
tife would be fo far from having 
any Anodyne Quality, thar it 
would be apt to create Pain, 
 efpecially in an inflam’d Tumor 
as it would very readily ripen it, 
and Bring it to Matter. Thefe 
are only to be term’d Anodyne 
Poultifes, that mollify and fof- 
ten, and at the fame Time rari- 
fy the inclofed Matter, foas Part 
of it may make it efcape thro’ 
the Pores, and Part of it return 
back with the refluent Blood; 
for by this means Pain is. relie- 
ved, whether the Tumour be 
altogether difcufs’d, or if it comes 
to Matter; and while fome part 
is caft off by the common Out- 
lets, Nature is not fo much op- 
’ prefs’d, as otherwife it might be, 
by the violent Sweiling, and 
ftretching out of the Fibres, 
but the Tumor ripens, and comes 
to Maturity with Jefs Pain and 
Anguifh. But thofe are moft 
properly termed Anodyne Poulti- 
fes that are made chiefly of Narcor 
tick Ingredients, fuch as Henbane, 


is recommended fer’

Hemlock, and the Seeds of Hen- 
bane, black and white Poppies 
with their Seeds, Flowers of red 
or Corn Poppies, Opium, and 
fuch like things: Howeverfome - 
of thefe are not fafely ventur’d on 
in inflamed Tumours, excepting 
where there is a Wound to make - 
a Diicharge, or when they are 
well corrected with Ingredients, 
that are hot and fpirituous, fuch 
as Camphire. Saffron, Spirit of 
Wine, Oil of Turpentine, or vo- 
latile Spirits, and when they are 
thus managed, or as they are 
fometimes with a Mixture of 
Soap, they are of the greateft Ser- 
vice imaginable in relieving Pains 
about the Joints, aud other ner- 
vous Parts. ! 

* Take two. Handfuls of Bran, 
‘or asmuchas will thicken two 
© Quarts of Wine or Ale, then put 
‘ thereunto halfa Pound of Hogs- 
‘ greafe, and make them into a 
‘ Poultife. » 

This Blundevil has taken from 
Martin, who prefcribes it in the 
Strongullion or Strangles; it is 4 
ripening Poultife, and may be ap- 
plied to any part, which youde- 
fign to break; fometimes it will 
alio difcufs hard inflam’d Swel- 
lings, where there is not a ftrong 
Properifity in Nature, to throw 
off the Matter by Impofthuma- 
tion. It may be made more 
drawing, byadding Wheat-flow- 
er, or the Meal of any fort of 
Grain, and inftead of the Wine 
or Ale, the Yeaft of new Drink.’ 

© Take Mallows,Linfeed, Rue, 
< Wormwood, and Ground-Ivy ; 
© boil them in a fufficient Quan- 
« tity of Oil of Bays, and Oint-

* Take four Quarts of the 
‘ Grounds of a Beer Barrel, of 
« Smallage, Penny-Royal, Win- 
© ter-Savory, Rue, and of the 
© Leaves and Berries of Mifletoe, 
~ © of each two Handfuls; chop 
© them {mall, and put them to 
© the Grounds, and put to it a 
« Pound of Sheeps Suet, or Deers 
* Suct dried, and three or four 
* Handfuls of Rye, ‘or Wheat 
¢ Bran, fo much as will ferve 
© to boil it to a Poultife; and 
© when it is boiled, apply it to 
“the Place, and it will break 
“at. 

This is in moft of our modern 
Writers. It feems chiefly to be 
adapted to Tumors and Inflam- 
mations, about the Joints and 
nervous Parts; but is not extra- 
ordinary well contrived. 
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© Take Honey and Wheat- 
‘ Meal, of each a like Quantity ; 
© either boil them in a Decoftion 
* of Mallows, or mix them with 
“ the Yolks of Eggs, and apply 
‘the Poultife raw to the Part. 
Or, ' 

‘ Take Barley-Meal, and Pige- 
* ons Dung, of eacha like Quan- 
* tity; boil in Wine, and lay it 
‘to the Impofthume to ripen 
“42 a.Or, 

‘ Take Rootsof Mallows, and. 
© white Lillies; ftamp them well, 
“and mix with them Linfeed- 
¢ Meal and Hogs Greafe, and 
© make a Poultife. 

Thefeare from Markham, and 
are alfo copied from him by 
moft of our Enxglifh Authors, 
who have wrote fince his Time. 
What other Medicines they con- 
tain under the Denomination of 
Cataplafms, are all of them of 
the fame Kind, being chiefly in- 
tended to ripen, or draw Im poft- 
humes, fo that we need, take no 
farther Notice of them.

Of CHARGES. 


HERE is not any Form 
of greater Ufe or more 
univerfally approved of 

than thofe Topicks that go under 
the Name ot Charges; which 
‘Term feems to have been bor- 
‘rowed, not only from the Man- 


ner of their Application, but 
from the Power and Efficacy of 
their Operation. , 
A Charge is of a middle Na- 
ture, between an Ointment and 
a Plafter, or between a Plafter. 
and a Cataplafm, or participa~ 


ting 
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ting of all three, viz. being part- 
ly made up of Oils, Meals, Pulps, 
and partly of Gums and refinous 
Things, that give aStiffneds and 
Body to Plafters ; and therefore 
as all Charges are only a kind ot 
foft or liquid Piafters, the Anci- 
ents who firft contrived them, 
made greater Ufe of them than 
of any other Topick whatfoever, 
in all outward Infirmities, as be- 
ing the beft adapted to Creatures 
that are covered with Hair ; for 
a Plafter is in many Cafes lia- 
ble to Inconveniences, becaufe of 


it’s Stiffnefs ; wherefore it muft - 


be poured hot upon the Part, 
or the Hair muft be fhaved a- 
way ; and Ointments prove of- 
ten abortive, becaufe of -their 
Slipperinefs, or at leaft have no 
other Effect, than to foften and 
telax the Parts to which they are 
applied; but a Charge, that is 
made into a fit Body and Confi- 
ftency, is liable to few of thefe 
Difadvantages ; but with all the 
eafe in the world will infinu- 
ate itfelf, notwithftanding the 
Hair, and adhere as faft to the 
Skin, asany of our common Pla- 
fters do to the naked Body of a 
Man. cae 

They are of different Inten- 
tions, -asall other Forms of out- 
ward Application, fome being 
chiefly emollient, others difcut- 
five, and fome altogether repel- 
lent; of which Kind are moft 
of thofe termed cold Charges ; 
fome of which are alfo ftiled de- 
fenfive, or ftrengthening. Their 
principal Dfe is to heal Parts 
that are weakened by Falls, 
Bruifes, Sicknefs, or any other 
kind of Accident, where the 
joints, Nerves, and Sinews are 
affected, to bring down cold and 
phiegmatick Sweilings, andfomes

or 


times to dry up watry Corrup- 
tions, which create an ulcerous 
Difpofition in the Legs, and o- 
ther Parts of the Body. 

* Take Oil of Turpentine one 
© Pint, and mix with it the Pow- 
* ders of Wormwood, Lavender- 
“ flowers, Agrimeny, and St. 
Foln’s Wort, of each two Oun- 
ces; put them over a Charcoal 
Fire in a Skillet, and ftir them 
well together for a quarter of 
an Hour; then add Fanugreek 
and Linfeed in fine Powder, 
of each two Ounces, Ointment 
of Marfhmallows four Ounces, 
rectified Oil of Amber half a 
Pint; continue to ftir them till 
they begin to thicken; then 
take them off the Fire, and add 
‘ a Pint of Chamberlye, which 
‘has been boiled to the Thick- 
‘ nefs of a Syrup, and make the 
‘ whole into a Charge. 

We have recommended Char- 
coal, becaufe the Ingredients need 
little or no boiling; and likewife 
becaufe the leaft Flame will be 
apt to fet them all on fire. 

This Charge is not only emol- 
lient, but alfo very penetrating, 
and iscomfortable to the Nerves, 
It is of the greateft fervice ima- 
ginable in all Cramps and Con- 
vulfions of the Mufcles or Si- 
news, and may therefore be ap- 
plied with good fuccefs to cure - 
the String-halt, before it come 
to be of a veay long ftanding : 
It is alfo good in all paralytick 
Numbneffes, and in all old Griefs 
inthe Sinews and Joints. 

‘ Take ftrained Gaibanum half 
€ a Pound, common Pitch one 
* Pound; meltthem together ina 
© clean Skellet, with a fufficient 
* Quantity of Oil to keep them 
‘ from burning; then add Boar’s 
€ Greafe one Pound; whenthefe 

LES gre 
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“are thoroughlyly melted, take 
them off the Fire, and ftrain 
them through a coarfe Cloth, 
put them over the Firéa fecond 
time, and mix with them coarfe 
Amber, Storax, and Benjamin 
in Powder, of each two Oun- 
ces, white Hellebore in Pow- 
der, and Euphorbium, of each 
four Ounces, Nerve- oil, or 
Oil of Bays, or the Soldier’s 
* Ointment, of either of thefe 
« half a Pound, with a fufficient 
© Quantity of unrectified Oil of 
« Amber, to make the whole in- 
© to the Confiftency of a Charge, 
* to be applied warm over the 
© difeafed Member. 

This is admirable good in all 
old Griefs of the Joints and Si- 
news, particularly in paralytick 
Numbnefs, Nothing will con- 
tribute more to ftrengthen an 
Horfe’s Shoulders, or Loins, that 
have been weakned by any Acci- 
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dent. 

«Take old Chamberlye three 
‘Pints; boil it over the Fire 
* to one Pint, or till it grows 
« thick, then take black Pitch 

half a Pound, melt it over the 

Fire, with a fufficient Quanti- 


througha Cloth. that no Drofs 

or Lumps remain in it, and 

then pour it to the Chamber- 
© lye, adding Bean-flower and 
‘ Bole Armoniack in fine Pow- 
© der, as much as is fufficientto 
« make it into the Confiftency 
« of a Charge. 

This is cheaper and lefs com- 
pounded than either of the pre- 
ceeding, and for that Reafon, 
may be complied with to ordi- 
nary Horfes in all Strains of 
the Shoulders, or Hips, in the 
Knees, or Hams, or Paftern. 
Joints. It is very penetrating, 


¢€ 
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and will therefore do them abun- 
dance of fervice in all thefe Ca- 
fes ; but if the Strain be new, 
the followiug cold Charge will 
be of the greateft Efficacy inia- 
ginable. , 

‘ Take Vinegar or Verjuice 
* one Quart, Bole Armoniack, or 
‘ white fat Chalk, one Pound ; 
‘ make either of thefe into fine 
* Powder, and mix with the Vi- 
* negar, having firft mixed with 
« the Bole the Whites of halt a 
© Dozen new-laid Eges, | 

When an Horfe has newly re- 
ceived any Injury in bis Shoul- 
ders, Hips, or Legs, or has ftrain- 
ed any of the Sinews, plafter 
the Part well over with this 
Charge, it will foon recover him 
of the Lamenefs. Thefe Applt- 
cations, when they are mace in 
time, by their Coldnefs and A- 
ftringency, fo preferve the Tone 
of the Veffels, as to hinder them 
from yielding to the Influx of 
the Blood; by which Means they 
become all one as a Stay to any 
Part that is relaxed and weakned ; 
but they will be yet more effe- 
tual to thofe Parts, when they 
can alfo admit of Bandage. 

‘This is alfo of great fervice to 
abate the Heat and Inflamma- 
tion that attend large Wounds, 
being applied over the Dreflings; 
and is likewife very good to coal 
the Heat and Inflammations of 
the Eyes, being laid all over the 
Head and Temples.

© Take Maftick, Dragon’s 
* Blood, Myrrh, and Guni Tra- 
« gacanth, of each an Ounce, 
¢ common Pitch fix Ounces, red 
‘ Lead, Bole and Litharge in 
‘ fine Powder, of each two Oun- 
; w “ces3 
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© ces; boil all thefe in a fuffi- 
« cient Quantity of Vinegar over 
«a flow Fire, until they grow 
« ropy, then take them off, and 
¢ add Bole Armoniack in fine 
€ Powder, what is fufficient to 
¢ make a Charge. 

‘This is more expenfive and 
troublefome than the former ; but 
it will cure any new Strain with 
one Application, unlefs it be very 
violent. It isalfo of the greateft 
Service imaginable, to cure the 


' Gourdinefs, and Swelling of a 


Horfe’s Legs, if it has not been 
of a long Continuance, or caus’d 
by the Foulnefs of the Blood fol- 
lowing fome Difeafe; in which 
Cafe, it is never proper to make 
ufe of repellent Medicines, or 
thofe whofe chief Efficacy is of 
that Sort; but rather to ufe fuch 
as are fomewhat warm and {pi- 
rituous, of which the following 
is an Example. 

‘ Take common Turpentine 
€ one Pound, Honey half a Pound, 
« Spirit of Wine one Pint; mix 


“them well together, and add 


« Flower of Linfeed, and Fenu- 
‘ greek, of each four Ounces, 
« Camphire in Powder anOunce,

© ent to make a Charge.’ Or, 
‘Take the Afhes of Vine- 
‘ Twigs, or of any other green

Thefe are exceeding good to

Swelling andGourdinefs, and may

Swelling has been the Effect of 
fome previous Sicknefs. 


* Take Tar, Turpentine, and | 


© Honey, of each four Ounces ; 
* mix them well together; then 
‘ take black Pitch, and Rofin, of 
“ each two Ounces ; melt them 
‘ in a Skellet with two Ounces 
© of Nerve Ointment, or the Sol- 
* diers Ointment ; mix them ail 
‘ together, adding Maftich, Sto- 
‘ rax, and Olibanum, of each 
‘ an Ounce; then pour in by De- 
* grees Spirit of Turpentine four 
< Ounces, or what is fufficient 
‘ to make the whole into a 
« Charge. * 

This is the beft Charge in the 
World for the Vices and Infir~ 
mities of the Feet, efpecially 
when a Horfe is founder’d, or 
furbated, or when the Hoofs are 
Cleft or broke in any Part, fo 
as tolame theFoot. It will not 
only comfort the Nerves that are 
fo plentiful in thofe Parts, but 
alfo heal any Wound or Bruife 
upon the Foot; and when the 
Sole is taken out, nothing is 
more effectual to create 2 new 
one, or to bring ona new Hoof, 
efpecially if to it be added a

Verdegreafe ; but to Horfes of 
{mall Value, thofe of Tar, Tur- 
pentine and Honey, with alittle 


black Pitch, may be ufed with- 


out the Gums. 


Fro Solleyfell, and others. 


¢ Take about two Pounds of — 


* Blood out of the Horfe’s Necke 
‘ Vein; receive. the Blood into. 
‘a convenient Veflel, ftramning 
«it with your Hand, to hinder 
‘ it from coagulating ; then fet 

kerseee 2 
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* it on the Fire, ftirring it cons 
 tinually with a wooden Slice, 
“and add to it three Quarters 
“ of a Pound of Oil Olive, and 
“two Glaffes of Vinegar; boil 
“them to the Confiftency of an 
* Ointment. 

This is from Solley/ell, by wham 
it is recommended for the Dif 
eafe of the Head, which he 
calls the Spani/h Evil, which 
was only a Plague among the 
Horfes in his Time, which af- 
feéted the Head with a Deliri- 
um or Madnels. He fays the 
Horfe’s whole Head muft be 
charg’d therewith, while it is 
lukewarm, leaving only his Eyes 
open, and it will diffolve the 
Matter that is gathered in the 
Paffages, and make it run; be- 
fides that, it will ftrengthen and 
_ bind the Parts, and hinder the 
Defluxion from falling on them. 
But I am of Opinion, this In- 
tention may be much better an- 

fwered by fome good Embro- 
~ cations of Spirit of . Lavender, 

Hungary Water, Oil of Amber; 
or the Oil‘of Amber, with a 

{mall Quantity of Oil of Rofe- 
» mary and Lavender, witha fuf- 
ficient Quantity of Oil of Rue, 

for which the Reader may con- 
fult the 11th Seétion of Embro- 

cations, and Fomentations; and 
if a Charge be made for the 

Difeafes that affect the Head, it 


ought to confift chiefly of fuch 


Ingredients. 
* The next is from the fame 
Author, for the Eyes. 

‘ Take three or four Pippins, 
¢ and bake them under the Afhes, 


© take out the Seeds, and beat. 


«the Apples in a Marble ‘Mor- 
‘ tar fprinkling them with Rofe- 
© water, or the diftilled Water 

“© of Letticeor Succory ; then ap- 
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‘ ply them to the Eye with foft 
* Flax, renewing the Charge fre- 
© quently. 

Tho’ this is not properly a 
Charge, yet it is very good for 


‘the purpofe, to which it is re- 


commended ; but the Reader may 
confult the preceeding Seétion, 
where he will find a Cataplfm 
for Rheums and Defluxions on 
the Eyes, which is not only 
cooling and expellent as this, but 
alio fuited to take off the Acri- 
mony and Sharpnefs of the De- 
fluxion and Rheums, ¢c. 

The following is trom the 
fame Author, called the Red Ho 
ney Charge. . 

‘ Take Sheeps-Suet melted: a 
‘ Pound and a half; the Greafe 
* of a Capon, Hog, or Horie one 
« Pound; the Oi] drawn from 
* the Bones of an Ox or Sheep, 
‘or if neither of thefe can’ be 
« had, Linfeed Oil, or Oil-Olive 
© half a Pound, Claret of a thick 
“ Body and deep Colour two 
¢ Quarts, black Pitch, Burgundy 
© Pitch, of each one Pound, Oil 
* of Bay four Ounces, common 
« Turpentine one Pound, Cina- 
“bar in Powder four Ounces, 
‘ common Honeya Pound anda 


© half, Powder of Cumin-feeds 4 


« Ounces, good Aqua Vita half a 
‘ Pint, fine oriental Bole in Pow- 
¢ der three Pounds, with a fuffi- 
* cient Quantity of Wheat-flower 
© to thicken the whole Mixture, 

Selley[ell fays, this Remedy is 


fo generally ufeful, that it isim- 


poflible to: mention all its Vir- 
tues in one Chapter; and there- 
fore he contents himfelf with 
naming fome of the principal, 
viz, that it is good for tired and 
jaded Horfes, Strains in the 
Shoulders, or Hips, decay’d and 
fwelled Legs, Pain in the Feet, 
: Y furba- 


= 
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furbating Sinew Sprains, {way- 
ing of the Back, Wrenches, and 
fit-Fafts; befides thatit diffolves 
and ripens all Manner of Swel- 
lings, neither does he know any 
Remedy fo univerfal; and there-, 
fore recommends it, asa Medi- 
cine that never baulk’d his Ex- 
pectations. 


The Method of making it is 
as follows. 


Take a Kettle, Bafon, ora Pot, 
that will endure the Fire, and 
put into it the abovementioned 
Quantities of Sheeps-Suet, Ca- 
pon or Horfes-greafe, or if nei- 
ther of thefe can be had, Hogs 
Greafe, Oil of Sheeps Bones, or 
inftead of that Oil Olive, or 
Linfeed Oil, with the Claret; 
boil them over a gentle Fire 
at firft, increafing the Heat by 
Degrees, ftirring the Ingredients 
from Time to Time, till part 
of the: Wine be confumed, that 
is about two Hours, then put 
in both the Sorts of Pitch, and 


after they are diffolved the Oil - 


of Bays; remove the Veffel from 
the Fire, and put in the Ture | 
pentine and Cinnabar, mixing 
them with the Reft about a 
Quarter of an Hour. After the 
Compofition is half cold, add 
the Honey, and afterwards the 
Cumin-feeds, continuing to ftir 
as before, then add the Bole in 
Powder, which ought to be fuch 
as will not harden in the Mix- 
ture, but incorporate with the 
reft, and when the whole Com- 
pofition is almoft cold, add half 
a Pint of fine and ftrong Aqua 
Vita, ftirring till it be perfectly 
mix’d; then thicken it with a 
convenient quantity of fine Flow-

ring till it be cold. 

Our Author lays down feve- 
ral other Directions concerning 
this Charge; particularly, in cafe 
any of the Ingredients cannot be 
had, what others may be fubfti- 
tuted in their Room, and in 
what manner it is to be ufed 
with Refpect to its feveral In- 
gredients. He fays, if you can- 
not procure Cinnabar, take two 
Ounces of Quickfilver, and beat 
it in a Mortar, with a like 
Quantity of Oil of Turpentine 
till it be quenched, and mix 
it with the Compofition, but 
that the Cinnabar is a great 
deal better, and not fo hurtful 
to the Nerves; (but neither of 
them will hurt the Nerves in fo 
{mall.a Quantity) if you defign 
to ripen a Swelling, he recom- 
mends Pigeons-Dung, Goats- 
Dung, Pitch, Rofin, or Turpen- 
tine tobe added toit. In Sum- 
mer it may be applied cold but’ 
in Winter it is neceflary always 
to heat it, and that may be kept 
a Year or two without lofing 
its Efficacy, ee. 

But fince Solley/eli himfelf al- 
lows fo much Liberty in altering 
and changing the Ingredients, 
we fhall propofe the sibs 
Method of making the Red Ho- 
ney-Charge, which will not on- 
ly be much more eafy, but in 
every Refpect anfwer all that is 
propofed by it. 


‘ Take of Sheeps-fueta Pound 
‘and a half, Linfeed Oil one 
‘ Pound, ftrong Claret or red 
‘ Wine Lees, that are not too 
‘ thick, 2 Quarts ; boil them over 
‘a gentle Fire, for the Space 
< of two Hours, then add black 
‘ Pitch, and Burgundy Pitch, 
Seay Oe I Take 
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* broke into fimall Pieces, ‘ofeach 
“a Pound, keeping conftantly 
“ ftirring till thefe are diffolved ; 
“after which remove your Mix- 
« ture from the Fire, and pour 
‘it through a Piece of Flannel 
« while hot, to free it from the 
‘ Drofs of the Pitch, if there be

After this manner the Medi- | 


cine ought to be made, and if 
you ufe Quickfilver inftead of 
Cinnabar, kill two Ounces there- 
of, in four Ounces of Turpen- 
tine, and let it be added towards 
.. the latter end; otherwife if it 
be mixed, before the Medicine 
is thickened, it will be apt to 
run into too large Globules, and 
not unite equally with the Me- 
dicine ; for thofe who cannot 
get the Oil drawn. from the 
Bones of an Ox or Sheep, we 
have increafed the Quantity of 
the Ointment of Bays, which is 
nothing inferior, if it be right 
made, but preferable to the o- 
ther, asit Confifts of things, that 
are very comfortable to the 
‘Nerves, and likewife as it has 
a Proportion of Neats - feet Oil, 
in its Compofition, but if this 
~ Ojntmentis not to be had, or that 
you doubt whether it be rightly 
made, you may takeinftead of it 
halfa Pound of tried Hlog’s Greafe, 


the Kettle, fet it over the Fire, 
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Bay-berries and Bay - leaves in 
Powder, of each four Ounces, If 
you have the Nerve-oil, the Oil 
ot Bays, or Solders Ointment by 
you, or if thefe can be procured, 
either of them will do fully as 
well. See their Preparations in 
the following Section. 


4 Remolade, or le(s compounded 
Honey-Charge. 
‘ Take thick Lees of Wine 
‘ three Quarts, Hog’s Greafe one 
‘ Pound; boil them together half 
“an Hour, till they be incorpo- 
rated, then add black Pitch, and 
Burgundy - pitch beaten, com~ 
mon Turpentine and Honey, of 
eacha Pound, ftir them over the

This Charge, by adding two 
Ounces of Quickfilver, will be 
little inferior to the other in re- 
moving old Griefs of the Shoul- 
ders, Legs, fwaying of the Back, | 
and all the other Infirmities, for 
which the Red Honey-Charge. is 
recommended. The Quicktilver’ 
may be killed in a fmall Quantie 
ty of the Turpentine, as above 
direéted, and then incorporated 
by ftirring it well with the other 
Ingredients.

The White Honey Charge. 

‘ Take eighteen large White 
« Lilly Roots; chop them, and 
< boil them with, at leaft, two 
- © Gallons of Beer, or for want 
¢ thereof, Barley Water or Whey, 
¢ which is rather better when the 
¢ Roots begin to grow fott and 
* € cleaveunder your Fingers; add 
¢ the Leaves of Mallows, Marfh-

for it will both mollity, cleanfe, 
draw and heal. It is alfo very 
proper for the Pains, and watry 
Sores, as it will draw out the 
Water powerfully ; but if thefe 
do not dry up ina little time, 
it willbe convenient to mix with 
it Powder of blue Vitriol, Ver- 
degreafe, green Coperas, or, which 
is allo very good, Aigyptiacum, 
and thofe drying and cleanfing 
‘Things are always the more et- 
fe€tual, when they are joined to 
thofe that are emollient and foft- 
ning ; for when fuch Things are 
applied in Powder by themielves, 
tho’ they feldom fail to dry up 
the Humidity, yet they leave 
duchan Hardnefs and Cruftinefs, 
that the Part-is very apt to chop 
and break out into frefh Sores 
and Ulcers, as often as there is 
a very great Acidity and Sharp- 
nefg in the Juices ; but all this 
may be prevented by mixingthem 
with fuch Charges as this, or 
with fome emollient Cataplafm ; 
for at the fame time the Verde- 
greafe, or Vitriols keep down

times, tho’ an Horfe may be al- 
fo foundred in his Feet, with=- — 
out being foundred any where 
elfe. . It is a much better Charge 
in Cafes where an Horfe’s Back 
is {wayed, efpecially if it be new. 
It may alfo be used with very 
good fuccefs to any new Shoul- 
der-ftrain, or any Strain on the 
Hips, Legs, or Pafterns, as it 
differs but little from the cold

NDER this Sc&ion 
we fhallinferr, not only 
thofe officional Oils and 


Oiatments, that are moft ufedin 
the Farrier’s Praétice, but alfo 
fuch others as are the moft cele- 
brated, and likely to do fervice in 
any of the external Difeafes of 
Horfes, with thofe Liniments 
and Digeftives, that are the moft 
effectual for the Cure of Wounds 
or Ulcers,- for drawing Impoft- 
humes and Abfceffés, or any o- 
ther Intention, to which Things 
of this Form are appropriated, 
without troubling the Reader 


with a great many of thofe ufe- 
lefsCompofitions, wherewith the | 
Farriers Books fo much abound, 
there being many of them no bet- 
ter than common Tallow, or — 
Hog’s Lard. 

Ali fimple Oils,’ which are 
made of any iingle Herb, or 
Flower, require no other Appa- 
ratus, but only to infufe any 
Quantity of the Herb or Flower,’ 
gathered in their Prime, into a

becaufe it is hard to be got, un- 
lefs it be in London, it being fome- 
what troublefome tomake; but 
it is certainly worth every ones 
while to have it, that practifes 
among Horfes, andmay be made 
in the following Manner. 

Firft boil the Litharge in the 
Oil over a very gentle Fire, con- 
tinually ftirring, that it may not 
fly. over; and when they are in- 
corporated together, take it off 
the Fire, and pour gently into 
it a fufficient Quantity of Wa- 
ter to keep it from burning. 
The Gums mutt be diffolved in 
Vinegar, and ftrained from their 
Drofs and Sticks, and mixed with

is fcarcely able to move after it. 
The propereft Way to ufe ail 
fuch Things is, firft to rab the 
Body foundly, or the Parts that 
are moft affected, ‘and atter that 
to make ufe of fome goad Bath, 


or Fomentation, fuch as have 
been, prefcribed for that Purpofe,

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in it’s proper Places then apply 
the Ointment, rubbing it well 


againft the Hair, holding an hot .. 


Bar of Iron as near as pofhible ; 
for that will not only help it to 


fink in, but it will alfo move 


the languid Blood and Juices, 
and thereby contribute to the 
Cure. 

Toan Horfe of fmall Value 
may be ufed an Ointment made 
of Boar’s or Hog’s Greafe, with 
Powder of Euphorbium: But the 
Reader may confult the Section 
of Embrocations.

This is what the Farriers com~- 
monly ufe to Woundsand Sores, 
to draw out Pricklesand Thorns, 
to drefs Boils. and Impofthumes, 
but it would be better to in- 
creafe the Quantity of the Tur- 
pentine ; but the following is the 
beft common Digeftive, that can 
be made, and is as follows.. 

‘ Take Turpentine four Oun- 
* ces, the Yolksof two new-laid 
‘ Eggs; mixthem together in a 
‘ Gallipot with a Knite or woo-

This is to be fpread on Flax, 
or to have Doffils dipped in ir, 
and laid all over the Wound, or 
be introduced into the Orifice;

~ Cure. The Yolks of Eggs are 
not only in themfelves cleanfing 
and healing, but they alfo take 
» — off fomewhat of the Tenacity and 


Stiffnefs of theTurpentine, fo 
that the Drefiings come off eafi- 


‘ly without tearing the Veffels, as 


happens fometimes, when the 
Turpentine is applied, without 


-fuch a Mixture, to Wounds that 


are much inflamed, where the 


Heat dries it fo much, that it fticks 


to the Part like Rofin, or Bur- 
gundy-pitch, and brings Blood 
with it, as often as the Drefling 


‘is removed, 


Two Parts cf Turpentine and 
one of Honey, make alfo a very 
good Digeftive, and fome ufe 
Honey, Turpentine, and Yolks of 
Eggs, all mixed together; but it 
can never be amifs in all Dige- 
ftives for the Wounds or Sores 
of Horfes, te add to every four 
Ounces of Digeftive, two Drams, 
or half an Ounce of the Tin@ure 
of Myrrh, or the Tinéture of 
Myrrh and Aloes, or Spirit of 
Wine or Brandy, if thefe cannot 


be had. 


Or the following. 


‘ Take Turpentine four Oun- 
* ces, the Yolks of twonew-laid 
‘ Eggs, Myrrhand Aloes in fine 
* Powder, of each two Drams, 
¢ Ointment, or Oil of Rofés, half 
€ an Ounce ; mix and make a 
¢ Liniment. 

This is to be ufed, as the pre- 
ceeding, upon Flax or fine Hurds, 
wafhing the Wound or Sore with 
Brandy or Spirit of Wine. It 
is inferior to nothing of its kind, 
and may be ufedin all Cafes, and 
will fucceed where fharp and 
corrofive Medicines are not re- 
quired, to deftroy Malignity, or — 
cut off proud Flefh. 

For common ordinary Horfes, 
Tar, Turpentine, and Honey, .e- 
qual Parts, will fucceed very 


well, wafhing the Sore now and 
then with Brandy, or Pifs. 
¢ Take Turpéntine four Oun- 
© ces, Quickfilver two Ounces ; 
* incorporate them well together, 
« until all the Quickfilver dif- 
© appears, and that the Liniment 
© becomes of the Colour of Lead; 
« then put it up in a Gallipot for 
« Ute. 
This ought to be made in a 
Mortar, by rubbing continually 
with a Peftle. It is admirable 
good to drefs all fuch Sores, as 
have an ulcerous Difpofition. The 
Turpentine cleanfes and fucks out 
the Humidity and Moifture ; and 
the Quickfilver cures the ill Di- 
fpofition of the Part, attenuating 
the vifcid Juices. It feldom 
miffes to curé the Mallenders, 
Sailenders, Crown-f{cab, .or any 
of thofe foul fcabby Ulcers atout 
the Legs and. Pafterns, as the 
Kibes, Pains, %c. but when thefe 
are attended with a pretty large 
Swelling, as happens fometimes, 
when the’ Humors are dam’d up, 
it will always be convenient to 
apply either with this, or previ- 
ous to it fome good emollient 
and opening Cataplafm, to ripen 
the Humours for aDifcharge. It 
is alfo very good for the Farcin, 
but when there happens to be an 
ill Difpofition in the Part, foas to 
occafion a preternatural Growth 
of proud Flefh; then the fharp- 
er Applications may be ufed, 
though nothing of that Nature 
will readily happen, if the Di- 
geftive with Quickfilver, be ufed 
in time. ee 
© Take Bajfilicon one Ounce, 
¢ red Precipitate rubbed in a 
€ Marble or Glafs Mortar until 
“all the Shining and Gliftning 
€ difappear, two Drams ; mix 
‘ them together. 
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This is alfo of admirable Ser- 
vice to heal Sores, wherethereis 
an ulcerous Difpofition, being 
{pread as thin as pofiible upon 
Flax, or clean Hurds. 
‘ Take Agyptiacum four Oun- 
ces, Turpentine two Ounces, 
white Vitriol and burnt Alum, 
in Powder, of each an Ounce; 
make a Liniment. Ae 
This is very good to eat off 
proud Flefh, but is almof infal- 
lible in fupprefling and keeping 
it down, while it continues fotc 
and fpungy. Itis of very fingu- 
lar Efficacy in the Cure of all 
foul, floughy Ulcers that abound 
with a viicid Humidity. 

* Take Quicklime and duri- 
* pigmentum, of each an Ounce, 
* Bay-falt and common Soap, of 
* eachtwo Ounces, Euphorbium 
* and white Hellebore, in fine 
* Powder, each a Dram, Oil of 
* Alder, St. Fohn’s Wort, or Ro- 
© fes, what is fufficient to make 
‘ it into the Confiftence of. an 
¢ Oimtment. 

This is a good Ointment to 
deftroy proud Flefh in any Ul- 
cer or Sore, where moift Appli- 
cations can prevail; but if it be 
continued, atter theUlceris grown 
fmooth, it will be apt to cre- 
ate Inflammation, for the fame 
Reafon it fhould be fpread no 
larger than to cover the Excref- 
fence, except where the whole 
This is al- 
fo of very great fervice in all 
fharp and cankerous Eruptions up- 
on any Part of the Body, and 
to anoint the Farcin-knots, that 
have an ulcerous Difpofition, ta- 
king care always to ufe it no 
where, but on the affeéted Part, 
and if the Joints or Sinews be 
jouched, the Eruptions on all 
fuch Parts, ought only to be a. 
nointed 
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_ nointed flightly with it. TheHorfe_ 


fhould alfo be fo fecured, while 
this, or any other corrofive Ap- 
plication is made to him, that 
he may not lick or bite himfelf 
in.any Part, otherwife he will be 
apt todohimfelf a Mifchief. A- 
nother Caution is alfo neceffary 
in the Application of all fuch 
Medicines, and that is,- to fpread 
them as thin as poffible upon the 
Lint or Flax, and to mske ufe 
of firm Bandage over them, if 
_ the Part can allow it; for by that 
Means, the Cure of all Ulcers 
will be the fooner ' effectuated, 
becaufe the Bandage, by prefling 
the Part, and {queefing out the 
Moifture,. not only makes way 
for the Medicine to operate, but 
alfo when the proud Flefh is 
once deftroyed, it prevents its 
rifing again, by the Preffure it 
makes upon the Part. 

But if Ulcers happen to be 
on Parts where Bandage cannot 
be conveniently made, or if a 
Swelling or Inflammation hap- 
pens upon applying Bandage, 
then Recourfe muft alfo be had 
to inward Means, tor thatis, for 
the moft part, a Sign” of an In- 
difpofition of the Blood, unlefs 
whenit ismade too tight, which 
Mifmanagement will alfo occa- 
fion the fame Symptoms. 

Thus we thought fit to lay 
down thefe few Hints concerning 
the Application of corrofive Me- 
dicines, tho’ fomewhatforeign to

limate, or abating, if it occafion 
too much Pain, which it_ fel- 
dom does, when mixed with un-.

The Ufe of thefe Retorres, is 
to draw out Water, as the blift- 
ring Plafters orOintmentsdo from 
‘the humane Body, and are pro- 
per to make a Revulfion for a- 
ny hot, inflamed Swelling, which 
- fuddenly endangers Life, as the 
Anticor, the Vives, &c. when 
the Mufcles of the Throat hap- 
pen to be affected. The Manner 
of applying them is by {preading 
a {mall Quantity at a time up- 
"on the Part affected, holdiag an 
hot Bar of Iron, to make them 
fink in,and when you have drained 
off fo much, as makes the Inflam- 
mation give way, and the Swel- 
ling come down, you may drefs 
the Sores with plain Ba/ilicon, 
or any other Digeftive, until they 
are skinned over. . 

They are alfo of very great 
fervice to cold pituitous Swel- 
lings, or where the Mufcles and 
Ligaments are affected with too 
much Humidity; for by draining 
part of the Moifture, the Tone 
of the Fibres is recovered, and 
the Part reftored to its Action. 
This makes them ferviceable in 


all old Griefs in the Shoulders, . 


Hips, and may alfo be applied 


fometimes to the Legs, if the 


Horfe be otherwife found ; but 
when an Horfe is foul, and in- 
wardly difeafed, any Applicati- 
on that caufes an Irritation, 
may be of ill confequence, and 
breed Ulcers, as the Legs are

It is alfo good to cure Warts,

Solleyfell has feveral other Oint- 
ments of the fame Intentions, 
with thofe already inferted; but 
thefe are beft, and moft effi- 
cacious : He has alfo fome Forms 
particularly for the Feet, name- 
ly, the, Ointment ‘of Plantain, 
which is defigned to make the

The fame Author has alfo in 
his Book feveral Ointments for 
the Cure of Wounds, particular-

Ointment, or the reft of that 
Tribe, fave only, that they have 
the Juice of fome vulnerary Plants, 
which was very frequent in the 
old Compofitions; the other. In- 
gredients, that are of any Effica- 
cy, are the Vitriols, Quicklime, 
Arfenick, Orpiment, Sublimaete, 
and fuch likethings, which, ac- 
cording to the modern Practice, 
are as well added to any plain 
deterfive Ointments to make them 
more cleanfing, according as the 
Circum ftances require ; and there- — 
fore, tho’ it is fomewhat foreign 
from our prefent Defign, which 
is only laying down Recipes, with 
an Account of their Virtues, yet 
that this Work may be as ufeful 
as poffible, we fhallhere obferve 
that thofe that are fimple, will 
be fooner cured by acommon Di- 
geftive of Turpentine and Honey, 
or Turpentine and the Yolks of 
Eggs, than with thofe fharper Ap-

the Skin, and likewife as it will 
cleanfe and heal the raw Places, 
while the Brimftone and Quick- 
filver rectify the Juices: But I 
_am of Opinion in~all common 
Cafes, the Cantharides may be 
omitted, the Ointment being of 
itfelf {ufficient to cure the mange 
without them. | 
_ There are very few Ointments 
in our Englify Writers, but what 
are taken from the Italians, which 
are chiefly a Mixture of fome 
‘of the Capital Officinal Oint- 
ments, with thinner Subftances, 
which is agreeable to their Way 
of Praétice, who very much ufe 
Friétions,and Embsocations, both 
to the human Body, and to their 
‘Horfes. They confift for the moft 
Part of Nerve Oil, Dialthza Oil, 
or Ointment of Bays, with a 
Mixture of Oil of Turpentine, 
Oil of Spike, Oil of Petre, and 
fometimes with Effential Oils 
and Spirits; but we fhall not 
‘take up Room to infert them, 
but refer the Reader to the 11th 
Section of Embrocations and Fo- 


“ ina Mortar, with four Oun-. 
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mentations, where there are {e- 
veral Compofitions of the fame 
Nature ; we fhall therefore only 
take notice of one firft publifhed 
in Eagli(h by Blandevil,and which 
has been fince copied by Markam, 
De Grey, and others. It is the 
Accopum of the Antients whous’d 
it both externally as an Ointment, . 
or Charge, and internally as an 
Electuary, and was in great Re- 
putation for Horfes, from the: 
Time of Theomne/tus, who cured 
a Horie he loved exceedingly, 
who was frozen almoft ftiff, 
while he carried his Mafter from 
Poeonia into Italy, over the Moun- 
tains, in a violent Storm, which 
killed many Horfes of the Army.

They alfo gave it, as a Confe- 
ction, inwardly, in all Cafes of 
Malignity, diffolved in a Cup of 
Wine: But fome of the Ingre- 
dients, as the Oil of Spikenard 
and Oleum Cyprinum, are not 
now to be had, tho’ thefe might 
be fupplied by adding a fufficient 
Quantity of Spikenard in Pow- 
der, and increafing the Quantity 
of the Oil of Bays. :

Part whereuntoit is applied, All 
' outward Intentions of ripening, 
drawing, deterging, and repel- 
ling, are aimed at by Plafters ; 


and in fome Cafes they are very’ 


ferviceable, tho’ they are but lit- 
tle ufed to Horfes, becaufe of 
the Hair, which makes them 
fomewhat. troublefome and diffi- 
cult; and likewife, as fome of 
them are hard to be made, and 
therefore Charges have chiefly 


taken place inftead of them ip

and apply’d to the griev’d Part, 
the Hair being firft fhav’d away, 
and it will remove moft aching 
Pains in the Joints or Sinews, af- 
ter old Strains, by hard Labour, 


or any other Accident. If it be - 
diffolved with Oil of Spike, Oil- 


of Turpentine, or mix’d with 
‘common Turpentine, it makes as 
good a Charge as any in all thofe 
Intentions, to heal old gouty or 
, rheumatick Infirmities in Horfes : 
It fhould lie on, till it begins to 
crumble, and then be renewed 
again, until the Part is perfectly 
recovered. : 

. The Rupture-Plafter, and the 
@©xycroceum are alfo very good 
ftrengthening Plafters, and are of 
‘great Service apply’dlikea Charge 
to the Shoulders, Hips, Legs, or 
when the Back is {way’d, or in 
any Diforder of the Reins, but 
the one-confifts of a very great 
Number of Ingredients; which 
mutt all be pounded, and there- 
fore makes it troublefome; and 
the other is fomewhat expenfive, 
becaufe of the Saffron; wherefore 
we fhallomit them at this Time, 
there being other Forms fufiicient 
to anfwer in thofe Intentions.

This Method of making the 
Mercurial Plafter has been taken 
from Dr. Quincy, who very rea- 
fonably complains of it, as it 
ftands in the College Difpenfa- 
tory, and particularly, that the 
Quantity of the Quickfilver is 
too little; wherefore he has with 
feyeral other very advantageous 
Alterations increafed it double. 
And I am of Opinion, if twelve 
Ounces be taken inftead of half 
a Pound, it will be yet more ef- 
ficacious to Horfes. 

It is certainly one of the beft 
Plafters that ever was framed, 
to diffolve all Nodes, and hard 
Swellings in any Part of the Bo- 
dy, and is no ways a troublefome 
Application; it may be fpread 
on Leather very thick, and the 
Hair being firft fhaved away, may 
be apply’d to Spavins, Fardons, 
Carbs, Splints, and Oflets; ae

It does the greateft Wonders 
imaginable in the Cure of UI- 
cers that are hard and dead a- 
bout the Edges, applying it con- 
ftantly {pread over the Piledget 
or Tent, as the Surgeons do their 
Dreflings, for it wonderfully at- 
tenuates the Juices, and. opens 
thofe Canals that have been in

Thefe A pplications, when they 
are made to the Legs and Pa- 
“fterns of young delicate Hordes 
that are fubject to Swelling and 
‘Gourdinels, in the Beginning of 


Winter, will certainly prevent the 
Greafe, if they be ufed in Time, 
for they not only fortify the Part, 
but defend it from the Impref - 
fions' of the fharp cold Air, 
which is oftentime the Caufe of 
the Swelling:
